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RULES OF ORDER. 



Rule I. The order of proceedings shall be as follows : 

FIRST DAY. 

(i.) The Convention shall meet in the evening for the purpose of Divine 
service and the Convention Sermon. 

(2.) The Secretary of the preceding Convention, if present — if not, some 
other person appointed by the chair — shall call the names of Clergy entitled to 
seats (Const., Art IV.), and enter on the minutes the names of those present. 

(3.) The Secretary shall call the names of the parishes entitled to representa- 
tion ; and, as called, the certificates of the Lay Delegates of the parishes repre- 
sented shall be laid on his table. 

(4.) The President will appoint a Committee on Credentials, consisting of 
one clergyman and two laymen, to receive, examine and report upon the creden- 
tials of Lay Delegates (Title I., Canon 2). In case alternate delegates claim 
the right to seats in the Convention, the fact must be made known to the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, who shall report thereon ; and the persons reported by 
that Committee as entitled to seats (not exceeding three from each Parish), 
whether regulars or alternates, shall, if the Convention approve such report, be 
entered upon the roll of the Secretary as properly accredited delegates. 

SECOND DAY. 

(5.) After Divine Service, including the Lord's Supper, the President shall 
take the chair, and call the Convention to order, when the Order of Proceedings 
shall be as follows : 

(6.) The Secretary shall call the names of the Lay Delegates, as the same 
shall have been reported by the Committee and adopted by the Convention, and 
enter the names of those present on the minutes ; after which the President shall 
declare the Convention organized for business. 

(7.) The Committee on Credentials shall next report on the application (if 
any) of new Parishes for admission to the Convention (Title II., Canon i, § 4, 
of the Digest) ; and when received the Secretary shall call and enter on the min- 
utes the names of the Lay Delegates representing said Parishes. 

(8. ) The election by ballot of a Secretary, who shall have power to appoint 
an Assistant. 

(9.) Appointment by the President of five Standing Committees : 

I. A Committee on Unfinished Business, consisting of one clergyman 
and one layman. 

II. A Committee on Finance, to consist of seven laymen, to whom 
shall be referred the Treasurer's report, the assessment of the Parishes, 
and all matters of a financial nature not specifically referred to any other 
committee. 

J 1 1. A Committee on Canons, to consist of two clergymen and two 
laymen, to whom all matters pertaining to the Constitution and Canons, 
and all matters of law, shall be referred. 

IV. A Committee on Missions, to consist of four clergymen and four 
laymen, to whom shall be referred the reports of the Missionary and Edu- 
cation Committees of the Diocese, and all other matters pertaining to 
these subjects. 
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V. A Committee oo the Next CoaTcntion. to consist of tvo clergy- 
men and two lajmcn. representing dxfRerent sections of the Diocese, to 
whom all propositions respecting the place of holding the next Conven- 
tion shall be lefqi ed without debikte.

Rule II. — When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand, unless to address the Chair. 

Rule III. — No member shall absent himself from the service of the House, 
unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

Rule IV. — Whenever any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Convention, he shall rise from his seat, and, with due respect, 
address himself, in an audible voice, to the President, confining himself strictly 
to the point in debate. 

Rule V. — No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, vvith- 
out leave of the House. 
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Rule VI. — While the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and not hold any private (^course. 

Rule VII. — Every member present shall *vote when a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention ; and, on a vote by orders, the name of the Presiding 
Officer shall be called last. 

Rule VIII. — When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be 
made, unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone it indefinitely, to postpone it 
to a certain time, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it ; and motions for any 
of these shall have precedence in the order herein named. 

Rule IX. — A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 

Rule X. — A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and, if unqualified, 
shall be decided without debate. 

Rule XI. — No motion shall be considered as before the House unless it be 
seconded, and reduced to writing when required. 

Rule XII. — A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment 
of the Convention, and shall not be aj^ain considered during the same session ; 
but, a question being decided, may be reconsidered, with the consent of two- 
Uiinis of the members present, on a motion to that purpose by one of the ma- 
jority on the first decision. 

Rule XIII.— All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

Rule XIV. — ^The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
entered on the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requir- 
ing any action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accom- 
panied by a resolution or resolutions for its consideration. 

Rule XV.— All questions of order shall be decided by the President, in the 
first instance ; but any member may appeal from such decision, and on such 
appeal no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Convention. 

Rule XVI. — Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church not entitled to 
4Mats, and candidates for Holy Orders in this Diocese, shall be admitted to the 
sittings of the Convention, and their names entered on the journal, on reporting 
themselves to the Secretary, but without the right of taking any part in the 
proceedings. 

Rule XVII.— Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the minutes 
of the last day's proceedings shall be read, corrected if necessary, and approved. 

Rule XVIII. — The Rules of Order may be suspended on a vote of two-thirds 
of all the members present 

Rule XIX.— The above shall be the Rules of Order of all future Conven 
tions, unless altered or rescinded, and shall be published i n the Journal of eac 
Convention.

FIRST DAY. 

Toledo, May 21, 1884. 

Pursuant to a call of the Bishop of the Diocese, and 
on the recommendation of the Standing Committee of 
the same, a special Convention, '*to take the place, so 
far as maybe," of the Sixty-Seventh Annual Convention 
of the Diocese of Ohio, which was appointed to be held 
in the same place on the loth day of June, convened in 
Trinity Church, Toledo, on this day. 

Morning Prayer was said at nine o'clock by the Rev. 
W. B. French, Rector of St Thomas' Church, Berea, 
and the Rev. W. C. French, D. D., Assistant Minister 
of St. Paul's Cliurch, Cleveland ; the Rector of the 
Parish, the Rev. Dr. Atwill, and the Bishop being also 
present in the chancel. 

At the conclusion of Divine Service, the Bishop took 
the chair and called the Convention to order. The Sec- 
retary of the previous Convention, the Rev. Dr. French, 
called the roll of clergy entitled to seats, when those who 
were present responded to their names, (see pp. 3-4) ; 
after which as the Secretary read the list of Parishes, Mis- 
sion Stations and Recognized Chapels, the credentials 
of their Lay Delegates were laid on his table, and the 
Chair appointed the following 

rRev. D. W. COXE, 

Committee on Credentials -s Mr. H. O. Bonnell, 

I Mr. G. B. White. 

The Rev. Mr. Coxe, Chairman of the Committee, re- 
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ported that all the credentials submitted to them were in 
order, except that from Grace Chufch, Mansfield, which 
was afterwards referred to the Committee on Canons. 
The report was adopted, and the Secretary called the 
names of the Lay Delegates elect, when those who were 
present responded and took their seats as members of 
the Convention. (See list on p. 6.) 

The Bishop then read from his Annual Address his 
reasons for calling this Special Convention in advance of 
time appointed for the Annual Convention, (see Address) 
whereupon, on motion of Prof E. T. Tappan, LL. D., 

Resolved^ i. That the proceedings of this special Convention be in the same 
order and governed by the same rules as those of a regular Convention. 

Resolved, a. That the order of the Sixty-Sixth Annual Convention, appointing 
the second Tuesday in Tune for the meeting of the Annual Convention of 1884, 
is hereby rescinded, and that this Convention is constituted the Sixty-Seventh 
Annual Convention. 

The election of a Secretary being the first business in 
order, on motion of Rev. Dr. Burton balloting was dis- 
pensed with, and the former incumbent, Rev. Dr. French, 
was unanimously re-elected for his thirty-eighth consecu- 
tive year of service. 

The Secretary-elect, with the consent of the Conven- 
tion, appointed the Rev. Willison B. French Assistant 
Secretary. 

The Convention being now fully organized for busi- 
ness, the Chair appointed the following standing com- 
mittees :

ABSTRACT OF ACTS OF STANDING COMMITTEE. 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Ohio begs leave to report as fol- 
lows : The newly-elected Standing Committee, consisting of Rev. N. S. Rulison, 
D. D., Rev. James A. BoUes, D. D., Rev. R. L. Ganter, D. D.,'S. N. Sanford, 
J. H. Devereux, and Wm. J. Boardman, assembled on the 25th day of Septem- 
ber, and organized by the unanimous election of Rev. Dr. Rulison as President, 
and S. N. Sanford as Secretary for the current year. 

Your Committee has held, during the Convention year now closing, only eight 
sessions : 

Sept. 25, 1883. — The Standing Committee unanimously recommended to the 
Bishop of the Diocese, for ordination to the Priesthood, Rev. Austin Ward Mann 
(a deaf mute), Deacon in this Diocese. 

Oct. 23, 1883. — The Standing Committee filled the vacancy in the delegation 
from this Diocese to the General Convention of this Church, then in session in 
the dty of Philadelphia, caused by the resignation of Mr. Samuel L. Mather, by 
the unanimous choice of Mr. David L. King, as a delegate to the House of 
Qerical and Lay Delegates of said General Convention. 

Dec. 4, 1883. — The Standing Committee assembled, on the call of the Bishop 
of the Diocese, as his "Council of Advice." 

Dec. 15, i883.-i-The Standing Committee adopted the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Standing Committee do hereby request the Bishop to 
call a Special Convention to meet in Trinity Church, Toledo, on the third 
Wednesday of May, 1884, for the purpose of hearing the annual Episcopal 
Address, and transacting such business as may lawfully be done imder the 
constitution of the Church in the Diocese of Ohio.

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON INSTITUTIONS AT GAMBIER. 

The Committee to report concerning Institutions at Garobier beg leave to sub- 
mit the following : , 

zst. The natural beauty, the solid and classic structures and local surround- 
ings so ably reported upon by the Committee of last year, remain apparently "un- 
touched by time, untarnished by decay," and the Committee deem further de- 
scription superfluous. 

Your Committee have devoted special attention to the training and work of 
the students and notably to a method adopted by the Faculty for securing better 
jecitations by means of special examination of all students whose average is not 
above 75 per cent. Sickness and absence Excuse no one from examination and 
the pernicious system of cramming is effectively cured, inasmuch as study during 
the term is absolutely necessary to passing examinations. The result is that 
three-fourths of the students show an average above 75 per cent. 

Considerable addition has been made to the College Library by the donations 
of the two Literary Societies who contributed their libraries respectively to care 
of College Librarian. 

The Freshman class is larger than of late years, and the prospect of a much 
larger number next year affords your Committee opportunity to congratulate the 
Diocese upon the condition of Institutions at Gambier.

The Convention assembled in the chapel, and after 
being called to order, the Bishop read his 

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

The meeting of Convention occurs nearly a month 
earlier than had been intended. But it occurs on the 
day fixed by the Constitution. The circumstances which 
led to the change of date are already familiar. Having 
been nominated by the House of Bishops, and subse- 
quently invited by his Grace the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, to preach the sermon at the annual meeting of the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts, on the i8th of June next, in London ; I could not 
accept without neglecting my primary duty to the Dio- 
cese, in meeting its annual council on the loth day of 
that month. 

The Constitution allows me to call a special convention, 
on emergency. But I doubted whether this could be 
considered an emergency contemplated by that instru- 
ment, or such as would justify my putting the Delegates 
to the inconvenience of assembling twice within thirty 
days. Consulting the Standing Committee, my consti- 
tutional advisers, they unanimously recommended the 
course which has been pursued. 

But, lest this act should become an inconvenient prece- 
dent, and, indeed, that both the Standing Committee and 
the Bishop may be satisfied that our action has met 
your approval, I hope that such approval will be ex- 
pressed ; and suggest, and request, that this meeting of 
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Convention, being really only a special meeting, will 
declare itself to be, and in all respects to be taken for, the 
Annual Convention in this year. 

My throat has continued to trouble me occasionally 
during the present year. But the Convention will find 
in the record that follows, that all the work of the 
Diocese has been fulfilled. Those few Parishes which 
have not been visited, expressed a desire to wait for a 
Visitation until the Fall of the present year. 

Before entering on the record of work, I name, with 
affectionate recollections, those of our Clergy, of whom 
there remain among us, only 

MEMORIALS. 

We mourn the loss, during this year, of a faithful 
brother, who, during the latter part of his life, compelled 
by Providential circumstances, fulfilled his ministry only 
in retirement, and in the blessed exercise of charity. 
The Rev. Joseph Muenscher, D. D., was ordained in 
1825, and entered this Diocese in 1833. His name has 
stood for many years at the head of the list of our " Clergy 
in Continuous Residence." He was for eight yftars the 
Professor of Sacred Literature in our Theological School 
at Gambler: a distinguished scholar, using his talents and 
learning with great devotion in preparing our young men 
for the ministry of the Word. To his fidelity we are 
largely indebted for the full preparation for their work, 
which was shown by the elder class of our ministry in 
the undivided Diocese. Before the date of my consecra- 
tion he began to suffer under the terrible affliction of loss 
of sight ; almost the saddest sorrow that can afflict a 
student and a scholar. I knew him, therefore, only as a 
retired minister. The disease increased, until latterly he 
was scarcely able to distinguish day from night. But 
still pursuing his studies by the help of a devoted wife 
and daughter, who read to him, he became mighty in the 
Scriptures. He had taken great interest in the Society 
for the Relief of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergy- 
men in the Diocese of Ohio — a Society in which both 
Dioceses now share equally. ^ If this valuable Institution 
does not owe to him its origination, it certainly does owe 
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to him its preservation, and its present vigorous life. As 
Secretary he was constantly engaged in urging the cause 
of this association, and watching over its interests ; and 
only in January last he wrote me a paper crowded with 
wise suggestions as to its welfare. Such a paper gave no 
indication of failing vigor, nor intimation that the close 
of life was near. But in the next month thereafter he 
fell asleep in Jesus, having been only 22 days less than 
60 years in the ministry ; leaving the record, in the com- 
munity of Mount Vernon, where the years of his retire- 
ment were spent, of a devoted Christian life. He was a 
calm, quiet, patient, holy child of God, whose labors of 
charity a Diocese may well applaud, and whose memory 
the poor of many generations will rise to bless. 

We have lost another faithful man of God — the Rev. 
Nathaniel Rue High. He entered this Diocese in 1862, 
and remained steadily at his post as Rector of St. John's 
Church, in this city of Toledo, until his death, holding a 
foremost place on our honorable list of continuous resid- 
ence. At his death he was the oldest resident Rector in 
the Diocese, having been twenty-two years in charge of 
St. John's. This city of Toledo knows his worth. The 
poor of Toledo knew the value of his ministrations. His 
devoted congregation knew better than anyone outside 
the Parsonage, the measure of his sacrifices, and the full- 
ness of that self-consecration, by which he encouraged 
their struggle and enabled them to continue it. No 
greater evidence of ministerial devotion has been given 
within the circle of my experience than his constant con- 
test against steadily failing health ; continuing to preach 
and to minister the sacraments until he could not any 
longer stand ; and of late years frequently interrupted 
even in the pulpit, or the chancel, by those attacks which 
gradually drained his system of its blood, and which often 
stopped his speech. No such sight has been seen in my 
recollection, as when, for the last time, he entered his 
beloved Church — his last Sunday on earth. He was 
carried by his faithful Vestry from his bed to a couch in 
the chancel, and there, at intervals, as his life was gradu- 
ally fading away, ministered to his people of the sacred 
things of God, and administered the Holy Sacrament. 
He was carried back to his bed to die ; and is at peace 
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with the Saviour whom he loved Few understood the 
sources of his cares, and the measures of his sorrows. 
He was reticent concerning them, not by nature, but 
from principle. He had consecrated himself to bear what- 
ever trial or hardship the Lord should call him to. And 
although we loved each other tenderly, not even his 
Bishop knew all his grief 

The Church at large, and our Western Dioceses in 
particular, have experienced a serious loss in the death of 
Bishop Clarkson. The Diocese of Nebraska and the 
community of his own city of Omaha, have given tokens 
of respect for his memory and grief for his death, such 
as have been seldom witnessed. And well they might ; 
for the character and labors of such a man, giving his 
best years to the shaping of a missionary field, are of in- 
calculable value in determining its permanent form ; and 
he, probably, more than any man living, has impressed 
his virtues upon it He was a man of wonderful judg- 
ment in practical matters : great discretion, keen foresight, 
clear perception. He was a man of business ; prudent 
in affairs. Not being hasty of speech, his words had the 
more weight and secured full attention. On Missionary 
subjects he was an authority in the Church, and espe- 
cially among his Brethren in the House of Bishops. 
Amiable and loving, trustful and steadfast, he won both 
confidence and affection, and secured, as he deserved, the 
permanence of both. 

THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

The General Convention which held its Triennial 
Session in Philadelphia in October last, was entitled to 
the name of a majestic assemblage. It represented in 
one or other of the two Houses, every State and Terri- 
tory included within this Nation. Sixty Bishops, and 
four hundred clergy and laymen, were gathered from 
every section of our country; from Dioceses and Mis- 
sionary Districts extending from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Ocean ; from the Northern Lakes to the very 
borders of Mexico. A Church more widely spread than 
Roman civilization and letters, or even Roman power and 
its armies in the era of the culmination of the Empire. 

Among those Deputies were men who are leaders in

all the professions ; in business circles ; in social life ; 
men whose word is law in the State and in the courts ; 
men who in the circles where they move give tone to 
public opinion. Men were there who are in the habit of 
grappling with difficult questions of interpretation, and 
criticism, and history ; of science and philosophy ; and of 
that most intricate of all philosophies, the science of soci- 
ology. They were Christian men : and as they com- 
muned together with Christ at His Table, so with the 
gentleness and gentle manners of his true children, they 
communed with each other in daily debate on the affairs 
which concerned His Kingdom. And, however unusual 
it may seem for a large deliberative body in these days 
of excited thought and action, yet it is true, that during 
the whole session, the dignity and consideration which 
ought to mark a council of the Church was not once 
broken in that Convention. 

Four Bishops consecrated since the last General Con- 
vention were introduced to the House of Bishops at the 
commencement of the session ; three were consecrated 
during the course of the session ; and three Bishops-elect 
have been advanced to that high office since that date. 
So that with the exception of the Roman Obedience, and 
the Orthodox Eastern Church, our Church at this 
moment is represented by one of the largest Episcopacies 
in the world. 

But the power and influence of a Church is not always 
in proportion to the number of its Bishops ; nor, even to 
their personal character and authority over the public 
mind. Our Church in large sections of the country has 
as yet merely touched the surface of society. It is so in 
our own State of Ohio, and further west, among the 
newly forming populations of our Territories. Yet it is 
right that we should recognize as a fact, the extraordi- 
nary hold our Church has taken, on the leading minds 
and cultivation of the East and South ; and especially on 
the population of the great cities. In the city of New 
York, for example, there are eighty churches ; in 
Philadelphia, ninety churches. And in some of these 
Churches there are found 400 to 600 communicants ; so 
that in many instances — as in the Church of the Holy 
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Trinity in Philadelphia where we were assembled — it is 
necessary to hold two distinct celebrations of the Holy 
Communion on the days of that Festival, and, in some 
cases, three distinct administrations are needed. 

It has been stated without contradiction in the public 
journals, that during the past ten years, the rapidity of 
the increase of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States has been unprecedented ; and that with the 
exception of the Baptists, its progress is far beyond that 
of any other religiojus body. About a century ago we 
numbered 190 clergy for a population of four millions; to- 
day we number 3500 clergy for a population of fifty millions. 
Fifty years ago we numbered 36,000 communicants ; to- 
day 375,000. Thirty years ago the total offerings of our 
Church for Missions were six millions of dollars in the 
Triennial period ; in this last three years, for Missions, For- 
eign, Domestic, and Diocesan, excluding all other chari- 
ties, they were twenty-three millions. These latter statis- 
tics are from reliable sources. 

Such statistics form a basis for thankfulness to God and 
earnest congratulation. Hopefulness becomes a sign for 
our times ; and we may use the general fact for our en- 
couragement, here, in Ohio, where our Church has cer- 
tainly been lagging. 

It is my privilege to speak, (for they can not) of our 
own Deputation. You know that they were strong and 
influential men, fairly representing the various interests 
of the Diocese. It is cre<iitable that those of them who 
were men of business, sacrificed a great deal of time to 
attend to these duties. Two Deputies have the credit of 
remaining at their post from the beginning to the end; — 
the Rev. Dr. Bodine and Hon. Columbus Delano. The 
Deputation gained great credit, and deservedly so, by its 
self-denial, in that, having obtained the best seat on the 
floor by the usual method of appointing seats alphabetically 
but finding that some dissatisfaction had arisen, it proposed 
that the seats should be arranged by lot, and submitted its 
own fate to that arbitrament. Happily, it was not much 
worse off by the decision of lot. Placed near the centre 
and having a commanding position, having always the right 
thing to say and knowing how to say it, it would have been 
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natural that our Depctks jrictild i- c c u py a large share of 
the attendoti of the Hocse. Xar^ral. I say. if we had 
not known that modesty characrertzes tme wtsc^tn. But 
I heard the frcqucct rgrark tiar Qbio was too seldom 
<m the floor ; and that i3 -srord was always listened to 
with respect- 

The House of Bishops is "oc ooly a grave assemUy, 
but by sitting with closed coDrs avTcids some temptaticns 
to which it might otherwise be subjected. The seats arc 
so arranged, that as years roll by, and *s vacancies occur, 
the Bishops advance to the front accordirj^ to their order 
of service. It is a solemn moment, when, at the com- 
mencement of a session, the Bishops realize by the posi- 
tion of their seats, what ra\-a^es three j-ears ot Labor and 
increase of age have made m their number. Nearly 
twent>'-five years ago I entered the House at the foot of 
the list, the youngest of 5ft>* ; a House fiill of venerable 
and venerated men being before me. At the last session 
only eight of them remained You can imagine, but no 
one can describe the emotions with which men thus re- 
alize that they are gradually being drawn on to a limit of 
responsibilit}' and work, from which none can escape, and 
beyond which none can pass. Large respect is paid to 
seniority, and to the \%'isdom which is supposed to come 
with experience. The younger men seldom speak unless 
called upon. A debate is unusual. The members are 
supposed to be about equally well-informed on general 
topics ;— on special subjects they listen to committees of 
mquiry — but however mistaken the outside world may be 
in the impression that Bishops seldom take ad\'ice, it is 
true that in the House they have generally formed their 
opinions on important subjects before their meeting, and 
are seldom under the necessit>' of reviewing them. 
When some doubtful proposition comes up from the 
House of Deputies, it sometimes becomes the part of 
wisdom to balance preconceived opinions against proba- 
bility of success, and to decide accordingly. The pecul- 
iar construction of the House saves it from many snares 
and not a few excitements. ^ 

Among the thoughts most strongly impressed upon 
mv mind by the late meeting of the General Convention, 
impressed for practical use, was the value of camnwnaltty 
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in warship. I hardly know what word to use. We have 
heard of common prayer and praise all our lives, but I 
never realized its meaning, until in that great assemblage 
of men we heard and united in a voice of prayer, and a 
voice of song, which indeed was like the roll of mighty 
thunderings. As to the singing, led by the trained 
voices of a choir of clergymen, it was inelescribable in 
power and majesty. The contrast is terrible between 
the memory of that worship, and the silence of one of 
our congregations, encouraged by the thin melliflousness 
of a quartette. I have been present at a service in Ohio, 
where the clergyman found it necessary to shorten the 
worship of God, in order that a choir might occupy fifty 
minutes out of one hundred and twenty, in sacrificing 
inarticulate melodies, to the utterly indifferent winds. If 
you could have heard those responses at the General Con- 
vention, and that singing, no one of you could rest con- 
tent until you had educated your people up to a similar 
measure of honesty, and truth, and unanimity, in public 
prayer and praise before God. 

I returned to Ohio impressed by the power of organi- 
zation and by its value as one element in the Divine plan 
for giving strength and position to a Church. I speak 
with some reserve, because in some respects these views 
are holding a place, more prominent than formerly, in 
the formation of my judgments. I speak without reserve 
before you, my Brethren, because it is right that I should 
have the benefit of your counsel, in anything which may 
affect the interests of our Diocese. 

I was engaged in study all the while during my absence 
at the East. The problem was. why Ohio is weak, as a 
Church, has so few foundations, has built on them so 
sparingly? Our parishes are largely congregational ; the 
tie between the rector and parishioners is loose, merely 
personal, liable to be sundered at a moment's notice from 
a pique or a crank. The Episcopate is supported by 
voluntary contributions, and if the Bishop, in pursuit of 
duty, should make himself unpopular, his maintenance 
might cease in a moment. There is no lack of intelli- 
gence, no lack of soundness in doctrine, no lack of purity 
in life, no lack of good preaching, no lack of sacraments, 
no lack of labor on the part of clergy and people, no lack 
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of cwtfinary chsii^. Bat taasre s a. lack of organizatioii,

The cause certainly cannot be found in the.Evangclicai 
truth which characterizes our Efecese. But I'am inclined 
to think it is in that we have heid these grand truths too 
much in isolation- A true reception of spiritual rel^on 
— that 'is — the personal contact of a soul with the life and 
power of reI%ion as it es in Chr^ Jesus, imparted and 
nourished by the Holy Ghost, will lead to every desirable 
and religious development. But there is^ unfortunately, 
a large remainder of the sarkos e\-en in the regenerate." 
And practically, a perfectly spiritual man is seldom seen. 
Then, in the degree in which he is less than perfect, 
selfishness will develop itself: and spiritual selfishness is 
about as &tal to healthfiil life m the Body of Christ as 
any other sort of selfishness. The habit of realizing one's 
individual incorpK>ration with Christ, seems to have a 
tendency' to separate a religious man from his fellows, and 
to make him unappredative of the \'alue of organized life 
in a Church, of community- of thought, and action, and 
sympathy, and helpfulness, in the membership of Christ, 

We have not appreciated one whit above its value the 
worth of Evangelical religion, but perhaps we have de- 
preciated organization below its importance in the economy 
of Christ's kingdom. I have been looking for true reli- 
gion to organize itself. And yet we have only a small 
fund for the widows and children of deceased cleigymen; 
a trifling fund for aged and disabled clergy-: we have a 
missionary committee that works well, but no fiind. And 
we have nothing else : absolutely nothing else. No Epis- 
copal fund; no Bishop's house; no Bishop's church for 
the poor ; no hospital ; no diocesan home for the sick, 
and weary, and sad. 

The General Convention has left this lesson burning 
on my heart. I pray God that it may burn on yours 
also, until in all of us, a fire shall kindle that will fill the 
Diocese with glowing life. 
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VICISSITUDES. 

The past year has been peculiarly marked by vicissi- 
tudes. Change is characteristic of the age. Heretofore 
it has been confined to material interests, or to individual 
opinion. But in this year, by the action of our General 
Convention, it has touched the foundations of our com- 
mon accord. It has been proposed to revise the Prayer 
Book in the interest of those who are given to change ; 
and, in the same interest, a new Lectionary has been 
adopted for use in public service. Already a class of 
scholars, who assume to represent the Christian public 
in Europe and America, had published a revision of the 
good old English Bible ; which, for 200 years, has been 
as the Word of the living God to those who used it ; and, 
in literature, a classic of ** English undefiled." 

In relig^'on, the year has been full of adventures. The 
old attack of the infidelity of a hundred years ago has 
been renewed with greater force and more appearance of 
reason, because its advocates have had the advantage of 
a more advanced science ; and, so plausible has been their 
misuse of reason, that agnosticism has become the fashion 
of the day ; and, consequently, society is threatened with 
a return to heathenism. Divorce, infanticide, suicide, 
and impatience of the care of the sick and the aged, fol- 
low close upon this denial of the authority of Revelation 
and of the verities of Christian Faith. Unfortunately, 
some few of the clergy have experienced the dangers 
arising from a little knowledge when attempting to deal 
in departments of science with which their profession is 
not generally familiar. The result has been, in their 
case, incertitude as to some fundamentals of the faith, 
especially the doctrine of original sin, the propitiatory 
nature of the sacrifice of our Lord and Saviour, the ne- 
cessity for an atonement, and the certainty of a retribu- 
tive judgment. In some cases confidence in the authority 
of the Bible as the WQrd of God has been shaken, and 
they have expressed doubt of the obligatory character of 
the Church's definitions of truth as contained in her 
articles of faith. Apparently, the pendulum has reached 
in this year its farthest point of departure from the per- 
pendicular, and is returning, illustrating the peculiar vicis- 
situdes of the year. It is an interesting fact that the

who trust in Him. So the pendulum is swinging back. 
This characterization of the age as one of \icissitudes, 
is illustrated by the restlessness of men and constant 
desire for change. We have no pardoilar concern with 
it in this review, except that it has led during this year 
to more dianges in the Ministry- of the Diocese than in 
2^y year of the t\i-ent>--five of my Episcopate. Twenty- 
four Parishes or Mission Stations have become \*acant 
Eleven were already \'acant. Six have been filled by 
changes from within the Diocese, and ten by remo\'al 
from other Dioceses: lea\nng nineteen still vacant. 
Seven of them however have been for a long time prac- 
tically extinct- 

THE REVISIOXS. 

You will probably infer, what is true, that I disapprove 

f .j^^ Revision of King James' version of the Holy Bible. 

It may be used occasionally as a commentar>-. It has no 

**^^^Jj^pprove of the revision of the Prayer Book. 
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It is unnecessary ; for, absolute uniformity in the use of 
any Book of general devotion is impossible ; and the 
attempt to provide for all contingencies in public wor- 
ship is vain. As in the past, so in the future, it will be 
better to trust to the discretion of wise men of God in 
adapting the present Book to their several needs. For 
all men respect its venerable authority. 

But further : although I do not doubt the power of 
the General Convention in the premises, I do doubt the 
propriety of any act which violates even in spirit, much 
more one that violates in the letter, the compact under 
which we received our Episcopate, first from the Church 
in Scotlcyid and next from the Church in England. It 
is known to you that the Church in England hesitated to 
grant orders to Bishops White and Provost, because 
Bishop SEABURvhad agreed that the Communion office in 
our Book should conform to the Scottish rite. And it is a 
fair inference that when they yielded that point, ' it was 
at least understood that no other change would be made ; 
that is, that no subsequent change would be made with- 
out conference with all the churches concerned. 

During the last year, I have had occasion to know how 
sensitive certain Authorities of the Church of England 
are on that subject. For in pursuit of my official duty, 
it was requisite for me, in conjunction with Bishop 
Williams of Tokio in Japan, and with the Foreign Com- 
mittee, to urge upon the Missionary Authorities in 
England the importance of presenting our two Churches 
in Japan as one. They granted that there should be no 
interference in Episcopal jurisdiction, readily and cour- 
teously giving to our Church, as first on the field, the 
choice of location. But we found it impossible to ac- 
complish our desire* that only one Liturgy should be in 
use among the members of both Missions, unless we 
would relinquish the changes which had been made from 
the English Book. So that a Church which professes to 
be one, now exhibits itself before its heathen converts 
as divided on one of the two chief evidences of unity, its 
Liturgy. It is proper to add, that the Missionary Au- 
thorities of the Church of England found that they had 
no more power to alter the English Prayer Book for the 
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use of the Japanese, than our Foreign Committee had to 
alter our Book. 

My argument then is, that our General Convention 
ought not to revise the Common Prayer Book without 
the assent of the Churches of England and Ireland and the 
Church in Scotland. And I trust that you will advise 
your representatives at the next General Convention to 
vote in accordance with this opinion. 

THE PASTORAL RELATION. 

The want of permanence in the Pastoral relation which 
has marked the year, is a sad fact ; and as a Diocesan 
Church we ought to inquire into the causes, and, if we 
shall be able, to apply a sufficient remedy. 

A prominent cause, in a majority of cases, is a want of 
appreciation of the labors and sacrifices of the Ministry, 
on the part of their people. Salaries are often meagre, 
and sometimes mean. The Ministry are expected to 
maintain a certain social position in every community, and, 
with their families, to accept, and return, the courtesies 
of their neighbors. An appearance of poverty in dress, 
manners, or furniture, is regarded as reflecting on the 
community which they represent. Yet few consider the 
struggle which the Pastor makes, or which his wearied 
wife must endure, to meet these requirements, on a sal- 
ary, which, measured by the habits of the community, is 
less than the hire of a confidential clerk in any respect- 
able establishment. Some parishes expect their Minister to 
hire a house, support a family, exhibit a demeanor free 
from care, and to be equal to all demands in the pulpit, 
and society, on a salary of less than $75 per month. It 
is no wonder that such Pastors seize any opportunity to 
better their condition. 

In some cases it results from want of considerate 
thought. In rural Parishes, for example, many of the 
parishioners who support large families, do not see, or 
use, as much as $ys in cash in a month ; and therefore 
do not realize that any one in that community can need 
more; forgetting that they are using many times its 
equivalent from the produce of their farms or gardens. 
So in communities where business is small, and the ex- 
change of commodities for money is slow, money has a 
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fictitious value. The Minister's salary appears to be 
large, but it is forgotten how rapidly it must be re- 
absorbed, by the very sources from which it is obtained. 

Another cause, is want of appreciation for the true 
work of a Pastor^ and an undue comparative valuation of 
the work of a Preacher, A singular example is given by 
a prominent parish in Cleveland, which has employed a 
clergyman of a neighboring Diocese as Preacher only, 
consenting that his Pastoral duties, precious beyond all price 
in comparison with preaching, shall be taken by another. 
Some of our smaller parishes having a similar "cacoethes 
audiendi," forget that a peculiar talent for the pulpit has 
a merchantable value, while the priceless ability of Pas- 
torship, which really comes within their means, is that 
which is chiefly to be valued in building up the house- 
hold of. the faith. 

On the other side, there is too often a want of con- 
siderateness and patience on the part of the Minister, in 
bearing mjnor trials of ministerial life, **in the midst 
of, " (what even an Apostle was forced to call,) a "crooked 
and perverse generation.'* Great trials they brace them- 
selves against, and manfully endure. But the continual 
worry of captious criticism, and aside abuse, and incon- 
siderate or ignorant opposition, overcomes their stead- 
fastness. I am aware however of more than one noble 
instance of heroism, where flagrant causes of uneasiness 
have been made known only to the Bishop, and, with this 
exception, so far as the Minister is concerned, are left 
patiently to the disposal of Providence. 

The remedy for the first set of causes will be found 
only in education ; and in the gradual advance of our 
country parishes and small town parishes, in intelligence 
and social consideration. And it may fairly be said, that 
the truest measure of intelligence, education, and social 
status, in any of our Parishes in Ohio, is given by the 
salary of its clergyman. It is not given by the outside 
decoration, nor the inside furniture of homes ; nor by 
dress or social entertainments ; nor by the amount of 
money that the members of a Parish have laid up in lands, 
or stocks, or cash ; but, in the price which they pay for 
their spiritual education ; for the instructions of the pul- 
pit, and for the wholesome religious nourishment of their 
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families, by daily intercourse with an intelligent, well 
educated and godly Pastor. A comparison of salaries, 
not absolute, but regarding the means of the people, will 
give the measure of intelligence and social progress of 
any people. I have no fear in risking my character for 
discreet judgment on the application of that rule. 
Nearly twenty-five years of experience has afforded me a 
basis for such judgment. And I can easily lay my 
finger to-day on a Parish in a small country town, which, 
judged by this correct rule, has a right to take its place 
alongside the strongest Parish in Ohio, for intelligence 
and social consideration ; while more than one city 
church might find its place far down in the list, when 
comparing the Rector's salary with its ability to pay 
him what he deserves. 

The remedies for the other set of causes are patience 
and faith. The rule for ministerial life, without excep- 
tion in my opinion, is patience and faith : patience in that 
position to which the Lord has called us, whatsoever it be, 
until the same divinely watchful Lord shall call us to 
some other : and faith in the administration of the 
Saviour's Church by the Holy Spirit. We may rest as- 
sured that He will make no mistake in fitting His 
instruments to their work ; will appoint no Clergyman to 
other duty than that which He intends ; and will leave no 
Minister in an uncongenial post longer than His divine 
wisdom purposes. The only serious mistakes as to lo- 
cation which I have ever known a Minister to make, 
were made when he dismissed himself from duty, and 
called himself to another post. 

On this whole subject we should have much less to 
lament, were the Christians of a Parish, when in search 
for a Pastor, to adopt the method of a Parish, not in this 
Diocese, of which I heard by letter whilst penning the 
thoughts just now presented. I quote a sentence or two : 

" We have called a clergyman. I trust he will be the 
means, under God, of building up our Church by winning 
many souls to Christ. We have asked God to direct us 
in this matter, by many persons in our congregation 
agreeing to retire to their own rooms at five o'clock on Sun- 
day afternoons, and there asking to be directed aright in 
the choice of a Rector, thus uniting in prayer on: earth, 
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that we might receive an answer from ' Our Father in 
Heaven/" 
Allied to the general topic now presented, is that of 

CONGREGATIONALISM IN THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

In my last annual address, (p. 38) I had occasion to 
lament the presence in our own body of the principles 
which govern the Congregational churches; and expressed 
the opinion that the comparatively slow growth of our 
Church in this portion of Ohio was largely 'due to this 
cause. 

The experience of the year has deepened this impres- 
sion. Not only does our Congregationalism keep our 
Parishes in isolation, prevent a thorough union and co- 
operation in the work of the Church as a whole; but it 
dwarfs the Parishes themselves. It is impossible for any 
Church to find scope for its energies within the narrow 
bounds of its own necessities. A Parish that makes such 
an experiment becomes narrower and still more narrow 
in its selfishness, until it dies. Under the curse of this 
selfish spirit, it learns to narrow its sense of need in spir- 
itual things, and consequently its appreciation of the ser- 
vices of a Pastor. It may find use for a Preacher, be- 
cause he is needed to furnish the stimulant that must be 
substituted for food, but such a Preacher must be stimu- 
lating rather than nourishing — "attractive" is the usual 
adjective — ^and by a natural law the body at last wearies 
of this sort of culture ; and then the Parish, being itself 
in a starving condition, having already starved its Pastor, 
begins to starve its Preacher. He departs and they be- 
come practically extinct. 

This Congregationalism shows itself in other ways. 
The people lose sight of the fact that ours is a repre- 
sentative system ; and, that the only authoritative body be- 
tween the congregation and the Minister is the Vestry. 
The Vestry sometimes forget that they, as well as the 
Minister, are under law ; that he has well defined rights 
and duties as well as they ; and that neither can intrude 
into the province of the other without certain disaster. 
Some Vestries never meet together ; forgetting that they 
are responsible before the Church, and before God, for 
the temporal welfare of their Parish. Some Vestries leave 
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the whole responsibility to one leader ; and arrive too 
slowly to the conclusion that a lay pope is not less of an 
evil than a spiritual one. Some Ministers accept the 
duties which belong to a Vestry, because the Vestry will 
not act ; forgetting that this reversal of the system in the 
end destroys the influence of the Pastor, by opening 
against him a hundred unnecessary conditions of irritation, 
or complaint. Both Congregation and Vestry sometimes 
forget that in our Church the Minister is not hired at 
their pleasure ; but, that the relation established by a call, 
which has been accepted, is a relation for life. It cannot 
be dissolved by either party without the consent of the 
other, except under process of canonical law, ** until 
death them do part. " It is seldom that either party in our 
Church desires a continuance of the relationship, contrary 
to the wishes of the other. But I think it well to advertise 
my Brethren of the Clergy, that, if unnecessary resigna- 
tions become much more frequent, their Vestries may 
waken to the truth that their consent is one of the con- 
ditions precedent to the dissolving of the precious bond 
between a Pastor and his charge. It is not certain but 
that one remedy for the evil of brief pastorates is to be 
applied in this direction. I have had occasion in one in- 
stance formally to instruct a Parish in these first principles 
of our Episcopal Constitution ; and I am inclined to think 
that all pur parishes would be benefited by a full, and 
clear, and explicit statement of them. 

Yet it is to be lamented that the effort fails, which is 
made from year to year by the Convention, and by the 
Bishop, to induce the Clergy once a year — only once in a 
year — to teach their people these and other fundamentals 
of our Chuch system. The honorable list of the Clergy 
who attend to this duty is very much larger than it was 
last year. I name those who have preached on this sub- 
ject. I commend their loyalty, and rejoice to learn from 
their reports that the topic interests and benefits their 
people. As I name them you will recognize many whose 
Parishes are most vigorous and churchly, because less 
selfish and congregational. 
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LEGISLATION ON MORAL QUESTIONS. 

I have not failed to use such influence as has been 
given me, in urging, during the year, the subject of reform 
in our State Laws of Divorce. I have addressed large 
public meetings both in Columbus, the capital ; and in 
Cleveland. When we consider that Divorces are granted 
in the Western Reserve in the proportion of one to every 
six marriages, you may realize at once the condition of 
heathenism which has followed the extreme of Indepen- 
dency. The noble stand of the Roman Catholic Church 
on this subject, and the equally vigorous law of our own 
Church, are gradually having their influence on the com- 
munity. Other Churches are moving in the same line, 
and when a healthy public sentiment on the subject shall 
have again pervaded the Church of Christ, there will be 
little difficulty in conforming public law to the sense of 
the community. This public sentiment will not only en- 
force the Church law which forbids persons who are 
divorced, except the innocent party in a divorce for 
adultery, from sharing in the Sacraments of the family of 
Christ, but v^ill exclude them from all society, and com- 
pel them to take that lower rank which is fitting for those 
whose example, if followed, would destroy the very 
foundations of the family and social life. 

The subject of Intemperance deserves more active con- 
sideration than it has as yet received from us. §900,000,- 
000 were expended last year in liquors, but for religion 
and education together only ;$ 180, 000,000. Such an ap- 
palling fact should not only startle but arouse the Chris- 
tian Church to arm itself against an evil which is weaken- 
ing the mind, enervating the moral sense, poisoning the 
body, and destroying the soul, of our community. 

3 
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DAY OF intercession. 

Again I invite the attention of the clergy to the fact 
that the Sunday after the Festival of the Ascension has 
been adopted as a day of Special Intercession for Mis- 
sions. To enable them to take proper advantage of it, 
the Spirit of Missions should be studied. It appears 
at the first of each month, and will be sent gratuitously 
to those who desire. You will be weary in hearing be- 
fore I shall be weary of reiterating, that the life of your 
ministry depends on the degree of the Missionary spirit 
that is infused in it, and is exhibited through it ; and that 
the growth of your Parishes, my Brethren of the Laity, 
will depend upon, and be measured by, your unselfish 
devotion, first, to the Blessed Saviour's cause, which is 
the work of Missions. Neglect of Missions and parochial 
poverty are inseparable. 

the sixth annual report of the OHIO BRANCH OF THE 

woman's AUXILIARY. 

The Diocese may well congratulate itself on the zeal 
and energy shown by our Woman's Auxiliary. Its 
branches now extend into almost all our Parishes — I wish 
I could say into all. The results of the year have been 
most encouraging. The reports of the President, Mrs. 
A. B. Leslie, and of the Secretary, Mrs. A. C. Arm- 
strong, read at the session of the Convention this evening, 
are published in the Journal. I regret that the Annual 
Meeting of the Association cannot advisably be contem 
poraneous with that of the Convention ; for the sight of 
their zeal and the story of the grand work which they are 
doing would quicken our energies. But it is necessary 
to hold their annual gathering in the autumn. 

If any of the Parishes have not yet availed themselves of 
co-operation with this Society, I beg them seriously to 
consider how greatly they are losers. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL ASSOCIATION. 

A committee was appointed to attend the meeting of 
the Sunday School Association in Philadelphia, at the 
time of the meeting of the General Convention. One of 
the members was present, and among the Laymen at- 
tending his voice alone was heard. This lack of interest 
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shown by the Laity, accounts for the fact that so small a 
practical result was attained. 

The committee has been very much more successful in 
its direct labors in our own Diocese. They gathered a 
convention of Sunday School workers in St. Paul's chapel 
in Cleveland, during the month of March, which con- 
tinued its session for two days, and by common consent 
was of great profit, by the comparison of experience, and 
by the suggestions of wisdom. The report of that com- 
mittee presented at this evening's session, is published 
in the Journal 

THE MITE CHEST LENTEN OFFERING. 

The Sunday School Committee was of great service to 
me in inaugurating this charming and interesting charity. 
It was suggested in Philadelphia, and adopted by our 
central Missionary office. Our Diocese has entered into 
it with peculiar heartiness. The dear children of our 
Sunday Schools took it at once to their hearts ; and the 
result in our Diocese has been beyond our most sanguine 
anticipation. The Holy Spirit has blessed this effort of 
self-denial, and the children have gathered for Domestic 
and Foreign Missions by the Lenten Mite Chests, and 
their Easter gifts, ;J 1,400. 

The plan was not every where clearly understood : nor 
were the notices^ always delivered in time. The S. S. 
Committee expects to take full charge of the scheme 
next year, and from their well known efficiency, I shall 
anticipate a complete success. I trust that they will be 
met by the heartiest co-operation of our Rectors. 

DEAF MUTE MISSION. 

Our Missionary, the Rev. A. W. Mann, since his ad- 
vancement to the Priesthood, has been even more ener- 
getic than before in his ministrations. They have been 
more widely diffused, because he finds himself less ham- 
pered by disabilities incident to the Diaconate. Now he 
can administer the Holy Sacraments, wherever he goes on 
his labors of Christian love, and he is able to nourish and 
strengthen by the right uses of those sacred ministries 
souls whose ears are closed to the hearing of the words 
of life. 
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PARISH boundaries. 

The ascertaining of Parish boundaries and the formation 
of new Parishes within the bounds of existing parishes, has 
been relegated by the General Convention to the several 
Diocesan Conventions. And until some other provision 
is made by our Diocese, the question of the establish- 
ment of new Parishes, or congregations, within the 
limits of present Parish boundaries, is confided to the 
Bishop. But no provision of law meets the difficulty 
which may arise when an existing Parish moves within 
the limits of some other existing Parish. And this 
difficulty becomes more complicated, if such removal 
takes place within the limits of a city : for by common 
consent, the bounds of every city Parish are coincident 
with the city limits. 

It is possible that the old Parish of Trinity Church in 
Cleveland, may be moved to a point in Euclid avenue 
much nearer to St. Paul's Church. Although the event, 
if desired by the one, would be welcomed by the other, yet 
it has suggested the inquiry whether it may not be wise 
to legislate on such a case where no possible difficulty 
can occur, in order to prevent evil, which, if it should 
occur in any other case, could not easily be cured. In- 
deed, in prospect of a similar possibility, in another place, 
I have been formally appealed to by a vestry, which 
rightly fears that the prosperity of th^r Parish would be 
endangered. I find no provision of Canons, either Gen- 
eral or Diocesan, applicable to such a case. 

I recommend therefore that the subject shall be referred 
to the Committee on Canons. Should objection to a re- 
moval of a Church from one point to another be made to 
the Bishop of the Diocese, by the vestry of any other Church 
whose interest it is supposed may be affected thereby, 
the subject might reasonably be referred first to a confer- 
ence between a committee from each of the Churches 
concerned ; if unsuccessful a power of deciding to be given 
to the Bishop and Standing Committee, excluding those 
members of the latter who may happen to be parties in 
interest. 

needed legislation. 

A difficulty having occurred between the Rector and 
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the Vestry of the Parish of St. Andrew's Church, Elyria, 
which could not be settled by the parties in interest, it 
was referred to the Bishop and Standing Committee under 
provisions of Canon 4, Title II, of General Convention. 
A decision was reached and announced. The Rector 
submitted to the decision and acted accordingly. The 
Vestry, at an early meeting thereafter, resigned their 
office one by one, the resignation of each being accepted 
by the remainder, until only one member was left, the 
venerable Senior Warden. Doubting his power to fill 
the vacancies, and finding no provision in the Canons for 
an election by the Parish, except on Easter Monday, he 
continued to discharge the duties of Senior Warden as 
far as was possible until Easter Monday last ; but the 
Parish was practically without a Vestry for three months. 
The action of these vestrymen was within their indi- 
vidual rights, and yet it was practically a nullification of 
the decision made by the Standing Committee. The 
possibility of such a contingency was never contemplated 
by the Church. Perhaps it may not be possible to pre- 
vent a recurrence of it, for the Christian Church caiinot 
compel men to duty. We can rely only on the force of 
conscience ; and on that sense of obligation which arises 
upon the acceptance of a sacred trust. But, as the General 
Canon has disfranchised a Parish which refuses to comply 
with the decision of the constituted authority in a case 
thus referred to it, it is possible that it may seem to you 
expedient to prevent as far as a Canon may, the recur- 
rence of an attempt to nullify a decision of the constituted 
authorities of the Diocese. 

In connection with this subject it becomes necessary 
for me to report to the Convention that the decision of 
the Standing Committee of necessity implied that the 
salary of the minister should, continue until his resigna- 
tion. But the Parish has refused to pay the salary beyond 
the date when the Vestry desired him to resign. 

It is an act of direct disobedience on the part of the 
Parish to the constituted authorities of the Diocese. Un- 
less the Convention shall find itself capable of enforcing 
its laws, discipline is at an end in such a case.

Gambier. The Festival of All Saints', Founders' day, 
was signalized by the second course of Lectures on the 
Bedell Foundation. Th^ Lecturer, the Rt. Reverend Dr. 
CoTTERiLL, the Bishop of Edinburgh, Scotland, after ac- 
cepting the appointment was unexpectedly prevented 
from being present, greatly to our regret ; but his able 
Lecture was read before a large audience by the Presi- 
dent of the College, Rev. Dr. Bodine It was a valuable 
contribution to the Science of Theology. On the basis 
of the Love of God Triune, exhibited towards sinful men, 
by the Incarnation, Life, Death, Resurrection, Ascension, 
and Glorification of our Lord Jesus Christ, he gave a com- 
plete re-adjustment of the Science of Theology. The 
Lectures have been printed by the fund, and received 
by the Church with marked attention. 

Cleveland. The visits of the Rt. Rev. Dr. Thompson 
of Mississippi, during November, and of the Rt. Rev. 
Dr. Brewer of Montana, and of the Rev. Dr. Tuttle 
of Utah, during Lent, were not only occasions of great 
pleasure to the Churchmen of Cleveland, but gave a rare 
opportunity for understanding the peculiar interest of their 
far distant and very different fields of labor. 

Ashtabula Harbor. At the request of the Vestry of 
this now prosperous Mission, I have given it the name 
of Grace Mission ; the Memorial of the Rev. Dr. Wash- * 
burn. It was a peculiar pleasure to me to find that the 
memory of that true and earnest servant of God was 
still fresh and fragrant in the hearts of those whom his 
sympathy had blessed. * A Churchman of Ashtabula, 
Mr. Seymour, at the same time added a valuable lot to 
the property of the Mission. 

Youngstown. The Festival of the Conversion of St. 
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Paul was made memorable this year by my use of the 
beautiful Office for Institution on that day, for the first 
time during my Episcopate. It will be a joyful day for 
the Church when the tie between Pastor and people 
shall become habitually so firm that the use of this 
solemn formulary will not be deemed a burlesque. You 
must look down the list of continuous residence until 
you reach to No. i8, the Rev. Dr. Ganter, before you find 
a Pastor who has been for twenty years in charge of one 
Parish in Ohio. Happy such a Pastor and flock.

Akron. This Parish has purchased one of the most 
desirable lots in the city for the erection of a complete 
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Parochial apparatus. It is a triangular park, bounded by- 
three avenues which meet at that spot ; and, at each 
angle, they purpose, in time, to build — at one, a Church, 
at another, a Rectory, at the third, a Parish building for 
Sunday school and other wholesome work. It is too 
soon to speak of the really magnificent plan which is in 
the minds of the projectors. The Diocese will accom- 
pany their effort with its prayers and welcome their 
success. 

The visit to Youngstown was cheered by evidences of 
the continued liveliness of the people in pushing the in- 
terests of our Church, and extending its blessings among 
the destitute. Another Mission, named St James' Chapel, 
has been inaugurated, and was in the full tide of success 
when I visited it. The city itself is rapidly attaining a 
foremost position in the State. 

Cleveland — Trinity Home. The dedication of this 
House for aged and infirm members of our Church was 
a peculiarly enjoyable incident of our Lenten work in 
Cleveland. The Parish having purchased the valuable 
property, and the former residence, of Rev. Dr. Carter * 
of blessed memory, decided to remove their Home to this 
favored spot. All its associations to my mind are of the 
loveliness of Christian character, and the fragrance of 
holy living ; and it was peculiarly appropriate to re-dedi- 
cate the spot to Christian charity. The Rev. Dr. Bolles 
delivered an appropriate address on the occasion ; nor 
could any one have spoken with truer knowledge of the 
circumstances which gave birth to this valued benevolence, 
for, I may be permitted to say, what his modesty for- 
bade, that concerning this charity he would have the right 
to employ the language of iEneas, ''Pars magna fui.** 
The present Rector, the Rev. Mr. Morgan, has thrown 
himself heartily into sympathy with the noble women 
who have made the ** Home" their heart work. 

Gambier. My visitation of the Parish was followed by 
a special visitation of the Institutions. They are in good 
working order, but the buildings of the Theological 
Seminary and the College need repair. Venerable, and 
deservedly venerated, yet appropriate removal of un- 
necessary symbols of age and hard usage would not

HtCKAviVLZ, The work in this little town cannot have 
rapid growth : for there are already nine churches and 
church buildings, for a population of about two thousand. 
But what can be done is being accomplished by the 
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Rev. Mr. May ; whose principal field however is in the 
flourishing county town, Defiance. 

Lima. My impression is that the Rev. Mr. Pitman 
will solve the problem that we have been so lonjg study- 
ing in this place ; and that the quotient will be satisfac- 
tory. Time is an important eleirient in certain cases, 
where some things must needs be forgotten before the 
poet can write a psalm of life, in harmonious numbers, 
on a ** tabula rosa."

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In the midst of the Address, the hour having arrived 
for t\^ Bishop to open the meeting of the Woman's 
Auxiliary in an adjoining room, the Bishop called the 
Rev. Dr. Atwill to the chair and retired for a brief 
space. 

The Rev. Pres. Bodine then offered the following reso- 
lutions, which were unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Convention that the Twenty-fifth Anni- 
versary of the consecration of our honored and venerated Bishop should be 
celebrated with appropriate ceremonies ; and that a committee of three clergymen 
and three laymen be appointed with authority to make all arrangements therefor.

REPORT ON LAY DELEGATES. 

The Coifimittee on Canons to whom was referred the question as to whether a 
Clergyman could be entitled ^o a seat as a "Lay Delegate," beg leave to report 
the following resolution :— 

Resolved, That the language of Canon 2, Tit. I. "Of Attendafue on Comvem" 
turn*' is so precise as to the source whence Lay Delegates are to be derived, and 
the description of their characteristics, as to preclude any intention to permit the 
appointment of a Qergyman to act in that capacity. 

The Bishop resumed his place as Chairman, and con- 
tinued the reading of his Address, and at his request 
Rev. Dr. Bodine concluded the reading of the same. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Bronson, all matters in the 
Bishop's Address which suggest legislation were referred 
to the Committee on Canons.

The Rev. Y. P. Morgan presented and read the 
Annual Reports of the Secretary and the Treasurer of 
the Diocesan Missionary Committee, and addressed the 
Convention.

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF MISSIONARY COMMITTEE. 

The Missionary Committee respectfully present the following report : 

The first meetin;^ of the Committee was held in Trinity Church Rectory, Cieve* 

land, June 2Sth, 1883, when Mr. S. L. Mather was chosen Treasurer, and the 

Rev. N. S. RuLisoN, Secretary.

Of these the Rev. E. R. Sweetland. the Rev. J. W. Cracraft, aftd the Rev. 
J. E. Hamiiokd. have removed from the Diocese. The Rev. Lewis Burton, 
D.D.. has resigned Rockport, and accepted a call to St. M^k's Church. 
Cleveland. 

The number of Missionaries serving at present is sixteen — ^and the number of 
Parishes and Missions served is twenty-five. It will be seen by a comparison 
of this report with that of last year that our work and workers have largely in- 
creased. 

There has not been, however, a commensurate increase of contributions to our 
Treasury. 

Mention of the following facts we trust will stimulate to greater generosity in 
providing the funds necessary to support the work. 

The church at Niles has been reopened and regular services are held. Large 
congregations are gathered. Many baptisms have already taken place ; and the 
Holy Communion is again administered. 

Services have been held again at Salem, and at New Lisbon, and regularly at 
Alliance, where there is fair prospect of inaugurating a church, in a growing 
town. 

The church at Boardman has been completely rejuvenated, and regular ser- 
vices recommenced. The city of Canton has become a place of great import- 
ance, and the church planted there when it was a village has now assumed a 
position of decided influence. 

The congregation of Coshocton has purchased and fitted up a church, and is in 
an encoiftaging condition. 

The Mission at Dennison exhibits great vigor, and the missionary's heart is 
cheered. These Missions are in the East and South. 

In the North-East, the Mission at the Harbor (Ashtabula Harbor) is in a 
very prosperous condition, partaking of the renewed mercantile life that has 
been thrown into the town. A second lot has been added to the church property 
by a generous friend in Ashtabula, and the people have provided a home for 
their missionary and his family. 

At Willoughby the new church is nearly completed. 

At the West, the little church at Qyde has put on new strength. The people 
have purchased a well located lot, and only need a little help (say $1,500) for a 
building of their own in order to the complete establishment of the church. 

Towards the South-West. the congre&^ation at Bellefontaine has added to its 
numbers, but has no service at present. Nearer the Center, the church at Galion 
has been greatly blessed. Last Sunday the Bishop baptized (for the missionary, 
who is in Deacon's orders.) six persons, .of whom five were men, confirmed seven- 
teen, of whom eleven were men, and administered the Lord's Supper to nearly 
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sixty in a congregation of two hundred, and one-third of the communicants are- 
men. This is a church of working Christians, the large proportion being em- 
ployed on the railroads. 

Such is a specimen of the work which our Diocesan Missionaries are doing. 
Surely we cannot allow a work so blessed of God to suffer or loiter, much less to 
be diminished for lack of our brotherly sympathy and aid. 

The Missionary Committee desire to call the attention of all Rectors and 
Parishes to the appalling fact that claims to the extent of $i.8oo are now due and 
that the Treasury contains but $250, all told. Of this indebtedness the sum of 
$666 is due the generous Diocesan, who sooner than see his missionaries suffer 
has advanced the money. The balance is due the faithful workers now in the 
field who labor with but little earthly reward. Shall they fail to get that ? 

Brethren, what do you propose to do ? We ask those churches that have con- 
tributed nothing to Diocesan Missions this year. We ask those Parishes who 
have failed to take quarterly collections for this purpose as required by the Con- 
vention. We ask those churches who have done so, and yet may do more. We 
beg to suggest that in every Parish collections be taken for Diocesan Missions 
regularly every quarter, and that the plain fiicts stated in this report be laid before 
the people, supported by such earnest words as each minister may feel the case 
demands. A prompt response is asked for the honor of the Church in Ohio, and 
in common charity to those whose daily bread comes through the Treasury of 
Diocesan Missions.

Every elected trustee tmder Articles III and IV of this Constitution shall be a 
dtixen of Ohio, and a member of the Protestant Episcopal Church ; and if such 
trustee shall, during the term for which he was dected. cease to be a toma jUe 
resident of the State, his office shall be therebr vacated, and his place shall be 
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filled as in other cases ; and no officer of any institution under the control of said 
Board of Trustees, except the President of Kenyon College, shall be eligible to 
said Board. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Two additional trustees, one clerical and one lay, may be appointed by the 
Diocesan Conventions of each of the Dioceses of Pittsburgh, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky. Indiana and Michigan, for such terms as said several Conventions may 
determine. Thirteen trustees shall constitute a quorum of the Board. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The direction and management of said institutions, during the recess of the 
Board, shall be under the charge and superintendence of an Executive Com- 
mittee, composed of the Bishop of the Diocese of Ohio, the Bishop of the Diocese 
of Southern Ohio, the President of Kenyon College, and other trustees appointed 
by the Board, with such limitations and restrictions as may be fixed by the 
Board. The Bishop of the Diocese of Ohio, or in his absence, the Bishop of the 
Diocese of Southern Ohio, or in the absence of both, the President of Kenyon 
College shall be Chairman of the Executive Committee. 

Resolved, That certified copies of the foregoing amendment, and certificates of 
its adoption by this Diocesan Convention, be transmitted by the Secretary to the 
Bishops of the Dioceses of Ohio and of Southern Ohio, and to the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Theological Seminary and Kenyon College.

The Committee on Canons begs leave to report in favor of the adoption, by 
this Convention, of the following addition to the Canons of this Diocese : 

§ V, OF CANON I, OF tiTLE II. 

Any Parish in this Diocese which shall deem its rights encroached upon, or its 
prosperity or usefiilness endangered by the proposed location in its vicinity of a 
Church or Chapel of another Parish, may present the matter of the threatened 
intrusion to the Bishop of the Diocese, and ask his faitherly interposition in its 
behalf. In such case the Bishop may call for, and appoint the time and place of 
a conference of delegates from the Parishes in interest. But, if such conference, 
with the godly advice of the Bishop, shall not result in an amicable adjustment 
of the di£ference between the parties thereto, the Bishop, or either party in the 
conflict, may lay the matter. at issue before the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese ; and the decision of the Standing Committee, with the approval of the 
Bishop shall be final. 

ADD TO § VIII, OF CANON II, OF TITLE II, AS FOLLOWS ; 

If the Vestry shall become extinct or incapacitated for action by the death or 
resignation of its members, the Bishop may call a special Parish Meeting (giving 
due notice thereof) to elect a Vestry to serve till the Easter Monday next follow- 
ing ; and, if the Parish shall refuse or neglect to assemble and elect a Vestry as 
herein provided, the Bishop, with the advice and consent of the Standing Com- 
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mittee, may appoint three trustees to take charge of the property of the Parish, 
and to exercise all the rights and functions of a Vestry until the Parish shall eled 
a Vestry under the provisions of this Canon.

Resolved, That the Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex-officio President of this 
Society, and he shall have power to appoint a Vice-President. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to manage this Branch Society in 
connection vrith the Central Society in New York; they shall serve for one year ; 
and they shall present to the Diocesan Convention an annual report of the work 
of the Society.

Rev. W. C. Hopkins presented the following report 
of the Committee on Missions, which was accepted and 
placed on file : 

report of committtee on missions. 

Your Committee find that the sum total given to Diocesan Missions is $63.24 
greater than that of last year, but the work has expanded so greatly as to force 
an unexpected deficiency at this date. We are greatly indebted to the liberality 
of our Bishop, who has advanced $666 of his private means to save the mission- 
aries from want. There are needed $1,100 for the next quarter stipend, due 
Jane ist, besides the balance due the Bishop, or $1,766 in all. Toward this

the treasurer reports a balance in hand of $228.29, leaving $1,537.71 to be raised, 
if we meet the demand due June ist. 

Your Committee would respectfully suggest that right here we need more of 
that organization which our venerated Bishop so eloquently pleads for in his 
address. The clergy need some thorough system for drawing out more liberal 
offerings, and for that purpose we ask the Convention to pass the following 
resolutions : 

Resolved, That the Missionary Committee be, and hereby are instructed to have 
a circular pi inted. and also envelopes printed for Diocesan Missions; that they have 
every cleigyman in charge of a congregation in the Diocese supplied with as many 
as would suffice for every family in his jurisdiction in time for each regular 
quarterly collection for this object 

Resolved, That every such clergyman is hereby requested to have every family 
in his charge supplied with one such envelope and circular, and that he further 
urge from the chancel, a more liberal and r^^ar support of the missions of our 
Diocese.

Rev. Mr. Avery presented the following report of the 
Sunday School Committee, with resolutions appended. 
Mr. ScrtuYLER Davis, Secretary of the Committee, sup- 
ported the report in a speech giving statistics: 

KEPOKT OK THE SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

The Commilicc, composed of five members, three Clerical and two Lay, as 
follows : 

Rev. F. B. Avery. St. John's Church, Youngstown, Chairman, 
Rev. Y. Peyton Morgan, Trinity Church. Cleveland, ' 

Rev. B. T. Nocikes, Emmanuel Church, Cleveland. 
H. J. Chuich, Superintendent St. Paul's Sunday School, Akron, 
Schuyler Davis, Superintendent Emmanuel Sunday School, Cleveland, Sec'y., 
was appointed by the Bishop of Oliio at the Sunday School Conference, held 
in St. Paul's Church, Cleveland, March loth and nth, 1884. to hold office until 
the First Annual Sunday School Conference of the Diocese, to be arranged by said 
Committee, or, until officers of an association be elected. This Committee is 
the outgrowth of united action, looking to the organization of " Diocesan Sun. 
day School Associ.itions," as suggested by the Central Conmiittee, appointed at 
Philadelphia in October, 1883. this Diocese being represented by Mr. Schuyler 
Davis (a member of the present committee). The plans for the final organiza- 
tion of a *• Central Institute " of the whole Church in the United States, are no^ 
yet perfected, but it was deemed best by the Central Committee to organize DL 
ocesan Associations first. The work of the Central Institute will include the 
publis'.iing of Lesson Leaflets and Teachers' Helps and generally formulating 
plajis and helps for the Sunday School work of the Church. The Conference 
held in Cleveland was very interesting and instructive, the Bishop of Ohio presid- 
ing. There were in attendance eighteen clergymen, tliirteen superintendents 
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and thirty teachers. The discussions were sharp, pointed and full of valuable 
suggestions. The evening of the first day was occupied with addresses by Rev. 
R. L. Ganter, Akron, and Rev's. N. S. Rulison and B. T. Noakes, of Cleveland. 

The number of Sunday Schools in the Diocese is appended, and a careful sur- 
vey of the field is earnestly urged by this committee. The Secretary of the 
committee was called upon by the Bishop to assist in the united offering of the 
Sunday Schools to the cause of Foreign and Domestic Missions during 
Lent and Easter. The returns are neaily all in^ and the results have been 
very gratifying ; this being the first attempt made by this Diocese, the details 
were necessarily incomplete and imperfect, but the experience will be valuable 
for another year, whoever mav have the work in hand. It seems very desirable 
that the plan become a permanent one, and that the children be educated in this 
£^ce of giving to the Lord. To systematize the effort, it is suggested that in 
future the whole of the offerings from the schools be forwarded to a treasurer of 
the fund in the Diocese, which would simplify the matter and at the same time 
enable the secretary to obtain accurate reports of the offerings. The total 
amount received will reach nearly $1,400. A table of schools contributing, with 
objects to which they contributed, is appended. 

This work being solely for missionary objects without the Diocese is an import- 
ant feature of Church work among the children of the Church, which we cannot 
afford to ignore ; rather this recognition may help to impress them with the fact 
that the Canons of the Church recognize each baptized person as a member of 
the Missionary Society of the Church. The Committee further desire that a 
Sunday School Congress shall be semi-annually held in the Diocese, delegates 
from each. Parish being in attendance. And that this Congress act in conjunction 
with other similar Sunday School organizations in the various Dioceses of the 
Church throughout the United States, especially when in General Congress as- 
sembled, delegates from this Diocese being duly elected to attend the same. 

Resolved, First — That the report of the Sunday School Committee be accepted 
and printed in the Journal of the Convention ; secondly. 

Resolved, That a Sunday School Congress be held semi-annually in this 
Diocese, at such times and places as may hereafter be designated by the Sunday 
School Committee ; thirdly, 

Resolved, ThAt. in accordance with the request of the Bishop, it be respectfully 
suggested to the Rectors, that the offerings of all the Sunday schools, during 
Lent and Easter of each year, be devoted to Foreign and Domestic Missions, and 
the same to be reported through the Secretary of the Sunday School Committee, 
who shall furnish blanks therefor, and forward the proceeds to the Board of 
Missions, remitting to each school the Board's receipt for said offerings.

The following communication from the Secretary of 
the General Convention was placed on file : 

the general convention of the PROTESTANT EPIS- 
COPAL CHURCH. 

lo the Secretary of the Convention of the Diocese of Ohio : 

Sir: — In compliance with the requirements of Article 9 of the Constittition, I 
would hereby officially make known through you, to the Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Ohio, that the following alterations of the Constitution of the Church are 
proposed, to-wit, those comprised in the two resolutions subjoined, said resolu- 
tions having been constitutionally adopted by a General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, held in the city of Philadelphia, Pa., in October, 
A. D. 1883, to-wit: 

I. It was, by concurrent action of the two Houses of the Convention (v/Vfe 
Journal of Convention, pp. 240, 263, 279, 280), 

Resolved, That Articles 2 and 3 of the Constitution be amended by substi- 
tuting the words "House of Deputies" for the word "Convention" m the four- 
teenth line of Article 2 of the Constitution as printed in the Digest of 1880, and 
that the words "House of Deputies" be, in like manner, substituted for the word 
"Convention" in the twelfth line of Article 3, as printed above : 

So that the Articles shall read as follows : 

ARTICLE 2. 

The Church in each Diocese shall be entitled to a representation of both the 
Clergy and the Laity. Such representation shall consist of not more than four 
Clergymen and four Laymen, communicants in this Church, residents in the 
Diocese, and chosen in the manner prescribed by the Convention thereof ; and 
in all questions when required by the Clerical or Lay representation from any 
Diocese, each Order shall have one vote ; and the majority of suffrages by Dio- 
ceses shall be conclusive in each Order, provided such majority comprehend a 
majority of the Dioceses represented in that Order. The concurrence of both 
Orders shall be necessary to constitute a vote of the House of Deputies. If the 
Convention of any Diocese should neglect or decline to ap[x>int Clerical Dep- 
uties, or if they should neglect or decline to appoint Lay Deputies, or if any of those 
of either Order appointed should neglect to attend, or be prevented by sickn^sor 
any other accident, such Diocese shall nevertheless be considered as duly repre- 
sented by such Deputy or Deputies as may attend, whether Lay or Clerical. 
And if, through the neglect of the Convention of any of the Churches which shall 
have adopted or may hereafter adopt this Constitution, no Deputies, either Lay 
or Clerical, should attend at any General Convention, the Church in such Dio- 
cese shall nevertheless be bound by the acts of such Convention. 
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ARTICLE 3. 

The Bishops of this Church, when there shall be three or more, shall, whenever 
General Conventions are held, form a separate House, with a right to originate 
and propose acts for the concurrence of the House of Deputies, composed of 
Gergy and Laity ; and when any proposed act shall have passed the House of 
Deputies, the same shall be transmitted to the House of Bishops, who shall have 
a negative thereupon ; and all acts of the Convention shall be authenticated by 
both Houses. And in all cases the House of Bishops shall signify to the House 
of Deputies their approbation or disapprobation (the latter with their reasons in 
writing), within three days after the proposed act shall have been reported to 
them lor concurrence ; and, in failure thereof, it shall have the operation of a 
law. But until there shall be three or more Bishops, as aforesaid, any Bishop 
attending a General Convention shall be a member ex officio, and shall vote with 
the Clerical Deputies of the Diocese to which he belongs ; and a Bishop shall 
then preside. 

II. It was by concurrent action of the two Houses of Convention {vide 
Journal of Convention, pp. 130, 273, 274, 300 — 303), — 

Resolved, That Article 4 of the Constitution be amended by striking out the 
word "and" in the third line of said Article, and inserting in place thereof the 
words following:— 

*' Provided, That, when a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be organized as a Dio- 
cese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall become the Bishop ot the new Diocese r 
and 

'* Provided, further, That, when a part of a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be 
organized as a new Diocese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall become the 
Bishop of the new Diocese, or, at his election, remain the Bishop of that part of 
such Jurisdiction not included in the new Diocese ;" and leaving the residue of 
the said Article to stand as an independent paragraph ; 

So that the Article shall read as follows : 

ARTICLE 4. 

. The Bishop or Bishops in every Diocese shall be chosen agreeably to such 
rules as shall be fixed by the Convention of that Diocese ; Provided, That, when 
a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be organized as a Diocese, the Bishop of such 
Jurisdiction shall become the Bishop of the new Diocese ; and Provided, further, 
That, when a part of a Missionary Jurisdiction shall be organized as a new Dio- 
cese, the Bishop of such Jurisdiction shall become the Bishop of the new Diocese, 
or, at his election, remain the Bishop of that part of such Jurisdiction not in- 
cluded in the new Diocese. 

Every Bishop of this Church shall confine the exercise of his Episcopal Office 
to his proper Diocese, unless requested to ordain, or confirm, or perform any 
other act of the Episcopal Office in another Diocese by the Ecclesiastical Author- 
ity thereof.

Church Mission to Deaf Mutes — Rev. A. W. Mann, 
in charge of Missions in the Central Western States. 

During the conventional year just closed, I held services at Cleveland, Beiea, 
Hudson, Lima. Mansfield, Massillon and Steubenville, with an encouraging at- 
tendance in every instance. One of the sendees at Mansfield was favored 
especially — nearly twenty-five deaf mutes were present, only three being residents 
of that city, the remainder living at distances of ten to forty miles. Tliey came 
by rail and team. 

Several "combined services" were held with the object of interesting Churdi 
people and others in this new work of the Church. The idea of holding this 
kind of services, was suggested by the frequent attendance at deaf mute services 
by members of the regular congr^ation and other people, who could not 
understand sign language. The Rector reads the service and my address on 
this work, myself interpreting to the mutes. 
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During the coining year I intend visiting other points as frequently as possible. 
AkK>n, bandusky, Toledo, Youngstown and others. Within the Diocese about 
x»ooo deaf mutes have their homes. Only a small portion are at present reached 
by the Church. Deaf mutes are more isolated with respect to religious influence 
4.nd spiritual care at present than any class of people in Christian countries, their 
deprivation standing in the way of a participation in oral worship and instruc- 
tion. They need special provision of the Church's services in a language ad- 
dressed to the eye. In respect to spiritual advantages, the blind are about on a 
par with seeing people, for their misfortune, although a slight hindrance in a 
respect or two, does not shut them out from services addressed to the ear. 

Baptisms during the year, i. Confirmations. 2. Candidates are awaiting 
•confirmation at Norwalk and Tiffin. Since my ordination to the priesthood I 
liave celebrated the Holy Communion in the Diocese and elsewhere in church 
and in private. Two couples have been united in marriage. 

As usual, services has been held in several other Dioceses. Within the 
western field about 9,000 deaf mutes reside. I reach about 2,500. As they are 
very much scattered, the Missionary travels unusually to reach them. Many of 
them have to, and do, journey far to enjoy the blessings of divine worship to- 
4^ether in eloquent and expressive sign language. One has actually traveled two 
hundred miles. 

Acknowledgments. — ^The New York and the Bishop White Prayer Book 
Societies have favored the Western Mission with generous contributions of 
Prayer Books and Hymn^, which have been judiciously distributed. 

Tne railroads have most generously aided the Mission, as in the past, by afford- 
ing through their general officers special privileges of travel, without which ex- 
perience shows the impossibility of pursuing this peculiar work tb its extent and 
usefulness. The church fuUy appreciates this generosity. 

My thanks are due the brethren of the Clergy who have kindly and generously 
aided in the pursuit of this work, by looking up deaf mutes, publishing notices, 
•and reading my written addresses to their congregations. 

Rev. Prof. E. C. Benson —

celebrated Holy Communion three times, in addition to duties as Professor in 
Kenyon College. 

Rev. Leighton Coleman, D. D. — 

B^s to report that since the rst of June last he has continued to reside in Eng- 
land, for reasons previously assigned. Until the ist of August he remained in 
-change of St. John's Parish. Summertown. near Oxford, having agreed to retain 
this hxnim tenency only until a vicar had been secured. In October he became 
the Assistant Minister of the venerable and important parish of St. Laurence, 
Reading, where he has continued to labor to the present time. The work here 
has been most interesting and encouraging, and he cannot but record his sincere 
.gratitude for the extreme kindness uniformly shown him by both vicar and con- 
gregation. 

During the eleven months covered by this report he has officiated at 3x6 ser- 
▼ioes. delivered x 14 sermons or addresses, besides 52 lectures, in behalf mostly 
of the Church of England Temperance Society. He has also baptized 48 child- 
ren, attended 4 funerals, and solemnized 4 marriages.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE PR0TESTA2<rr EPISCOPAL CHUKCH IN THE DIOCESE OF OHia 

ARTICLE I. 

This Cbtirch, as a oonstitaent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, accedes to and adopts the Constitution of that 
Church, and acknowledges its authority accordingly. 

ARTICLE a. 

There shall be a Convention of the Church In this Diocese on the third 
Wednesday of May in each year, unless otherwise ordered by a previous Con- 
Tention. But in case an epidemic disease shall prevail at the place appointed, 
or other like cause shall render it obviously expedient, the Bishop, or in case of 
a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee, shall appoint some other 
^ace and send special notjc^ of the same to every minister and vestry in the 
Diocese at least three weeks before the time of meeting. The Bishop, with such 
deigjrmen and delegates as shall at anv time be duly assembled in Convention, 
shaUconstitute a quorum; provided that in case of vacancy in the Episcopate, 
or ol the absence of the Bishop, such clergymen and lay delegates as shall duly 
assemble constitute a quonun; but, in the absence of the Bishop, if he be within 
the bounds of the Diocese, tmless he shall have, signified his desire to the con- 
trary, such quorum shall adjourn to the next dav, when, if the absence of the 
Bishop continue, the business of the Convention shall proceed. 

ARTICLE 3. 

Any parish may be suspended from the right of representation in the Conven- 
tion, or its connection with the Diocese wholly dissolved, by a vote of two-thirds 
of each order, whenever the same shall be deemed conducive to the interests of 
the Church. 

ARTICLE 4. 

The Convention shall be composed of clergymen and laymen. The Bishop 
and every minister of this Diocese canonically resident and in charge of a oon- 
gfKation in union with this Convention, or employed as a missionary under the 
ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, or regularly engaged as an instructor in 
any incorporated seminary of learning, shall be members of this Convention, 
provided that they can show that they nave been at least six months in the Dio- 
cese, as above required; provided, also, that no clergyman who has been a mem- 
ber of this Convention shall lose his seat therein by reason of age or of bodily 
faifirmities disqualifying him for his previous position. Every regularly organiied 
Parish in canonical union with this Church shall send to the Convention one or 
more lav delegates, not exceeding three; every such Parish having, under one 
Vestry, m adcOtion to its principal Church, a Chapel, recognized as such by the 
Convention, shall be entitled to send one additional lay delegate for every such 
Chapel; and every Mission Station in the Diocese, recognized as such by the 
Convention, shall be entitled to send one delegate to the Convention. No per- 
aon under ecclesiastical censure or process shall be entitled to a seat in the Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE 5. 

The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when he may judge 
ll important to the good of the Church, or when applied to for that purx)ose by 
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DIGEST OF THE CANONS. 



TITLE I. 

THE DIOCESE. 



CANON 1. 

OP THE LIST OF MINISTERS. 

§ i. Within one week before the meetini; of every Convention of this Diooew, 
the Bishop shall cause to be prepared a list of the Ministers canonically resident 
in the Diocese, annexing the names of their respective cures, or psuishes, or 
stations as missionaries, or of the institutions of learning duly incorporated io 
which they are engaged; and in regard to such as are not engaged in parishes, 
or missions, or institutions of learning as above, their places of residence only, 
specifying, at the same time, who of any class are Deacons; but no clergyman, 
while suspended from the ministry, shall have a place on such list; and such list 
shall be laid before tlie Convention immediately after it shall have been called to 
order, and the names of the clerical members called therefrom. The same 
shall be appended to the Journal, and sent to the Secretary of the General Con- 
vention. 

§ ii. When the right of any clerg}*man to a seat in the Convention is dis- 
puted, it shall be determined according to the provisions of the fourth article of 
the Constitution, by the Convention itself, whether his name be inserted in the 
list aforesaid, or be omitted. 

CANON 2. 
OP ATTENDANCE ON CONVENTION. 

It shall be the duty of all Qergymen entitled to seats in the Convention to at- 
tend the same, and of each i>arish in union with the Convention to send one or 
more Lay Del^ates to the Convention, not exceeding three, elected by the 
Vestry from among the male communicants of the parish to be represented; 
which Delegates shall exhibit to the Convention a certificate, signed by the rec- 
tor or clergyman in charge, or an officer of the parish, as follows : "This is to 

certify that at a regular meeting of the Vestry of Parish, held on the — 

day of , 18 — , A. B., who is a communicant of good standing in said 

Church, was appointed a Lay Delegate to represent the same in the Convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Ohio, to be held on the — 

day of , in the year of our Lord — ; and that the semi-annual dues to the 

Convention fund of the Diocese are either fully paid, or application has been 
made for -elief in accordance with the Canon." 

CANON 3. 

OP THE SECRETARY. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to take minutes and record all proceed- 
ings of the Convention; to attest its public acts, preserve its records, notify the 
psurishes of the times and places of all stated and special Contentions, giving 
thirty days' notice, and faithfully to deliver to his successor all books and papers 
relative and belonging to the Convention which may be in his charge. In 
giving notice of the meeting of the Annual Convention, he shall send a form 
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tion. Vacancies occurring in the Committee shall be supplied by vote of the 
remaining members. 

CANON 8. 

OF DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVEKTION. 

The Convention shall elect, at the regular Annual Meeting next preceding the 
rq[ular meeting of the General Convention, four clergymen who shall be presby- 
ters entitled to seats in the Diocesan Convention, and residents in the Diocese, 
and four laymen residents in the Diocese, who shall be in good standing as 
communicants in the same, to act as Deputies from this Diocese to the General 
Convention. The same course shall also be lawful at any other Convention of 
the Diocese, shoul4 a call for a special meeting of the General Convention, or 
other circumstances, render a special election of Deputies necessary or desirable. 
Deputies duly elected shall continue in office until their successors are chosen. 
And it shall be the duty of the Deputies-elect to signify to the Bishop, on som6 
<day at least three weeks before the meeting of the General Convention, whether 
Uiev will attend or not to the duties of their office. In default of which signifi- 
cation, or in case of the declining of any to attend the General Convention, the 
Standing Committee, on notification from the Bishop, shall proceed to appoint 
as many Qerical and Lay Deputies as may be necessary to constitute a full rep- 
lesenCSition of the Diocese ; and the person or persons so delegated, being feu*- 
nished with the certificate of the Secretary of the Standing Committee, shall 
bave all the rights of Deputies elected by the Convention. In xrase of a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, the notification on the part of the Deputies-elect, above re- 
quired, shall be made to the President of the Standing Committee. 

CANON 9. 

OF THE DIOCESAN FUND. 

§!. At each Annual Convention an assessment shall be made upon the several 
parishes and mission stations in the Diocese according to the several abilities of 
the parishes and mission stations, of an amount suffiaent to satisfy the pecimi- 
ary obligations of the Convention, embracing the salaries of the Bishop, and 
the Assistant Bishop, if thete be one, and all contingent expenses. 

§ ii. It shall be the duty of the vestry of each parish, and the committee of 
each mission station, to provide for the collection and payment of such sums as 
shall be assessed by the Convention, as aforesaid ; and they shall transmit the 
same in semi-annual instalments to the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

§ iii. It shall be the duty of each corporation in union with the Convention, 
and each organized mission, to render, at such time and in such manner as the 
same may be required by the Convention, or th^ Bishop of the Diocese, a true 
and faithful account of the real estate and other property owned or held by said 
parish, or organized mission, with its fairly estimated value, and also the state- 
ment of any liens or encumbrances on the same, or any part thereof, and the 
amount of mterest paid in consequence of such lien or encumbrance. And fur- 
ther, it shall be the duty of each parish, or organized mission, faithfully and 
truly to declare the full amount of the current expenditure of the parish, or or- 
ganized mission, and of all money expended for the same, in any way accruing, 
including salaries and all other expenses. 

§ iv. The Committee on Finance are hereby empowered, and it shall be their 
duty, to base their assessments on some fixed and uniform plan ; and the assess- 
ments shall be payable, one-half August ist, and the other half February ist. 

S V. All applications for modification or remission of arrearages to the Dio- 
cesan Fund shall be in writing, directed "To the Finance Committee," and shall 
contain a statement of the number of collections taken in the aggrieved parish 
during the preceding year for Diocesan purposes, and the results, with the 
grounds upon which relief is asked, and the reasons for the failure to make the 
r^ular collections, in case they have been omitted. 

§ vi. The contingent expenses of the Diocese shall include : — i. The travel- 
ling expenses of the Bishop in the discharge of his official duties, a. The 
postages of the Bishop. 3. The quota ass^sed on the churches in the Diocese 
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CANON a. 

OFTUE VESmr. 
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if present, shall preside at parish or vestry meetings. In his absence the senior 
wanlen shall preside ; it both are absent the junior warden shall preside. 

f ii. The vestry shall elect a secretary, whose duty it shall be to take and 
record the minutes of their proceedings, attest the public acts of the vestry, 
preserve all records and papm belonging to the parish, not otherwise provided 
for, perform such other duties as shall be legally assigned him, and faithfully 
ddiver to his successor all books and documents in his possession belonging to 
the parish. 

§ iii. A treasurer shall also be elected, to receive, disburse and account for the 
ftmdsof the parish. 

§ iv. In electing a vestry no persons shall be entitled to vote unless, at the 
time of such voting, they are adherents of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and be at least twenty-one years of age, and have, at least for six months preceding 
said election, rented a pew or portion of a pew, or by subscription or other- 
wise have contributed regularly for the same space of time to the support of the 
parish ; nor shall any persons vote in a parish of which they are not bona fide 
members. 

i ▼. To be eligible as vestryman, one must be a layman, and to be a warden 
one must be a communicant. 

f vL It shall be the duty of the vestry to take charge of the property of the 
dnixx^, to r^ulate all its temporal concerns, to elect and call a minister and pro- 
vide for his maintenance, to provide for paying all lawful assessments on the 
parish, to keep order in the church during the celebration of divine worship, and, 
in general, to act as helpers to the minister in whatever is appropriate to laymen, 
for the furtherance of the Gospel ; it being understood, always, that the spiritual 
concerns of the church are under the exclusive direction of the minister, in sub- 
ordination to the ecclesiastical authority and laws of the Diocese. 

§ vii It shall be the duty of the wardens, especially, to provide the elements 
for the Lord's Supper, to collect the alms at the administration of the same, to 
ke^ and disburse such alms in case the churph is destitute of a minister, and, 
while the church is destitute of a minister, to provide for the celebration of pub- 
lic worship, and the instruction of the congr^^tion, by occasional clerical ser- 
vices, or by lay reading, as the circimistancn may permit. Meetings of the ves- 
try may be called by the rector, or, in his absence, by the senior warden ; and 
the rectoV, or, in his absence the senior warden, shall call meetings at the request 
of two members. 

§ viii. Vacancies occurring in the vestry during the year may be filled by the re- 
maining members. If the vestry shall become extinct or incapacitated for action 
by the death or resignation of its members, the Bishop may call a special parish 
meeting (giving due notice thereof) to elect a vestry to serve till the Easter Mon- 
day next following ; and, if the parish shall refuse or neglect to assemble and 
elect a vestry as herein provided, the Bishop, with the advice and consent of the 
Standing Committee, may appoint three trustees to take charge of the property 
of the parish, and to exercise all the rights and functions of a vestry until the 
parish shall elect a vestry under the provisions of this canon. # 

§ ix. Parishes incorporated by special act are excepted from any parts of this 
canon interfering with said act of incorporation. 

CANON 3. 

OF VACANT PARISHES. 

On the organization of a new parish, or the occurrence of a vacancy in any ex- 
isting parish, the committee or vestry shall give immediate notice thereof to the 
ecclesiastical authority, which, after three months, if Divine service be not main- 
tained, may take measures, upon consulting with the missionary cbmmittee and 
the vestry of the parish, to supply services at the expense of the latter. 

CANON 4. 
OF EXTINCT PARISHES. 

§ i. Whenever in the opinion of the Bishop a parish has failed in the pur- 
poses of its oiganization, he may report the case to the Convention. 
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CANON 2, 

OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE. 

S i. There shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion a committee to be called the Missionary Committee of the Diocese, which 
shall consist of one clergyman and one layman from each Convocational district, 
and one clergyman and two lajrmen from the Diocese at lar^, to whom, together 
with the Bishop of the Diocese, and the Assistant Bishop, if there be one, who 
are ex cficio members of the Committee, shall be entrusted the general care and 
management of the missionary interests of the diurch in the Diocese. 

§ iL In the election of the Missionary Committee, the nomination of repre^ 
sentatives of a Convocation, if any be made, shall have precedence of all other 
nominations. 

§ iii. This committee shall be charged with the appointment of mission sta- 
tions and missionaries; but no mission station nor missionary shall be appointed 
without the consent of the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, given in 
writing. 

§ iv. The Missionary Committee shall meet annually, at the place, and on the 
day, of the meeting of the Annual Convention ; and at such other time and 
place as the President may appoint, or as may be found convenient on their own 
adjournment. Three members, if one of them is a clergyman, shall conititute 
a qaorum. Ex t^cio members shall not be counted in a quorum. 

f V. The Missionary Committee shall appoint a secretary and treasurer, who, 
if not already members of this body, shall thereby become ex officio members. 
Vacancies during the recess of the Convention may be supplied by the Com- 
mittee. 

§ vi. The Bishop of the Diocese, or, in his absence, the Assistant Bishop, if 
there be one, is President of the Missionary Committee. In his absence a chair- 
man fro tempore shall be appointed from among the clerical members. 

§ vii. AQ moneys received for the purposes of the Diocesan Missionary Com- 
mittee shall be appropriated under its direction, in accordance with this Canon ; 
bat it shall be the privilege of contributors to the missionary cause to designate 
the particular object to which their contribution shall be applied. 

CANON 3. 

OF MISSION STATIONS. 

^ i. A Mission Station, when adopted by the ecclesiastical authority and 
Missionary Committee, shall be duly organized by the appointment of a mis- 
sionary, who, with the consent and by the authority of the Committee, shall 
appoint two persons, who shall constitute a Committee of the Mission, charged 
with its temporal interests. Prior to the appointment of a missionary, how- 
ever, the Bishop, in consultation with the Missionary Committee, may, should 
be deem it expedient, appoint a Committee of a Mission, thus securing a pre- 
liminary organization ; the persons so appointed to serve until a missionary shall 
be appointtti and the organization completed, or until the appointment is re- 
voked by the Bishop. 

§ ii. The plan of oiganization shall be in accordance with the following form 
of application to the Bishop : 

**Rt. Rev, and Dear Sir: — We, the undersigned, residents of , County of 

, Diocese of Ohio, being desirous of obtaining the services of the Protestant 

Episcopal Church, and being ready, according to our ability, to sustain the same, 
do hereby request you to inquire into otur estate, and provide for us as you may 
deem proper and expedient. We do hereby declare ourselves, individually and 
ooQecaveiy, ready to do what in us lies to establish and sustain the regular wor- 
ship of the said church, and promote its influence in our neighborhood ; and we 
pnnnise conformity to its doctrines, discipline, liturgy, rites and usages. We put 
Ofursdves under your charge, and will reverently obev your authority. We prom- 
ise conformity to the Constitution and Canons of the General Convention, and 
mA the Diocese of Ohio, and the rules and regulations of its Convention. In 
•coordance with these obligations and rules, we now ask the privilege of being 
' as a m^w^ ni under tho name of " 
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§ iiL Any property of a Mission Station may be vested in the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Diocese, until the station shall be duly incorporated as a parish, and 
admitted to union with the Convention, when the said property shall be trans- 
ferred to the parish corporation. 

' § iv. An organized parish may, under such provisions as the Missionaxy 
Committee shall determine, receive a missionary appointed by the said Commit- 
tee. A parish may place one or more of its parochial missions under the care o( 
the Missionary Committee, with the consent of the Committee. 

§ V. It shall be the duty of every Mission Station, and of every organised 
parish which is aided by the Missionary Committee, to pledge and to pay 
an annual sum, satisfactory to the Committee, into its treasury in quarterly pay- 
ments. 

§ vi. At every Missionary Station, on Easter Monday, there shall be hdd a 
meeting of the members of the station, who shall appoint a delegate to the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, who shall be entitled to a seat in the said Convention, the 
certificate of whose election shall be signed by the missionary in charge, or bf 
the clerk of the meeting. 

CANON 4. 

OP CONVOCATIONS, 

§ L The Diocese shall be divided by the Bishop into Convocational Districts, 
not more than five in number; and the clergy within the several districts, with 
laymen appointed from time to time by the rectors and missionaries, from their 
parishes or mission stations, shall meet quarterly, at such time and place as each 
Convocation may determine, and also at other times at the call of the Bishop. 

§ IL The officers of Convocations shall be President, Secretary and lYeas- 
urer. The Bishop of the Diocese being President dx oficio, in his absence a 
chairman shall be elected from among the clergy. 

§ iiL The objects of Convocation shall be three-fold: ist. It shall be rec- 
ognized as a centre of spiritual life, and its sessions shall be specially character- 
iwd bv services for public worship and religious conferences, ad. To devise 
plans lor the extension of the churdi within the limits of the ConvocatioiL 3d. 
To accumulate and appropriate funds for the erection of churches and rectories, 
and for the distribution of Bibles, Prayer Books, and tracts. 

§ iv. Elach Convocation shall be authorized to nomihate one clergyman and 
one layman to the Convention, from within its district, to be balloted for as 
members of the Missionary Committee. 

§ V. Each Convocation shall make an annual report of its doings to the 
Bishop, through its Secretary, to be presented to the Convention. 

§ vi. The offerings at meetings of Convocation shall be at its disposal for 
furthering the work contemplated by section iii. of this canon; and the amoont 
shall be reported and credited to the Diocesan Missionary Fund. 

CANON s. 

OP THE EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 

§ i. There shall be elected by ballot, at each annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese, a Committee consisting of the Bishop, and Assistant Bishop, when there is 
one, of the Diocese, £x officio, and four other members, two clerical and two 
lay, who shall be called the Education Committee, to whom shall be committed 
the appointment and regulation of beneficiaries, the collection and appropriadon 
of funds therefor, and all other business belonging thereto; which Committee 
shall be authorized to act with any similar Committee appointed by the Con- 
vention of any other Diocese in Ohio, under such regulations as the Joint Com- 
mittee shall enact, not inconsistent with this Canon. 

§ iL It shall be the privilege of contributors to the Education cause to desr 
Ignate the particular object to which their contributions shall be applied; other- 
wise all contributions shall be at the disposal of the Committee. 

§ iii. At every annual meeting of the Committee a report of the transactions 
of the year shall be submitted, which shall be laid before the Convention, and 
printed in the Jotimal in whole or in part. 
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CANON 6. 

OF LAY READERS. 



No one shall be considered as authorized to officiate as a Lay Reader in this 
Diocese, except in case of particular emergency, without a Mrritten license from 
the Bishop, or in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, from the Standing Com- 
mittee; ai\d Lay Readers shall in all cases conform to the provisions of Section 
ii.. Canon 3, Title I., of the Digest of the General Convention. 



Title iv. 

DISCIPLINE. 



CANON I. 

OF THE TRIAL OF A PRESBYTER OR DEACON. 

§ L Whenever any Presbvter or Deacon of the Diocese shall be thought to be 
guilty of any misconduct, for which, according to Title IL, Canon 3,^ z, a, of 
Uie Digest of Cajions of Uie General Convention, he is liable to be tried, applica- 
tion shall be made in writing, with the name of everyone engaged in the applica- 
tion subscribed, to the Standing Committee, and, if it appear to them that the 
evidence is sufficient to demand a trial, they shall forthwith present the clergy- 
man to the Bishop, accordingly ; the presentment shall be made in writing, and 
signed by a majority of the Standing Committee, and specifying, with as much 
accuracy as possible, the offense or offenses, with particulars of time, place and 
drcumstances ; and every clergyman of this Diocese may, for himself, request of 
the Standing Committee the inquiry provided for in this section, in which case it 
diall be instituted, and shall proceed according to the provisions of this canon. 

f ii. There shall be elected triennially, bv ballot, by the Convention, from 
presbyters entitled to seats, not members of the Standing Committee, five, who 
shall be a court for the trial of Presbyters or Deacons. No ballot shall have 
more than three names thereon, and the five having the largest number of votes 
shall be the court. Vacancies may be filled by the Standing Committee, subject 
to the approval of the next Convention, by a vote of three-fourths of the members 
present. 

§ iii. Said members of said court, chosen as aforesaid, shall, for each and 
every trial or case that may be brought before them, appoint some person learned 
in the law, and who is a communicant of this church and a citizen of Ohio, their 
legal adviser, who shall sit with them on any such trial or case, and shall advise 
said court upon all questions of law, both civil and ecclesiastical, and as to all 
rules and forms of procedure: may preside at the request of the court, or the 
court may at its option elect one of its members president thereof; and before 
entering upon the trial of any minister who shall have been duly presented for 
trial under this canon, or pending any such trial, and with the approval, in all 
cases, of the Bishop of the Diocese, said court shall be, and they are hereby 
authorized as, a court of conciliation, to adjust and dispose of the matter so 
presented, amicably, and without any public trial, in case, in their judgment, it 
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f TiL In case a cjergjman preseaxed azid nt n '^ i rd as above <*"^ '^^ afaal 
not appear befere the oocxt appnrntcd lor fczs txial, the ooiot Baj proceed 
asif be«erepreses::iai2esstheTsfcaIlseefttoac^ocrBtOaaocher dar.

f nii. At their first meeting, the coort shall choose n secRtarr. who dial 
be from their own imrober. or otherwise, as ther detennine; and before pro- 
ceeding to trial, they shall adopt and dedaie the rales br vhich die trial sbaU 
be cocdocted ; provided, bowrrer. that both parties may emploj and be rep- 
fescnted in soch trial bj coonsel, not ex c redin g two for each, who diall be 
oomnnmicants of this diurch, and dtixens of Ohio. 

f ix. ^^lum the court pro c ee d to trial, ther snail hear such evidence as may 
be prodnced ; which evidence shall be redaced to writing bv the secretary, and 
signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, anthorixed by law to 
adminisirr oaths, mar. at the desire of eitber party, be reqaested to adminis- 
ter an oath or affirmation to tbe witnesses ; and the examination of witnesses 
and all the proceediogs of the trial shall be in public if desired by the accused. 

f X. Any presb3rtei who shall, without sufficient excuse, reluse or neglect to 
act as Trier or Church Advocate, or any clerical or lay communicant who shall, 
without sufficient excuse, rdfuse or Delect to testifjr as a witness, when duly ap- 
pointed or summoned, under the canon, shall be r^arded and may be dealt 
with as any other violator of the laws of the church. 

I XL Application being made to the Bishop by either party, setting forth, 
satisfactorily, that any material witness cannot be procured upon the trial, the 
Bishop may i^point some clergyman or layman to act as a commissioner to 
take the testimony of such witness; and the party applying as above shall 
give to the other party at least five days' notice of the time and place of taking 
the testimony; or such longer notice as the Bishop may. in writing. direcL 
And both parties may attend and examine the witness, and the qu es t io ns and 
answers shall all be reduced to writing and signed by the witness, and shall be 
certified by the commissioner, and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to 
the court, and received 1^ them as evidence. A witness examined before such 
oommissioaer may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 
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i j&. The ooort after oonddeiiDg the evidenoe. shall declare, in a writing 
sifToed trf them, or a maJoriQrof them, their dedaion on the chaiises contained 
tethe ptesentmeht, tfisdnctly stating whether they find the accused gdliy or 
not gxmty of sndi chai^ses, respectively; which dedaon. together with theevi- 
dence and an attested record of all Uie proceedings, shall be deliyered to the 
Bishop, accompanied with an opinion of the court as to what sentence should be 
pronounced ; wheteupon the Bishop shall pronounce such sentence as shall ap- 
pear to him to be proper; provided the satoe do not exceed in severity the sen- 
teaoe recommended by the coort, and such sentence shall be finaL But the 
Bishop, if satisfied that justioe xeoutre it, may grant a new trial to the aocoaed; 
in which case the proceedings sWl be concnicted asl}efore provided. 

§xiiL If the fiiuop of the Diocese be connected by consanguinity or affin* 
ky with the .party accused, be may request some other Bishop to express Ins 
Judgment on the decision of the court, to which judgment the Bishop of the 
Diocese shall ocmibnn in passing sentence or granting a new trial. And if the 
Diocese be vacant, the members of the Standing Committee shall request the 
services of such Bishop as they may find most convenient, for the performance 
of an such acts as axt, by this canon, required to be done by the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

CANON 2. 

OF CONTKOyERSnCS BETWEEN MINISTERS AND THEIR PARISHES. 

An ^M fe repccs between ministers and thdr congregations shaU be detennined 
aooording to tlie provisions of Canon 4, Title I L of the Geneial C onv e n tion. 

CANONS- 

OP THE LAITT. 

§ L Any communicant who sbaU absent himself from the communion for 
•one jrear, without reasons satisfactory to the Rector, may be suspended from 
the communion, and due notice shall be sent to the person so suspended and to 
the Bishop. But if a person be repelled under the rubric in the communion of- 
fice, the minister shall notify him and the Bishop, in wilting, stating the cause 
and the evidence. 

f ii. When a person so repelled shaU appeal under Title 11. , Canon za, sec- 
ti<m xi., of the Digest of the General Convention, the Bishop may examine 
the case himself, or appoint a commission, as he may deem best, to examine 
the case and report to him. His decision shaU be final. 

§ iii. Upon the application of any communicant not under ecclesiastical cen- 
snre, to the minister of his parish, or in case there be no minister, to the senior, 
or, in his absence, to the jtmior warden, for that purpose, it shall be the duty of 
such minister or warden to give such applicant a certificate of good standing as 
a conmiunicant And no communicant of one parish shall be admitted to rec- 
ord as a communicant in any other, without producing satisfactory testimonials 
of being a communicant in good standing, to the minister of the parish with 
which he or she may wish to unite. But in case such minister or warden shall, 
in consequence of the applicant being under censure, refuse to give such certifi- 
cate, he shfldl give to the applicant the reasons for his refusal in writing. 

CANON 4. 

OP THE SUSPENSION OF A PARISH. 

§ i. Among the causes for which a parish may be dealt with under Article 3 
of the Constitution are the following : 

1. Employing a clergyman under ecclesiastical censure or process. 

2. Permitting its church edifice to be used for purposes incompatible with 
its consecration. 

3. A failure to pay reasonable assessments. 

4. Failing to report its true financial condition when called for, and 

5. For any persistent course inconsistent with the doctrine, discipline or wop> 
ship of this church.

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY AND KENYON COLLEGE 



ACT OF incorporation. 

WmsxAS John McCorkle and Charles Hammond, a committee appointed on hehalf of the 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Churdi in the Diocese of Ohio, have, bv dieir 
Petition to the General Assembly, rqpresented that a Semuary for Theological Ednca* 
tion has been established by said Convention within this State, and in order to the 
more convenient management of the concerns of said Seminary, and to the permanency 
of its establishment in this State, have prayed that the Seminary may be incorporated; 
therefore. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
the Right Reverend Philander dbase, now Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Ohio, Roger Searle, Intrepid Morse, Ezra B. Kellogg, 
Samuel Johnston, Bezaleel Wells, ^^lliam K. Bond, John Johnston, and Charles 
Hammond, the present Trustees of the said Seminary, and their successors ap- 
pointed in conformity with the provisions of the Constitution of said Seminary, 
as now established, be and they are hereby constituted a body cor|X)rate and 
politic, in fact and in name, b^ the name of the "Theological Seminary of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church m the Diocese of Ohio ; " and by that name shall 
have succession, and be capable in law of suing and being sued, defending and 
being defended, in all courts and places, and in all manner of actions, causes 
and complaints whatsoever; and may have a common seal, and change the 
same at their discretion ; and by that name and style shall be capable in law and 
equity of taking and holding by device and otherwise, or of purchasing, holding 
and enjoying to them and weir successors, any real estate in fee-simple or oth- 
erwise, any goods, chattels and personal estate, and of selling, leasing, mort- 
gaging, or otherwise disposing of said real and personal estate, or any part 
thereof, as they may think proper : Provided, that the clear annual income of 
such resd and personal estate, exclusive of any lands or tenements that may be 
occupied by the said Seminary for its accommodation, or that of its officers or 
professors, shall not exceed the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 9. That the present Trustees of said Seminary and their successors in 
office, under the Constitution thereof, as now established, or as the same may 
be hereafter altered or amended, shall have the care and management of said 
Seminary, and of its estate and property, and shall have power from time to 
time».4o sell or otherwise dispose of its estate and property, and to apply the 
arails thereof and all other funds of said Seminary, for its benefit and advan- 
tage, as they shall deem it expedient; and shall also have power, in conformity 
with the provisions of the Constitution of said Seminary, to make by-laws and 
ordinances for the appointment of professors and other officers of said Seminary, 
for regulating the duties and conduct of the professors, officers and students 
therein, for conducting its business concerns, and generally for the good govern- 
ment of the same: Provided, the same be not inconsistent with the Constitution 
and Laws of the United States, or of this State. 

Sec 3. That this act be, and is hereby declared, a public act, and that 
the same be construed in all courts and other places, benignly and favorably 
lor every beneficial purpose therein intended. 

Sec. 4. That the General Assembly may at any time hereafter modify or 
repeal this act; but no such modification or repeal shall divert the real and per- 
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sonal estate of the Seminary to any other purpose than the edncatioin oi Bfinit- 
ters of the Gospel in the Protestant Episcopal Chnrch of the Ui^ed Slates of 
America.

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Axsemhly of ike State ef Okie, 
That the Trustees of the Theolofi[ical Seminary of the Protestant l^iiaoopal 
Ourch in the Diocese of Ohio shall have power to establish in conoectioD with 
said Seminary, a College, and Halls for preparatory education; that they shaU 
have the care and management of all property, wUch has been, ot maj hoe- 
after be given, or is otherwise possessed Ux the use and benefit of the same; and 
to appoint a President and Professors, and all necessary officers for the puipoKS 
of government and instruction in said College and Halls 

Sec. 2. The President and Professors of said College shall ooostitiite a 
Faculty, with the power of conferring Degrees in the Arts and Sdcaoes, and of 
performing all such other acts as pertain to the Faculties of Colleges for the en- 
couragement and reward of learning; and the name and style by whidi the sidd 
Degrees shall be confened shall be that of " The President and Pmfesaoffs of 
Kenyon College in the State of Ohio." 1 

Sec. 3. The President and Professors of said Theological Seminaiy diall 
also constitute a Faculty, with the power of conferring Degrees in Theology, 
and of doing all such other acts as appertain to such Faculties for the encour* 
agement of theological learning, and the name and style by whidi said Dmees 
shall be conferred shall be that of " The President and Professors of the loeo- 
logical Seminary of the Diooese of Ohio."

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Ohio 
do hereby establish a Seminary, for the education of Ministers of the Go^>el in 
said Church, and also a College, for general instruction in Literature and the Arts, 
with the necessary preparatory Schools; such Seminary and College to be fotmded 
upon donations made and to be made in the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and in America for that purpose. Said Seminary to be known by 
the name of the Theological Seminary of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Ohio, in accordance with the original act of incorporation, of Dec- 
ember 29th, 1824; said College, for instruction in Literature and the Arts, to be 
known as Kenyon College; in accordance with the act supplemental to said 
original act of incorporation, passed March 16, 1839.

ARTICLE II. 

The S4id Institutioiis shall be established by the Convention of the Diocese, at 
sodi place within the same as shall be consistent with the deed of donation, eze- 
coted by the Bishop of Ohio in England, on the 27th day of November, 1823, 
and when once established shall forever after remain in the same place. 

ARTICLE in. 

The direction and management of said Institutions shall be vested in a Board 
of Trustees, which shall consist of the Bishop of the Diocese, for the time being, 
in whidi the Seminaiy may be situated; the Assistant Bishop of said Diocese, 
if there be one; the Bishop or Bishops of any other Diocese or Dioceses which 
may be taken from and embrace territory now within the limits of the Diocese 
of Ohio; the President of Kenyon College; and other clerical and lay trustees, 
as follows, to wit: four clerical and four lay trustees, who shall remain in office 
in the first instance, two of them, to wit, one clergyman and one layman, for the 
term of two, four, six, and eight 3rears, respectively, and thereafter their successors 
shall hold their office for the term of ten years, respectively. Said clerical and lay 
trustees shall be members of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and shall be chosen 
in the first instance b^the Convention of the Diocese of Ohio; and all vacancies 
that shall occur in said number of clerical and lay trustees, or their successors, 
by death, resignation, or otherwise, shall forever, and as often as the same may 
occur, be fill^ by the remaining members of the Board of Trustees, a majority 
of the members so remaining being necessary to such choice; provided, that in 
case the Diocese of Ohio shall be divided, idl vacancies shall be so filled as to 

S've, as far as practicable, an equal number of such trustees to each of said 
iooeses. And the Board of Trustees may, in its discretion, declare the office 
of any trustee so chos^ for ten years, to be vacated, whenever, having been duly 
notified, he shall have failed to attend a meeting of the Board for two consecutive 
Tears, and his place shall be filled by the remaining members of the Board, as 
hereinbefore provided for filling vacancies. 

f ARTICLE TV. 

There shall be also six additional members of said Board, to wit, three clerical 
and three lay trustees, to be chosen by the Convention of the Diocese, as follows: 
At the first election occurring under this amended Constitution, one-third of 
said clerical and lay trustees, so to be elected, shall be designated to hold their 
offices for the term of one year, one-third for the term of two years, and the 
remaining third for the term of three years; and subject to this provision , the 
term of office of said trustees shall be for three years, or for a shorter period in 
case of an election to fill vacancies occurring before the expiration of a full term. 
In case the Diocese of Ohio shall hereafter be divided, then, as to said last men- 
tioned six trustees and their successors, all vacancies that shall occur thereafter 
shall be so filled as to divide said last mentioned six trustees, as nearly as may 
be, equally between and among all the Dioceses into which the present Diocese 
of Ohao may be so divided, in the order of seniority. But if said Dioceses shall 
increase to four, or more, then each of said Dioceses shall be entitled to a repre- 
sentation of two trustees in said Board, which shall be ipso facto enlarged to 
that extent for such purpose, ^id trustees shall be elected by the Conventions 
of said Dioceses by ballot, or in case the Convention of any such Diocese shall 
at any time adjourn without filling a vacancy which it may have the right to fill 
as aforesaid, then, and in all such cases, vacancies may be filled by the Conven- 
tion of the Diocese in which said Seminary may be situated. 

ARTICLE V. 

Four additional tnistees may be appointed by the joint vote of the Alumni of 
the Theological Seminary of the Diocese of Ohio and the graduates of Kenyon 
College, who shall be graduates of three years' standing respectively, to wit: two 
dericil and two lay trustees to be selected from said Alumni and graduates 
respectively; said four trustees to be elected by ballot. The vote to be given

Xllth Axtkks of this Coostxtntioa. 

ARTICLE XL 

If at any time the General Coorentioo of tbe Protestant Episcopal Churdi in 
Ibe United Slates of America shall, by resolution entered in their journals, dc 
dare any rule, resnhuion, sutute, or other prooeedin/^ of the Board of Trustees 
hereby constituted, to be contrary to the doctrine, discipline, constitution and 
canons of the Church, or to the coarse of study prescnbed by tbe Bishops, such 
mle. rq;uIatioo. statute, or other proceedings shall thenceforth cease to have 
cfiect, and shall be considered as abrogated and annulled. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Tbe Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
Amoica shall, indiridually, axxl any two or more of them, be visitants of the 
Sconnaxy, to take care that the course of disdi^ine and instructioa be oonfonn-

able to the preceding provisions. And it shall be lawful for any one of the 
Bishops afoxesaid, at any time, to institute, in his own name and character of 
Bishop, any proper legal process to enforce and secure the administration of tho 
Seminarv according to the foundation herein prescribed. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

The Board of Trustees having heretofore established a College with the nec- 
essary preparatory schools, as heretofore in the ist article hereof recognind, 
and subject to the Xlth and Xllth Articles of this Constitution, and with a 
President and Faculty, and with power to make all needful by-laws, and to 
appoint and remove all Professors and other officers necessary to the govern- 
ment and prosperity of said College, it is hereby declared that the College and 
preparatory schools mentioned in the first article herein are a continuation of 
the same; and it is hereby provided, that the President of said College be ap- 
pointed on the nomination of the Bishop who may be President of the Board, 
and in case he shall not so nominate within two months after being requested so 
to do, by the Board of Trustees, then they shall proceed to elect a President 
without such nomination; provided that his Episcopal supervision and authority 
be understood as embracing the spiritual interests of the College and its pre- 
paratory schools, and that the present property of the said Seminary, whatever 
use the trustees may permit the College to make of any part thereof, shall 
always remain exclusively the property of the Seminary. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

This Constitution may be amended bv the concurrent vote of the majority of 
the Bishops who may be members of the Board, a majority of the Board of 
Trustees, and a majority of the Convention of the Diocese in which the Semi- 
nary xnay be situated; provided that no alteration or amendment whatever be 
made in this Constitution whereby the funds of the Seminary, raised in England, 
be appropriated to any other use than the education and theological instructioii 
.of students for the ministry in the Protestant Episcopal Church. This proviso, 
Ixiwever, does not preclude the lawfulness and constitutionality of esta^lishhig 
a College, and making provision, as far as practicable, for the admission of other 
itndents, at their own expensei to the benefit of a CoUc^ education.

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whole Church, it was resolved that our Rectors, Superintendents, and Sunday 
sdiolars, throughout the United States, be invited, and urged, to unite in de- 
voting tbdr Lenten offerings to the cause of missions. Bishops who have not 
heretofore co-operated in this plan are now especially urged to give it their en- 
dorsement. I am among this number ; and now very heartily comply with the 
call from our Church. The object is the best. 

The need is more than usually pressing in both departments of our missionary 
work ; as yon are no doubt aware, from reading the Spirit of Missions, 

As a part of our method of educating the children of the Church in the blessed 
grace of charity, the plan is exceedingly valuable : for they are to be taught to 
exercise sdf-denial during the approaching forty days ; and therefore no object 
should be presented for their gifts, which bos in it any element of selfishness. 
Excluding therefore all purposes, Diocesan, Parochial, or related to the Simday 
school, they will be taught to fix their thoughts on the great world of ignorance 
and suffering, and to labor that the Gospel, which is the only effectual remedy, 
may be effectually and universally proclaimed. This largeness of view will 
enlarge their charity, and prepare it for grander efforts in the fiiture.

For the flock 
always, and properly, waits to move until the shepherd leads the way.

FOREIGN MISSIONS.— TO THE PASTORS. 

Epiphany, 1884. 
Rev. and Dear Brother : — ^The Foreign Missionary work of our Church has a 
special and rightful claim on our hearts at this moment. And not only on our 
sympathy, but on our activity in showing that we feel. The degree of our feel- 
ing can be accurately measured by the effort we make to advance the cause. 
The appeal which I send with this, is full of the argument of facts. They pre* 
sent the necessity for my urging the appeal ; and give you a large basis for the 
leverage by which you may move your people. On the fourth page you have 
results : not anticipations, but things done : work accomplished. We now have 
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only to cany forward the work ; to build upon a sure foundation. You will per- 
mit me to sug£:est and to urge, that, as a Diocese, we shall unanimously reply 
to the appeal, by giving every member of our congregations an opportimity to 
contribute to this cause ; and, if possible, on the same day. 

The Ecclesiastical season suggests the Time. 

The necessity for giving full notice, suggests the Day. I propose — ^unless you 
have already made, or announced, a collection for the object, during this Epi- 
phany — that we shall use the third.Sunday after Epiphany for this purpose ; and 
give an explicit notice of it on next Sunday, 

For my motive in making this suggestion— "The love of Christ constraineth 
us." For choice of objects — Christ's last command, "Go ye into all the worid, 
and preach the Gospel to every creature, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost." For selection of time — the 
Church's appointment of Epiphany — "The manifestation of Christ to the Gen- 
tiles" — as the season when we shall manifest the reality to Him, by our liberality, 
our charity, in sending the Gospel to those who have not heard of our Saviour. 
The opening words of the Epistle for next Sunday are ringing in my ears.

MISSION TO THE JEWS. 

Cleveland, January x6, 1883. 

Dear Brethren : — More than fifty Bishops of the Church have recommended 
that an offertory shall be made on Good Friday on behalf of Missions to the 
Jews. I beg to urge, as I have heretofore, that the Clergy of this Diocese unite 
in commending this important subject to their people on that day. 

The fact that the Society has become auxiliary to the Board of Missions im- 
plies the necessity for greater exertion on the part of every member ; for an aux- 
iliary's function is to aid, not to hamper. 

A more weighty consideration is that the tenacity of the hold of the Jews oa 
their religion is giving way. At least, in Ohio, it is stated on authority that 
only one-half of the Israelites are orthodox, and only a small portion of these are 
attentive to the Mosaic law and rituaL If so, now is the opportunity for Chris- 
tianity to rescue them from infidelity on the one hand, and from indifference or 
hopelessness on the other.

Gambier, Ohio, May 12, 1884. 

Dear Bukop : — I am sure a word from the Bedell Mission will be of interest to 
you. Our Lenten services were well attended, both on Friday evenings and 
Sunday afternoons, and always with an increasing interest. On Easter day we 
had a large number in attendance, and a joyful time for the children. As we are 
all poor people, it took most of our Lenten offerings to pay the necessary ex- 
penses of the mission. We had, however, a small amount ($3.55) to send to For- 
eign Missions. Although we are not able to contribute much money to the Mis- 
sionary cause, we can do one thing, we can consecrate our lives to the service of 
Christ, and thereby be the means of manifesting Him to some poor souls in our 
■little mission work. This I believe many of our people have done. It would, 
00 doubt, be a real joy to you to see the real earnestness of these poor people. 
One of our own Mission people, a young lady who was confirmed about two 
years ago, is teaching the infant class with yery go^d success. She has from ten 
to fifteen children every Sunday, whom she teaches in the Calvary Catechism. 

By the kindness of friends at Gambler, we were enabled a short time ago to 
place in our little school-house, a good substantial book-case. But we have no 
books to put in it except our Bibles, Prayer bo<^ and Hymnals. If some one 
Interested in Mission work would contribute something to furnish a library of 
books far those people to read it would aid us greatly in carrying on the work. In 
many houses there is not a book except those which their children study at the 
public school. I have been asked for over three dozen copies of " Why Am I a 
Churchman?" This will give you some idea how anxious the people are to 
learn the truth concerning our Church. We will, with grateful hearts, receive 
anything anyone may desire to give for this work. I am praying God to help us 
now. This is all I can do, but I trust Him for the rest. I believe He will pro- 
vide for us in some way. Douglas J. Hobbs.

The lower dasses of German diurch people* 
who yet believe, ate so utterly void ai any knowledge and a{^>reciation of the im- 
portanoe of church poiicy. and so iU in their church customs, that it seems 
almost impassible to move their prejudxces. First of all they need the Gospd in 
spirit, life and power; the form sd Gospiri communion should never be pressed too 
hartL Is human life not too short and precious to be spent for forms, although 
%ey be most perfect? People ate only so much enthusiastic for a godly Bishop* 
as they are for the Bishop and Shepherd of their souls.

There is one fact in his history which may possibly be 
of some interest and encouragement to young men who are desirous of studying 
for the Ministry, but are deterred firom doing so by the difficulties attending the 
acquirement of the requisite education. It is that during the whole period of 
his preparation for the Ministry, he supported himself entirely by his labors as 
an organist and teacher of music. During the five years or more that he spent 
at Andover in the Academy and Seminary he walked to Salem, ao miles, every 
Saturday afternoon, played the organ in a church on Sunday, and walked back 
to Andover on Monday morning in time for his recitations. During his four 
years in College he walked four miles and back every Sunday on the same duty. 
Is it not possible that one reason why the Clergy have of late years lost so much 
of their influence on society, is that there has been a great falling off in the 
earnestness of purpose which was exhibited by so many of the older Qergy in 
their efiforts to obc^ the call of the Spirit ?

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RULES OF ORDER. 



Rule I. The order of proceedings shall be as follows : 

FIRST DAY. 

(i.) The Convention shall meet in the evening for the purpose of Divine 
service and the Convention Sermon. 

(2.) The Secretary of the preceding Convention, if present— if not, some 
other person appointed by the chair — shall call the names of Qcrgy entitled to 
seats (Const., Art. IV.), and enter on the minutes the names of those present. 

(3.) The Secretary shall call the names of the parishes entitled to representa- 
tion ; and, as called, the certificates of the I^y Delegates of the parishes repre- 
sented shall be laid on his table. 

(4.) The President will appoint a Committee on Credentials, consisting of 
one der^man and two laymen, to receive, examine and report upon the creden- 
tials of Lay Delegates (Title I.. Canon 2). In case alternate delegates claim 
the right to seats in the Convention, the fact must be made known to the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, who shall report thereon ; and the persons reported by 
that Committee as entitled to seats (not exceeding three from each Parish), 
whether regulars or alternates, shall, if the Convention approve such report, be 
entered upon the roll of the Secretary as properly accredited delegates. 

SECOND DAY. 

(5.) After Divine Service, including the Lord's Supper, the President shall 
take the chair, and call the Convention to order, when the Order of Proceedings 
shall be as follows : 

(6.) The Secretary shall call the names of the Lay Delegates, as the same 
shall have been reported by the Committee and adopted by the Convention, and 
enter the names of those present on the minutes ; after which the President shall 
declare the Convention organized for business. 

(7.) The Committee on Credentials shall next report on the application (if 
any) of new Parishes for admission to the Convention (Title II., Canon x, § 4, 
of the Digest) ; and when received the Secretary shall call and enter on the min- 
utes the names of the Lay Delegates representing said Parishes. 

(8. ) The election by ballot of a Secretary, who shall have power to appoint 
an Assistant. 
(9.) Appointment by the President of five Standing Committees: 

I. A Committee on Unfinished Business, consisting of one clergyman 
and one layman. 

II. A Committee on Finance, to consist of seven laymen, to whom 
shall be referred the Treasurer's report, the assessment of the Parishes, 
and all matters of a financial nature not specifically referred to any other 
committee. 

III. A Committee on Canons, to consist of two clergymen and two 
laymen, to whom all matters pertaining to the Constitution and Canons, 
and all matters of law, shall be referred. 

IV. A Committee on Missions, to consist of four clergymen and four 
laymen, to whom shall be referred the reports of the Missionary and Edu- 
cation Committees of the Diocese, and all other matters pertaining to 
these subjects. 
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V. A Committee on the Next Convention, to consist of two i^lergy- 
men and two laymen, representing different sections of the Diocese, to 
whom all propositions respecting the place of holding the next Conven- 
tion shall be referred without debate. 

(8.) Nominations for — 

i. Standing Committee of the Diocese. 

ii. Missionary Committee, 

iii. Education Committee, 

iv. Deputies to General Convention (triennially).

Rule II. — When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand, unless to address the Chair. 

Rule III. — No member shall absent himself from the service of the House, 
unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

Rule IV. — Whenever any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Convention, he shall rise from his seat, and, with due respect, 
address himself, in an audible voice, to the President, confining himself strictly 
to the point in debate. 

Rule V.— No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, with- 
out leave of the House. 
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Rule VI. — While the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and not hold any private discourse. 

Rule VII. — Every member present shall vote when a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention ; and, on a vote by orders, the name of the Presiding 
Officer shall be called last 

Rl'le VIII. — When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be 
made, unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone it indefinitely, to postpone it 
to a certain time, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it ; and motions for any 
of these shall have precedence in the order herein named. 

R17LE IX. — A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 

Rule X. — A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and, if unqualified, 
shall be decided without debate. 

Rule XI. — No motion shall be considered as before the House unless it be 
seconded, and reduced to writing when required. 

Rule XII. — A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment 
of the Convention, and shall not be again considered during the same session ; 
but, a question being decided, may be reconsidered, with the consent of two« 
thirds of the members present, on a motion to that purpose by one of the ma- 
jority on the first decision. 

Rule XIII.— All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

Rule XIV.— The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
entered on the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requir- 
ing any action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accom- 
panied by a resolution or resolutions for its consideration. 

Rule XV. — All questions of order shall be decided by the President, in the 
first instance ; but any member may appeal from such decision, and on such 
appeal no member shaJl speak more than once without leave of the Convention. 

Rule XVI. — Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church not entitled to 
seats, and candidates for Holy Orders in this Diocese, shall be admitted to the 
sittings of the Convention, and their names entered on the journal, on reporting 
themselves to the Secretary, but without the right of taking any part in the 
proceedings. 

Rule XVII. — Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the minutes 
of the last day's proceedings shall be read, corrected if necessary, and approved. 

Rule XVIII. — The Rules of Order may be suspended on a vote of two-thirds 
of all the members present. 

Rule XIX.— The above shall be the Rules of Order of all future Conven- 
tions, unless altered or rescinded, and shall be published in the Journal of each 
Convention.

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Ohio begs leave to report as fol- 
lows : 

That the newly elected Standing Committee, consisting of Rev. N. S. Rulison, 
D.D., Rev. E. R. Atwill, D.D,, Rev. R. L. Ganter. D.D., S. N. Sanford. W. J. 
Boardman and J. H. Devereux, though elected May 32, 1884. owing to pecu- 
liar circumstances, did not meet for organization till the second day of July fol- 
lowing. The organization resulted in the unanimous choice of Rev. Dr. Rulisoa 
as President and S. N. Sanford as Secretary. 
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May 24. 1884. — The Bishop of the Diocese being about to sail for Europe,

Each Convocation shall elect its own Dean, who shall be qualified for office when 
his appointment is approved by the fiishoj). 

2d. That a new j^ iii. shall read as follows : 

^ iii. The Dean shall preside in the absence of the Bishop, and shall superin- 
tend so much of the work of Convocation as the Bishop may commit to his 
charge. 

3d. That the remaining sections of the Canon be renumbered to correspond 
with this amendment. 

The Parochial Reports were then called for and laid on 
the Bishop's table. 

The Rev. Dr. Bodine presented the following report 
of the Committee of last Convention on the quarter-cen- 
tury celebration of Bishop Bedell's consecration : 

QUARTER CENTURY COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The undersigned, a committee appointed to arrange for an apprbpriate cele- 
bration of the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the Consecration of the Rt. Rev. G. 
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T. Bedell, D. D., beg leave respectfully to report that the anniversary ceremo- 
nies were held in St. Paul's Church, Cleveland, on the evening of the 27th of 
October, A. D.. 1884, and were very largely attended. After Divine Service, 
conducted by Rev. Drs. Burton, Bo]Ies and Atwill, and the Kt. Rev. Alfred 
Lee, D. D., Presiding Bishop, addresses were delivered by Gen. J. H. Devereux, 
who acted as chairman; by Rev. Drs. Bronson. Ganter, Bodine and Burr; by ex- 
President Hayes and the Rt. Rev. Wm. B. Stevens, D. D. A brief response 
was made by Bishop Bedell. The occasion was one of remarkable satisfaction 
and enjoyment. A pamphlet was afterwards printed containing the addresses 
made, and the letters received and read from men distinguished in Church and 
State. Copies of this pamphlet were sent to all the Clergy and to many of the 
laity of the Diocese.

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The Rev. Dr. James also presented and read his re- 
ports as Secretary and Treasurer of the joint Education 
Committee, as follows: 

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE JOINT EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 

The failure of candidates for the Ministry constrained the Joint Committee 
last year to make some special effort to awaken the interest of the Church in this 
cause. They authorized and requested the Secretary to present it in the 
churches of Ohio, and the adjoining States. They imposed two conditions : 
that only actual traveling expenses should be paid, and that offerings for the 
Committee should be m<ide in the churches visited. The tirst condition has 
been complied with ; almost all the churches have given oflcrings. and the re- 
mainder, with few exceptions, have promised them at an early date. The sum 
raised has far exceeded the expense. The Board of Trustees of the Seminary 
also requested the Secretary to engage in this work, provided no duties in Gam- 
bier should be neglected. This condition also has been observed. 

The Secretary has to thank his brethren for the cordial reception they have 
given his mission. President Bodine kindly arranged with him their joint Sun- 
day duties in Gambier, so that he has had two Sundays each month for this 
service. He has addressed twenty-nine churches and twenty-three Sunday 
schools on the subject of the Ministry. His effort has been to awaken inter- 
est and stimulate prayer in the Church, rather than to secure immediate results. 
He trusts that some good effect will flow from it in time. 

Perhaps few arc aware how serious is the failure of candidates in our section. 
According to Whittaker's last Almanac, the two dioceses in Ohio, and thobe of 
Chicago, Quincy and W. Michigan, with over 26,000 communicants, failed, in 
the year reported, to add a single new recruit to the ranks of the Ministry. 
These and seven others, contiguous dioceses, reported over 60,000 communicants, 
nearly 6,000 of whom were destitute of regular pastoral care. The whole 
Church, with almost 400,000 communicants, added only ninety-nine new minis- 
ters to her list in that period. Minnesota and Virginia show what might be done 
• by earnest and persevering effort. With not 20,000 communicants together, 
they have thirty candidates for Holy Orders. Could not like efforts, by God's 
blessing, produce like results in our section? How the Church in our midst 
would im built up by such <a stream of laborers ! Efficient seminaries have, 
doubtless, done much in the two dioceses named, but the result is due much 
more to the prayers and interest of all the chuiches. Shall we not teach our 
people to pray the Lord's prayer for laborers? Should we, could we, pray in 
vain at His bidding? Then we may " look out men " as in the old time of the 
Apostolic Church. Is not this an interest sorely needing to be built up, by the 
Master's help, for the Master's kingdom ?

On motion of Dr. Tatpan the proposed amendments to 
the Constitution of the Theological Seminary and 
Kenyon College, found on pages 62 3 of the Journal of 
1884, were referred to the Committee on Canons. 

Rev. F. B. Avery, in the absence of Rev. Mr. Morgan, 
read his report as Secretary of the Missionary Committee, 
wkich was referred to the Committee on Missions : 

report of missionary committee. 

The Nf issionar>' Committee elected by the last Convention held no meeting 
until September last, owing to the fact of the absence of the Diocesan and the 
Missionary Secretary. Rev. (now Bishop) Rulison, there being no provision in 
the Canon for any otiier person calling a meeting. 

The present secretary entered upon the duties and his office in September 
last, and reports that three meetings have been held during the year, and the 
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following communication published in accordance uitb acts of Convention therein 
mentioned :

Resolved, That the Missionary Committee be, and hereby are instructed to have 
a circular printed, and also envelopes printed for Diocesan Missions ; that they 
have every clergyman in charge of a congregation in the Diocese supplied with 
as many as woiDd suffice for every family in his jurisdiction, in time for each 
regular quarterly collection for this object. 

Resolved, That e%'ery such clcr^man is hereby requested to have every family 
in his charge supplied with one such envelope and circular, and that he further 
urge from the chancel, a more liberal and regular support of the missions of our 
Diocese. Geo S. May,

To the Churchmen of Ohio: 

Elngagcd in Mission work of the Diocese are fifteen clergymen dependent for 
their support more or less upon the contributions of the Parishes in aid of 
Diocesan Missions. Tlic work is faithfully performed under the supervision of 
the Bishop and the Missionary Committee, and the laborers are in every way 
entitled to the salaries promised them, based upon faith in the generosity of the 
Parishes throughout the Diocese. At the time of this writing there is not one 
cent in the Treasury, and on December ist the sum of $1,250 will be due the 
Missionaries, who stand in absolute need of the remittance. In order to secure 
the funds necessary for the continuance of our Mission work, the List Annual 
Convention authorized the publication of this circular and the distribution of 
the accompanying envelopes, in which you are kindly asked to place your Quar- 
terly Offering to Diocesan Missions, and place it upon the collection plate or 
hand it to your Rector before the Second Sundays in December, March, June 
and September. 

Journal t^th Annual Convention, pa^e 6j. 

Resolved, That each Parish, Mission Station and Chapel, recognized as such 
by this Convention, be requested to take up a collection for Diocesan Missions 
for the ensuing year, on or before the second Sundays of September, December, 
March and June. 

But the result in increased income scarcely justified the printing. At the 
request of the Diocesan the following communication was compared with the 
report of the Treasurer, and many Parishes noted as having made no collections 
during the Convention year, and these by no means the weaker churches: 

KoKOSiNG, Gambier, November II, 1884. 

Rev. and Dear Brother: Our Diocesan Missions need your prompt help. 
The Treasurer writes me yesterday, that he has not one cent in the Treasury, 
yet $1,350 are to be paid to our faithful fellow-laborers in the second week of 
December. I write this note preHminary to an appeal to know what steps you 
propose to take, and whether you desire that an appeal, from mc shall be added 
to your own more weighty words? May we not hope that in this emergency you 
will make personal appeal to individuals in your Parish and induce them to con- 
tribute quarterly to this cause as the Lord has prospered them. 

I shall trust to have a reply within the week, and am very anxiously, Yours,

N. B. — Your Parish has made collections during the Convention year. 

The Convention urges that Quarterly Collections be made before the second 
Sunday in each of the months of March, June, September and December." 



Since the beginning of the year Rev. Messrs. Pitman, Ramsey, Boyer and Bad- 
ger have withdrawn, and Lima, Canton and Ashtabula Harbor are left vacant. 
Rev. Edmund Burke has been appointed to Wellsville and Liverpool, and Rev. 
Chas. S. Witherspoon to Salem and New Lisbon. Rev. Mr. Hall has withdrawn 
from Geneva and Madison and devotes his entire attention to Willoughby, 
where the new church is flourishing under his pastoral care. 
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The entire amount appropriated under the present arrangement is $3i450^ be- 
ing a reduction of $350, with three Missions vacant, which were suppbed at be- 
ginning of year. 

At the last meeting of the Committee, April 13, 1885, the appointment of a 
General Missionary was decided upon, subject to the nomination of the Bishop, 
and a salary of $1,500 per annum, appropriated for such service. The Bishop 
hopes to raise this sum through the co-operation of the Sunday Schools, and has 
taken active means to effect the same. 

Messrs. Gray, Dunn and Collins have rendered effective service as Committee- 
men and lay visitants, and have proven valuable members uf the Committee.

Rev. the 
Bishop of the Diocese read his annual Episcopal 
Address : 

ANNUAL EPISCOPAL ADDRESS. 

Brethren Bkloved in the Lord: 

IN the good Providence of God , I am permitted to greet you in Convention at 
the close of a quarter of a ccntur\'. The year has been crowded with in- 
cidents, part belonging to the history of the Church at large, part to our 
Diocesan life. 
The centennial of the establishment of our Church in this country has 
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no less of interest to us than to other eastern Dioceses ; although this was not 
dreamed of, when Bishop Seabury assumed the mitre, and possibly you have 
followed the celebration of this Centennial in England with the more interest 
because your own Bishop was deputed by the House of Bishops to bear an ex- 
pression of gfratitude. and the greetings of the Daughter Church to the Vener- 
able Society, and to the Mother Church of England, through His Grace the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. It was a privilege for which I am deeply grateful 
to the partiality of my Brethren of the House of Bishops. In the execution of 
the trust, I was received with so many and peculiar tokens of cordial kindness 
by my brothers of the Church of England, and especially by His Grace the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, that I shall always cherish^the^recollection among 
the happiest memories of my life. 

As my chief duty was to bear to the Church of England an expression of grati- 
tude for its completion of our Episcopate, by the consecration of Bishop White 
and Bishop Provost, perhaps it was not inappropriate that the messenger should 
be one who, as a boy, had announced his intention to study for the ministry to 
the venerable and venerated Bishop White himself. He was my Diocesan. I 
shall never forget the gracious smile with which he welcomed me. I remember 
to this day the trembling pressure of his hand laid in blessing on my head. 

It was no small privilege to be able, among my brethren in England, to speak 
of the Patriarch of our American Church as one whom I had personally known, 
with whom I had been in ecclestical relations, and whom my father had taught 
me both to venerate and love. This is hardly the place for roe to speak of the 
incidents of that delightful visit. As it was official, I expect to make report of 
it to the body which gave me the commission. 

The state of my health deprived me of the privilege of meeting with other 
Brethren in the Centennial celebration at Aberdeen. But I shall have no other 
public opportunity of expressing my deep regret and disappointment, and my 
appreciation of the courtesies of the Primus of Aberbeen and the Bishop of 
Edinburgh. You are aware that immediately at the close of the last Conven- 
tion we sailed for Europe, hoyjing by that means to recover health. The voyage 
proved so far beneficial that I was enabled to fulfill the duties of my honorable 
mission. Unable to remain for the meeting of the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel, held in Egyptian Hall, I found a substitute in Rev. Dr. Rulison, 
then Bishop-elect. His speech before that distinguished assembly was received 
with great applause. 

Leaving London on July 2nd, that month was passed at the Baths of Ems, 
in faithful use of the waters, under the most approved advice ; but without 
benefit. The month of August, and until the 9th of September, was spent at 
the Rigi Kalt-bad, but the Alpine air failed to produce the usual benefit : and 
we turned our faces homeward, reaching Cleveland October 14th. 

CELEBRATION OF THE TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY. 

We were greeted with the Celebration of the Twenty- Fifth Anniversary of my 
Consecration. To the Committee which arranged for us so agreeable a wel- 
come, I desire to repeat in this public manner, what I have said more privately, 
that my words cannot adequately express my sense of their generous and frater- 
nal devotion. It is in the nature of such celebrations that exaggerated esti- 
mates should be uttered, when hearts are full. Apart from natural exaggera- 
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tions. the kind feelings expressed by my brethren, both Clerical and Lay, from 
beyond the Diocese and within it, as well as their considerate silences, made a 
deep impression on my heart. The subsequent gift to my wife, of a full length 
portrait of her husband, by the distinguished artist, Henry A. Loop, completed 
the generous courtesies of the Committee. 

AT GAM BIER. 

We returned to our home at Gambier. Doing occasional public duty. I 
awaited the season of Visitations in the Spring. A Bishop's work never ceases. 
Correspondence is incessant. Two mails each day, in each direction, leads now, 
even at Gambier, to increased correspondence. Five hundred letters per month 
given and received, is a moderate estimate of that part of the Bishop's work. 

SPRING VISITATIONS. 

On the ist of March I held my first Spring Visitation at Gambier; then 
removing to Qeveland, I commenced an extended Visitation. It has been 
interrupted for only one week, and that by a temporary and entirely unantici- 
pated disorder. Happily, by a kind Providence, our Brother, Bishop Rulison. 
granted me his efficient assistance for that^week. With this exception I have 
been permitted to complete the line of duty laid out for myself during the last 
three months, llie Visitation to Steubenville, by Divine permission, on next 
Sunday, will be included, as it was intended, in this year's report. 

CONSECRATION OF DR. RULISON. 

It would be impossible for me to be silent concerning this event. Nor would 
you forgive an omission to record, as an echo from your own hearts, the uni- 
versal regret with which we parted from Dr. Rulison. He had become one with 
us in a remarkably short time, and had won a way to our confidence, respect and 
affection, which was extraordinary. I shall enter into no speculations as to the 
influence which he >^ill exert in the Diocese of Central Pennsylvania and the 
Church at large. His work will testify for him. But for ourselves it will be a 
long while before we shall cease our regrets. 

MEMORIALS. 
We mourn the death of three of our Brethren during the p)ast year: 
The Diocese and the Church at large have common cause to mourn the decease 
of Rev. J. A. Brayton. He has not been engaged in the ordinary Pastoral 
work of the ministry during my Episcopate, but my acquaintance with him was 
as a valuable and successful educator. He laid the foundations for their pro- 
fessional training of many men now distinguished in the State as well as in the 
Church. His position as instructor led, of course, to a certain degree of retire- 
ment. His strength of mind and thorough cultivation, coupled with amiable 
firmness, secured both reverence and aflection from his boys, but were neces- 
sarily little known beyond that happy circle. He was fortunate in ha\ing such 
valuable assistance within his household as enabled him to offer at Painesville a 
Family School, and, in such labor for Christ he spent his strongest days, reaping 
his best earthly reward in the character and influence of the boys whom he had 
trained for their life-work. 

The Rev. John W. Clark, Rector of St. James' Church, in Cleveland, was 
very suddenly called fromfearthly labor to heavenly rest on the twenty- second of 
January in this year. Having been but a short time resident here, and in a 
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somewhat retired situation, he was little known among the clergy of our Diocese, 
but was well known by his labors in important fields in other dioceses. He was 
a iaithful and devoted Presbyter, an earnest Pastor and a genial companion. 
His death was sudden and almost without warning, and was another unexpected 
blow to the prosperity of St. James' Church, a struggling Parish which has been 
singularly unfortunate. The Rev. Dr. RoUcs, with leady brotherly sympathy, 
assisted the Parish in rendering all possible tokens of respect to the memory 
of our brother and in generous care for his afflicted family. 

In May the other brother to whom I have referred wiis called to his rest. The 
Rev. Samuel W. Welton was ordained a Priest on 22d May. 1884. and in less 
than one year, on the 7th May last, was released from his sufferings. This 
language is particularly appropriate, for .almost as soon as he had entered on his 
labors in Toledo he was stricken by disease. Bravely strugglinti: against its 
depressing influences, he did much valuable service in our ancient Parish at 
Maumee, now South Toledo, and more especially in Calvary Church, a mission 
of Trinity. Here he rapidly bound himself by close ties to the respect and love 
of his parishioners. But disease, which had seized on him. never released its 
hold. Hoping against hope, he labored on until labor became impossible. His 
was a well drilled and fully stored mind. His manner was impressive. His 
disposition affectionate and winning. His administration wise, prudent and 
faithful. The ministry had been his choice, the object of longing hope from 
childhood. His loss to us is great. Rut it cannot be that such preparation for 
a useful Ministry of the Word shall be in vain. He has surely entered on a 
higher service for the Lord whom he loved, nearer to the Throne. 

QUARTER OF A CENTURY. 

Returning to the subject of the 25th Anniversary of my Consecration, it can- 
not pass without leaving its wholesome lesson, and ought not to pass without 
our gaining some wisdom from its experiences. 

Grjwth of the Dioccse—ThQ first and most natural comparison is that which shows 

the growth of the Diocese, so far as respects increase of Parishes. I have caused 

a table to be prepared to appear in the Appendix, which shows the Parishes that 

founded the Diocese in 18 17, before the election of a Bishop. 5 Parishes in all, 

and all included in the Western Reserve, in the north-east of the State. Next, 

the Parishes which formed the Diocese when Bishop Chase presided at the first 

annual Convention, 10 Parishes added to the original 5. all of these in the south- 

eastern section of the State. Next, the Parishes in 1831. when Bishop Mcllvaine 

was elected. Next, those which formed the Diocese in 1859, when the present 

Bishop was consecnited. And last those which form the Diocese to-day. 1885. 

The comparison is very curious. The lists are so arranged, that one can see at 

a glance the Parishes which have survived in the whole State, the Southern 

Diocese being included. 

The growth is : 

1817 1818 1831 1859 1885 

5 15-39 91 153 

Of the original 5 P.irishes, 4 survive. Of the 15 Parishes in 1818, 11 sur\'ive. 

Of the 35 Parishes in 1831, 28 survive. Of the 91 Parishes in 1859. 8x survive. 

In other words, 23 Parishes have perished ; but the Church in the State of Ohio 

has increased from 5 to 152 Parishes in less than 70 years. 
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Geographical Position of Extinct Parishes. — A first important lesson is to be 
learned from the uniformity of the position of the extinct Parishes in respect to 
our larger towns and cities. With respect to our own Diocese, it is true that 
every extinct Parish has been deserted by its inhabitants. In some cases the 
very name has left the map ; although in general, a few houses remain to tell 
where a town once was. Where a town still exists, or it may be, flourishes* it 
will be found that the thriving Episcopalians have moved to some larger com- 
munity, leaving a remnant unable to maintain services. The question what 
should be our future policy towards these feeble remnants of Parishes, is a seri- 
ous one ; but until our people shall appreciate their privil^e of contributing 
generously to Diocesan Missions, they simplify the question. It is not what 
we ought, but what we can do. We can only sustain those Parishes -. hich give 
fair promise of success. It would be unfair to leave this estimate in its present 
shape; for, besides the Parishes which arc actually extinct, there are in our Dio- 
cese 12 threatened with extinction from precisely the same causes. Wc send 
to most of them Missionaries from year to year, but with diminishing prospects 
of usefulness. Gradually their pecuniary strength passes into the cities, and 
year by year a feebler remnant remains. 

We must not allow ourselves to be depressed by the state of things which I 
have described. We should realize that a marvellous change has taken place in 
the relations of communities in Ohio by means of railroad communications. 
The process is still in progress. We are to compare Ohio when all traffic was 
passing from the Ohio River on one side, and the Lake on the other, or the 
termination of the turnpike roads of Pennsylvania, through our canals, or along 
the east and west lines of staging. The towns that sprang up then are not 
altogether those which our railroads have nourished. And our railroads are not 
so solicitious as we might wish, to reach some of the \illages where our Churdi 
has been planted at an early {lay. Other and broader considerations decide 
their policy. Under that policy a few centers are created, and the population 
flows thither. I can hardly credit my own memory, that when I first saw Cleve- 
land, its population was said to be 22,000. It was then most beautiful for situa- 
tion, and its atmosphere was as pure as its aspect was lovely. But there were 
only 4 Parishes in the city, a fair proportion for the number of its inhabitants. 
The population during these 25 years has increased to nearly 225,000. It has 
lost somewhat of its beauty, but is increasing in grandeur. Tlie number of its 
Parishes and Missions has increased from 4 to 13. And it may be safely 
affirmed that every Churcli, and the larger ones especially, are indebted to some 
of the extinct Parishes, and to many of our feebler ones for the strength in 
which they now rejoice. I need not put the conseciuent and appropriate lesson 
into words. Nor, if they do not feel it without my words, would any appeal 
from me to those Parishes be other than futile. Our Missionary work must be 
mainly sustained by the Churches in Cleveland, Toledo, and Sandusky, or the 
progress of our Church outside of the few towns which can sustain their own 
Parishes must stop. 

[X. B.] A nota bene may be added, which if it be not agreeable is none the 
.less true, and it is to be hoped may be valuable. Knowing well the condition 
of our larger city churches, I am bound to say that, with the exception of Trin- 
ity Church, Cleveland, and Trinity Church, Toledo, no wealthier Parish in these 
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cities approaches its measure of duty in respect to our Diocesan Missions. 
Grace Church, Sandusky, formerly held an honorable position in this regard. 
The ablest Parish of themjall contributes the least. 

THE ADVANCE OF OUR CHURCH. 

On the other side, we arc to render thanks to Almighty God for the advance 
which our Church is making in its hold on the respect and regard of the com- 
munity. It is largely esteemed as a conservative power. It influences public 
sentiment. It prevents religious exaggerations. It is welcomed for its reliabil- 
ity as a teacher and its regularity in forms of worship. Except for a few viola- 
tions of the rubrics of our Prayer Book, as a general habit our practices of 
worship are renhirkably free from criticism. A few clergymen have misread a 
declaration by our House of Bishops, and construed a permission to divide ser- 
vices into an allowance tu omit some services altogether. Attaining to a better 
knowledge of the law, we cannot doubt that they will return to a truer regularity, 
and so avoid the just offense that they are giving to those who love the old wise 
ways of our venerable communion. 

RELAXATION. 

The declaration now referred to is in the following words, to-wit : 

" Resolved^ the House of Bishops concurring, that it is the sense of this Con- 
vention, that nothing in the present order of Common Prayer prohibits the separ- 
ation, when desirable, of the Morning Prayer, the Litany, and the Order for the 
Administration of the Lord's Supper into distinct services, which may be used 
independently of each other, and either of them without the others. Provided 
that, when used together, they be used in the same order as that m which they 
have commonly been used and in which they stand in the Book of Common 
Ptayer." 

But here is no permission to omit either of these services altogether. There 
was no such intention on the part of the House of Bishops. There is no fair 
implication of such a permission in the law itself. The rubrics require that, on 
the Lord's Day, Morning Prayer, the Litany, and the Communion Service shall 
be used. The relaxation permits either of them to be used apart from the 
others, but does not — for no Declaration of the General Convention could — abro- 
gate a law of our Ritual and pennit the omission of either. I beg my Brethren 
of the Clergy, who have fallen into this mistake, to reconsider their reading of 
the Declaration. The Bishop is not the only one who complains of the irregu- 
larity which has ensued. More than once parishioners have requested me to re- 
mind their pastors of this mistake, but I have thought best to wait until in this 
address I could reach the ear of all my brethren. 

FOUNDATIONS. 

A significant and equally painful lesson of these past 25 years is the very small 
increase of the foundations of the Diocese. After an existence of nearly 70 
years we should have in hand an Episcopal Fund. Our noble Diocesan institu- 
tions should have an income from investments putting them beyond want. An 
Episcopal residence in the principal city of the Diocese should be provided. A 
fund adequate to the necessity should be in hand for the aged and infirm among 
our Cla^. Some Hospital for the needy among oiu: own sick, suffering and or- 
phans should have been founded. None of these foundations have been laid. 
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THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 

Only one large donation has been made in response to my earnest appeal for an 
Endowment of the Episcopal Fund. We shall look with anxiety for the report of 
the remarkably able committee who have this subject in charge. It was hoped 
that if not by eloquent words, they might impress the subject by the better elo- 
quence of example, and so lead the Diocese to a happy unity of action in this re- 
gard. An Episcopal P'und is of much less importance to an able parish than to 
' one that is of feeblestrength, and itsobject is, chiefly, torelieve the smaller parishes. 
To the latter the assessment for the Convention Fund, or the Bishop's salary, as it 
is usually called, is a burden, and good people at an Episcopal Visitation are 
sometimes heard to say, "lliat is a pretty large price to p>ay for one sermon, 
even if it was from a Bishop." It is difficult to give to such congregations an 
idea of the necessity for, or of the exigencies or labors of, the Episcopal office, 
or indeed of their share in the value of it. Nor is it possible, under any rule 
of assessment, to proportion the burden fairly between these people of almost 
no means, and the wealthy churches of a Diocese. To the existence of a Con- 
vention Assessment is largely due the minimised idea of the Episcopal office, 
in many smaller Parishes of our Diocese. There is no possible correction, ex- 
cept the creation of an Episcopal Fund, the income of which, after it shall 
have realised thef sum of $50,000, should first relieve the feebler Parishes. It 
should be created by large donations from wealthy and generous church people. 
It should be sustained and increased by annual collections in every Parish, and 
the clergy should explain the object, and enforce it. Our lay people are not to 
be faulted for omitting to give to an object in which their Rectors have but half 
a heart, and for which they solicit a donation as if it were a charity, and even 
then with bated breath. 

INSTITUTIONS AT GAMBIER. 

We have every building at Gambler that we shall need for fifty years ; but our 
income fails, by the interest of at least $100,000. We need that sum by dona- 
tions or by wills. 

THE DISABLED CLEKGY FUND. 

A blessed legacy of $10,000 was left to the discretion of Bishop Mcllvaine 
for the comfort of the aged and infirm Clergy of Ohio. At the division of the 
Diocese the fund was divided, leaving $5,000 as our share. I resolved that the 
sum should be restored to its original amount. After ten years of incessant 
pleading at my visitations, this small sum of $5,000 was obtained, and the fund 
again amounts to $10,000. But it ought not to remain at that figure. I invite 
generous donations and special remembrance, by will, to this noble charily. 

HOSPITAL. 

No general provision has been made for the care of our own sick or suffering 
poor, or for our orphans. Except the delightful charity of Trinity Church in this 
city — its "Home," our Diocese carries no benevolence in its hand as it 
approaches the coming generation; nay, as it presses on to meet our Lord 
Christ, with what blank dismay we shall hear Him say. but not to us, " Inas- 
much as ye have done it to one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto Me." 
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CANDIDATES. 

In common with other Dioceses, we are suffering from the lack of Candidates 
for the ministry. The number has greatly decreased during the latter part of 
this period. The causes are obvious. I know of no correction and sec no hope, 
unless in a renewed outpouring of the Holy Ghost upon our Churches. We 
need revival of faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, of confidence in the reality of His 
sovereignty and the actuality of His Kingdom, and a consequent belief in the 
superiority of the interests of His religion to all other interests whatsoever. 
"When Christian parents shall educate their sons in the true view of the value of 
life work, and Christian sons shall appreciate that the labors of a ministry for 
Christ have compensations with which no other labor can compare, then our 
ranks will be full again. Then shall we have the class of men who are needed 
for these times. We do not want mere reciters of services, nor mere manipula- 
tors of Sacraments ; much less efteminate Priests, whose hearts are set on vest- 
ments and theatrical display. Still less do we need men who have no Creed, or 
who have lost fciith in the Atonement, and are afraid to speak of retribution to 
those who reject the mercies of God in Christ Jesus our Lord. We need in Ohio 
old-fashioned Preachers of the Gospel, as Martyrs and Reformers and Apostles 
understood it ; men who revere and delight in the Church, not alone Ijccause of 
its breadth and comprehensiveness, but because it is adherent to old ways and 
conser\'ative of unchanging tiuth. We shall hope for such a reaction in relig- 
ious sentiment as will supply us again with candidates of this mind. To them 
we offer a hearty welcome and the abounding hospitality of our institutions at 
Gambler. 

We are naturally reminded that during this quarter of a century a r.umber of 
institutions similar to those at Gambier have arisen west of Ohio, and that The- 
ological Seminaries, both West and East, have greatly extended their facilities 
for instruction. Placed between the Kast and the West, we arc, therefore, at a 
disadvantage, which in no small degree accounts for the decrease of the number 
of candidates in our own Diocese. Knowing tliat our Theological Education at 
Gambier is equal in value to that of any school, I urge upon those of our own 
scholars who are looking to the ministry to prefer it to the Eastern schools. It 
may not be any fault of instruction there, but it is the necessary result of their 
surroundings — the social position of the Church — that their students are imbued 
with ideas unsuited to the condition of our Church at home. At present we 
need men educated in Ohio for Ohio. 

TRAVELING. 

Devout gratitude is due to our Heavenly Father for His constant protecting 
care during the joumeyings of these 25 years. We have met with no accident 
nor disaster of any kind while traveling within the Diocese. I acknowledge 
again with many thanks the courtesies of the railroad authorities. It is a re- 
markable statement, and at the same time a just compliment to the .accuracy and 
punctuahty of the railroad system, that during this whole quarter of a century I 
do not remember ever to have lost an appointment by failure of railroad connec- 
tions. 



Turning now from thoughts specially suggested by the Anniversary, the present 
condition of the Diocese leads to important considerations.

DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 

The progress of our Missions is unsatisfactory. We can accomplish really 
very little, and can make no valuable advance until the Parishes enlazge oar 
Mission Fund. 

A General Missionary. — I have long felt the necessity for the services of a 
General Missionary, who shall not only examine into the actual needs of pro- 
posed fields, as no Bishop can do, but who will supply vacant stations during in- 
tervals and encourage desponding stations by his presence at crises in their af- 
foirs. I have now proposed that the children of our Sunday Schools shall 
undertake his support. They readily enter into my plan. But it will require, of 
course, the added interest and constant urgency of the P^tors. Without their 
co-operation the plan roust fail. I commend the project to the Convention, be- 
ing assured that its success will be of the utmost importance to the Diocese. I 
venture to urge upon both Pastors and Superintendents of Sunday Schools that 
minor objects may be postponed, or, if need be, sacrificed to this higher general 
interest. My suggestion is, that the subject be the prominent one for our 
Sunday scholars during the whole year, and that offerings be made for it when- 
ever no other topic is immediately before them ; that special offerings be made 
for it twice a year, during Advent season and during the weeks between Easter 
and Trinity Sunday ; that the first offering shall be named by the Christmas 
Festival, offered on that day in the Sanctuary, and immediately thereafter sent 
to the Treasurer ; that the other be named by the Festival of the Ascension, of- 
fered in the Sanctuary on Trinity Sunday, and then sent to the Treasurer. By 
this means I am sure that we shall have no difliiculty in supporting our Missicm- 
ary, and the Diocese will immediately feel the impulse of his zeal, energy and 
labors. 

VESTRIES. 

A provision, which is one of the happiest in our system, sometimes occasions 
disaster. It is a fact to-day. that some of our most important Parishes are vacant, 
and some have l:)een vacant for many months, because of the inaction of Ves- 
tries. I am not to criticise their reasons, but I am absolutely sure that no such 
indecision would be allowed to hinder the secular business of any one of these 
individual Vestrymen. A Canon authorizes the Bishop to arrange for the supply 
of such Parishes (after three months vacancy) at the expense of the Parish. It 
is a wise law, but until the Diocese can contrive some way by which the law will 
execute itself, a Bishop will probably hesitate to exercise such authority. 

EXTINCT PARISH. 

I regret to be obliged to report our Parish of St. Stephen's Church, Canfield, 
as extinct. It is reported to me by the Rev. F. B. Avery that the Vestry have 
sold the church. No information was given to the Bishop or the Standing 
Committee prior to the Siilc. llie proceeds are reported to have been used for 
the payment of a few debts, and the remainder for the Missionary work of the 
Diocese. The^Convention will take action under the Canon. 

THE CONVOCATIONS. 

The North- West Convocation, under the Chairmanship of Dr. Atwill, has been 
a complete success this year, and has done efficient work. The Cleveland Con- 
vocation has held one meeting imder Rev. Mr. Clendenin as Chairman. It was 
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profitable, and showed that the system is valuable if well worked. The North- 
East Convocation is to meet in Youngstown in July. The Central Convocation 
has not yet been called to meet. I suggest that each of these convocations will 
be more efficient if the Bishop be recognized only as the Pastor of the Pastors, 
and a President be elected by the members to be the real executive of each. An 
amendment to the Canon could easily be framed to effect the object. 

TIIL woman's auxiliary. 

No part of our common work gives us such undivided satisfaction as the 
Woman's Auxiliary. It extends to every active Parish in the Diocese, and in 
erery one is a centre of enthusiastic missionary labor. I trust that the last re- 
port has been read by all members of Convention. We have to lament the res- 
ignation of Mrs. Leslie, October 7th. 1884. from failing health. She was the 
first President, and to her labors, jointly with the energetic organizing power of 
Mrs. Armstrong as Secretary, was the success owing, humanly speaking. I 
have appointed Mrs. D. P. Rhodes, of St. John's Church, as President, and 
Mrs. C S. Bates, of St. Paul's, as Vice President ; and with Mrs. Armstrong as 
Secretary, the Society is moving on earnestly in its most useful work, blessing 
and blessed. I trust that this Auxiliary will be able to arrange its annual meet- 
ing at the time when the Church Temperance Society is to meet, next October, 
and that the meetings of the Convocation of Qeveland and of the Sunday 
School Associadon will coincide with these important gatherings of Church 
people. 

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL ASSOCIATION. 

An interesting and useful meeting of this Association was held early last Fall. 
We have suffered for want of the energetic push of the originator of the plan. 
There seems to be a peculiar indifference in our Sunday Schools to confer to- 
gether, or to be taught by the experience of others. Yet a comparison of 
methods of work, of modes of instruction, and of schemes of discipline, could 
hardly fail of being valuable. I hope that a meeting of the Association may be 
ananged for October, when other interesting meetings are to be held. 

THE DIOCESAN PAPER. 

The Convention has frequently recommended The Standard of the Cross, 
Bishop Mcllvaine, before his death, and I, during all these years, have continued 
to urge its support on Churchmen of Ohio. For, not only is it a necessity to us, 
but it deserves your patronage. Nevertheless it is sustained only by the self-sac- 
rifices of our worthy brother, Dr. French, and his family. It ought to be a 
source of income. It is only an occasion of expense. It is sustained solely for 
the sake of the Diocese. Its importance cannot be calculated by those who do 
not realize what continual efforts are being made by papers having capital, in 
other Dioceses, to supplant the Standard in its home. By the subtle influence 
of the press, they are endeavoring to undermine the foundations of truth in 
which we have heretofore rejoiced. Those of you who fail to read the Standard, 
but do read Church papers of another school of thought, are gradually, no 
doubt unconsciously, warped in your judgments as to principles and men, and as 
to the policy of your own Diocese. Were the Standard less worthy of your 
patronage. I should press the point the less ; but since I hold it to be the equal 
of any, I do earnestly urge that every Churchman who hears me will subscribe 
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to it, and use all proper influence to increase its circulation. I venture to think 
that at least every Vestryman should take, and should read, the Diocesan paper; 
first, that he may be fairly acquainted with the affairs of his own Diocese, and 
next, that he should not be ignorant of the general movements of the Kingdom 
of Christ in the world. But it is a fact, that, on an average, only two Vestrymen 
in each Parish are subscribers. Could we have in the list of subscribers every 
Vestryman, the Standard would be content. An opportunity wll be given dur- 
ing the session of the Convention, to every member of it, to act UF>on these 
hints. 1 trust that every non-subscriber will leave his name and subscription 
-with the agent. 

GENERAL TOPICS. 

Turning for a few moments to general topics, it is my duty to call your atten- 
tion to 

The /Revisions. — When I was a boy, the Prayer Book was made the object of 
reverence next to the Bible. The idea that any sacrilegious hand would attempt 
to amend either, was considered an impossibility. But I have lived to learn 
that nothing is sacred in a progressive age. I have lived to be compelled, in 
virtue of my ofhce, myself to propose to you the consideration of amendments 
in the Prayer Book. It will be your duty, my Brethren, either at the present 
Convention or the next, to instmct the deputies who will represent you at the 
General Convention of 1886 as to your judgment and decision concerning tlie 
" Proposed Book." I would suggest the advisability of appointing a joint com- 
mittee of clergy and laity at the present session to consider the subject, and re- 
port to the next Diocesan Convention. I have examined the book, and see no 
reason to change the opinion expressed in my last Address. It is due to the 
able Committee who had the subject in charge to applaud their general fidelity 
to their purpose not to alter the doctrinal statements of the Book in any partic- 
ular. Yet it is to he feared that the facilities which they have suggested for fre- 
quent administrations of tlie Lord's Supper will virtually deprave a doctrine. 
These help to concentrate the idea of the value of that Sacrament upon the mere 
act of eating and drinking the consecrated elements. Thereby is encouraged 
the false notion, that the act of Communion is a holier act than those of Wor- 
ship and instruction in the Gospel. There is a tendency in certain minds to con- 
centrate the faith of believers upon a presentation of Christ made by those sym- 
bols, rather than upon Christ Crucified for us ; Christ in the Bread and Wine, 
rather than Christ upon the Cross. It accords with the materialism of the age 
to prefer that which is seen to that which is unseen and solely an object of faith. 
Every encouragement of such a tendency, however unintended, is to be dreaded. 
But, aside from this, no proposed change in the Book is an improvement {tne 
judice) ; especially the substitution of a vapid prayer for the solemn briefer 
form of absolution ; every addition is a blot, especially the turning of the Beati- 
tudes of the Blessed Master into a Litany ; and every really valuable relaxation 
(of which there is more than one) can be as well accomplished by a nilric, with- 
out the necessity of re-forming a Ritual, which is one of the grandest heritage 
left us by our Fathers. 

As to the Revision of King James' Version of the Bible, it is enough to say 
that a dangerous experiment has met with no conspicuous success. The first 
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result has been to unsettle the common mind as to the credibility of the Word of 
God. The next has been to cause differences between the American and ]'2nglish 
revisers. The next, if enterprising booksellers have their way. will be the pub- 
lication of a third Bible ; the last of the kind bearing the imprint of the Ameri- 
can Committee. Thank God for the American Bible Society, which changes 
not! 

DIVORCE. 

On the subject of a revision of the laws of the State concerning Divorce you 
are aware that I have expressed my interest in an emphatic manner. I am Pres- 
ident of a League composed of citizens from all parts of the State, which is 
vigorously engaged in informing the public mind and so leading public sentiment. 
Its last meeting was held at Columbus during the session of the Legislature, the 
Governor of the State being one of the speakers. I do not recommend to the 
Con\'cntion the foundation of a like Association. But I do earnestly recommend 
that in some efficient manner you will express your Christian sentiment on this 
subject, and so strengthen our hands. We need the combined influence of all 
our Christian Churches. On this, which is a moral subject and in no sense 
political, our religious opinions may be expressed at the polls. 

I am not sure that our clergv are altogether as familiar with our Church laws 
on this topic as they ought to be. 

The Church Laws as to Divorce. 

" No minister, knowingly, after due inquiry, shall solemnize the marriage of any 
person who has a divorced husband or wife still living, if such husband or wife has 
been put away for any cause arising after marriage ; but this Canon shall not be 
held to apply to the innocent party m a divorce K>r the cause of adultery, or to 
parties once divorced seeking to be united again. If any minister of this Church 
shall have reasonable cause to doubt whether a person desirous of being admitted 
to Holy Baptism, or to Confirmation, or to the Holy Communion, has been mar- 
ried otherwise than as the Word of God and the discipline of this Church allow, 
such minister, before receiving such person to these ordinances, shall refer the 
case to the Bishop for his godly judgment thereupon. Provided, however, that 
no minister shall, in any case, refuse the Sacraments to a penitent person in 
imminent danger of death." 

Ministers are thus inhibited from celebrating the marriage of any person who 
has been divorced for any cause other than adultery. They are prohibited from 
admitting to the Lord's Table any one who has been divorced, except he tinno- 
cent party in a divorce for the cause of adultery. 

The decision of the courts as to the ground of a divorce cannot be reviewed 
by a pastor. If adultery was the cause of divorce, but for reasons the proper 
cause was concealed, it may be very desirable, and would be very gracious, for a 
Pastor to amend the record ; but I know of no ecclesiastical laws which would 
give him the right. If doubtful as to the facts, he is at liberty to refer the case 
to the Bishop. But if, after a divorce, either party marries again, unless the two 
are remarried, the other party (if innocent) is free under the law of Christ, and 
entitled to all religious privileges. 

I call the special attention of my Brethren of the Clergy to this definition of 
the law, for a clergyman who violates it renders himself liable to ecclesiastical 
censure. I have placed in the Appendix an opinion which I gave to a clergyman 
of another Church, who requested advice in an interesting case. 
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THE ENROLLMENT. 

I mentioned in my last Address the scheme of enrolling every member of our 
Church as a subscriber of five dollars towards a grand Missionary Ftind. I ap- 
plauded the plan, and I hope that it will reach the sum of millions. I hesiuted 
to appoint a treasurer until I could satisfy myself that the amount so raised 
would be certainly devoted to the endowment of Missionary Episcopates. On 
correspondence with the Committee, I learn that this is their expectation. 
Nevertheless, there must be no misunderstanding of the purpose with regard to 
that part of the Fund which is to be raised in our own Diocese. It will be con- 
tributed for the founding of our Missionary Bishoprics, and will be intrusted to 
the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society for this purpose alone. I have 
appointed Mr. A. H. Moss as Treasurer, who will be ably seconded by bis son, 
Chester H. Moss. Under their agency, and with the blessing of God, the plan 
cannot fail of success. 

THE CHURCH TEMPERANCE SCX^IETY. 

I was not altogether convinced by the forcible plea of Mr. Graham during our 
last Convention. Nor am I at present sure that the maintenance of a double 
pledge will secure the best results in encouraging Temperance. The experience 
of the Church of England seems strongly in favor of the plan, and the Rev. Dr. 
Coleman of our ovm Diocese sends us from Oxford an encouraging report (he 
begs his affectionate remembrance to the members of the Convention), acting as 
Secretary of the Church Temperance Society. It would seem to indicate large 
progress in that work. Still I am yet to be informed whether the ^owth of 
membership is not rather from those who are in no danger of intemperance than 
from those who have given loose rein to this appetite. It is certain that there is 
difference of judgment on the subject. Our Committee had hoped that the other 
side of the question would have been presented to us at this Convention by the 
Lord Bishop of Huron. He was prevented at this date, but has kindly prom- 
ised, D. v., to meet us in October next. We shall then be able to consider the 
subject on all sides, and can come to a conclusion. These remarks will explain 
to members of the Diocese why our Society has hesitated to take positive action.

Whereas, The Rev. Levi Boyer, a Minister of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America and canonically a resident of the Dio- 
cese of Ohio, has been, by the Standing Committee of said Diocese, duly pre- 
sented to me for trial for immorality under Title IV., Canon i, and Section i. of 
the Canons of said Diocese ; and, 

Whereas, He, the said Levi Boyer, has, under and in accordance with Sec- 
tion vi.. Canon i, Title IV. of said Canon, confessed the truth of the facts of 
which he is accused in said presentment ; now, therefore, I, Gregory Thurston 
Bedell, Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Ohio, do 
hereby proceed, according to the power vested in me by the Canons of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and the Canons 
of the Diocese of Ohio, to and do hereby depose him, the said Levi Boyer, from 
the ministry of said Church, and do declare that he henceforth be inhibited from 
the exercise of all ministerial duties as a minister in said Church. ' 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal, in the City of 
Qevelaud, in the Diocese of Ohio, this seventh day of June, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and eighty-five, and in the year of my conse- 
cration the twenty-sixth. G. T. BEDELL/BisAop.

The building of this beautiful Church is largely due to the untiring eflforts of the 
Missionary, Rev. F. M. Hall.

All Saints' Church, Cleveland.— Under the wise and patient adminis- 
tration of Rev. Mr. Kemp, the breaches of charity in this congregation have 
been healed, the church is overflowing, and there will be a speedy necessity for 
enlarging the limits of the building. It is hoped that the Cleveland Convocation 
will initiate a movement in this direction. 

Calvary Church, Sandusky.— Under the Rev. Mr. Nicholas, this Parish 
has grown ItronderfuUy. His methods have been judicious and sucoessfoL 
Elspecially to be commended is his establishment of a Working Men's Qnb, 
where, after the day's work is done, the members gather for reading, oonvem- 
tion and innocent amusement. A good library is furnished, and a supply of 
papers and pamphlets. A room is also provided where the younger people are 
furnished with proper games, but none that are subverted to gaming. The whole 
influence of the Rector and the Church, as I was informed by independent wit- 
nesses, has been most happy, and has actually changed the character of "Camp 
Town." 

Ashtabula Harbor. — My visit here was a very sad one. As there has been 
no necessity for anything more than an informal examination, it will suffice to 
report to the Convention that the minister had proved himself unworthy of his 
high office, and notwithstanding the holy and efficient labors of his noble wife 
had brought distress and dismay among the little flock. It was equally a surprise 
and a grief ; for if I had been called upon to name the most successful of our 
Missions, I should have named Asht<ibula Harbor. This evil result will, as we 
trust, be temporary ; and every effort is being made by their good neighbors of 
Ashtabula to limit the scandal and abbreviate the injury. The minister has been 
degraded. 

Jefferson, with its neighbor East Plymouth, was one of the oldest Parishes 
in the State. It appears in 1817 as St. James' Church. I may be mistaken as 
to this locality, but have always supposed that it was one of the few Parishes 
which Bishop Chase found existing when he entered the Diocese in 1818. 
Among discouragements which would have extinj[^ished the Church Hfe of 
almost any Parish, these brave souls have clun^ to their Church, hoping against 
hope. We are now making persistent efforts to supply them with sufficient 
ministrations, and earnestly hope that we shall be successful. 

Grace Church, Clyde, is another bright spot in our Missionary work. 
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Rev. Mr. Hamilton has labored with diligence, but he will agree with me that 
much of the credit of success under peculiar difficulties is due to the extraordi- 
nary energy and fidelity of a few lay people, women and men. In this case the 
Christian women have taken and maintained the lead. And the men, with more 
than usual good sense, have followed, constantly helping. To such a spirit of 
work success is sure. 

Defiance, Grace Church. — This Mission was founded, and has been man- 
aged by successful business men, working in business methods. They have 
built a fine brick Church, one of the most commodious of Parsonages, also of 
brick ; have never made an engagement which embarrassed them, and have al- 
ways paid the salary of their Rector promptly. Consequently the Church has 
taken a high place in the confidence and respect of the community ; and from the 
foundation has been exercising a happy formative influence in a town now rap- 
idly approaching the proportions of a city. The Church and its Rector are to 
be equally congratulated. 

Toledo, St. John's Church.— The pleasure which I had promised myself 
in visiting this Church, so dear to me by the memory of the faithful and beloved 
High, was interrupted. I was obliged to withdraw my appointment of visitation;. 
for I had become satisfied that the practices, now indulged in in conducting the 
services of St. John's Church,are contrary to the laws of our Church and opposed 
to its Protestant principles. I could not share in them without appearing to give 
them my approval. The Rector so far agreed with me that he offered to make 
some modifications on the occasion of my visit. But, rather than be placed in 
a position where I should have been obliged to protest, I preferred to absent 
myself; and on the subsequent Lord's Day I confirmed the class from St. John's 
at Grace Church, the Rector of which offered every hospitality. Except for 
these incidents my visitation at Toledo was greatly encouraging. 

Trinty Church and Grace Church have both paid off all remaining indebt- 
edness. Both Churches are flourishing. Episcopal influence is increasing rapidly, 
under the sound, conservative and energetic action of Rev. Dr. AtwilL 

Calvary Church also has grown. But the long illness of their beloved 
Rector, ending only in death, has caused them no little depression. 

My confirmations in Toledo reached the aggregate of 88. 

Mansfield, Grace Church. — Here I found a Church contented and 
thriving, as it might well be. For instead of choosing the incertitudes of youth- 
ful experimtnta, they have chosen to be blessed by aged experience. Rev. Dr. 
Bronson, at 8a years of age, continues to give them the benefits of his sound 
learning and wise pastoral gifts. The Diocese owes him much, not only for 
services in usual departments, but for having accepted the Secretaryship of the 
Society for the Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen, into which he has 
thrown himself with the zeal of youth and the discretion of age. He accom- 
panied me to 

Delaware, where I presided over the Annual meeting of the Society last 
named. And here I had the pleasure once again of meeting with the venerable 
Dr. Burr and Judge Jones, and many brethren very dear by the associations of 
the undivided Diocese. It was a great regret to all that Bishop Jaggar's health 
prevented his presence, and that we must still be anxious as to the recovery of 
our beloved brother. 
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Galion. — This, which I love to designate as our "Rail Road MissoD/'b 
thoroughly thriving. It is a rare thing to find five locomotive engineers in one 
Vestry. Their facility in driving, and their being so used to fire, keep things 
moving in our Uttle Church at Galion. They are ably seconded by other 
members of the Vestry, and the whole Church is at unity in itself, and evciy 
member fully responsive to the whole. The mutual respect and love of Rector 
and people complete the prospect of success ; especially, as he no longer sits 
solitary and alone in his beautiful Rectory. 

Oberlin. — Christ Church is reviving under the self-denying labors of Dr. 
Dimcan, of Elyria. But a decided effort must now be made to place it in its 
rightful and independent position. 

Lyme. — Trinity Church. Had I known how successful the Rev. Mr. JuKan 
had been in reviving our ancient Parish at Lyme, I should certainly have visited 
it But it was too late to change the arrangement when the information r vocbed 
me. Of the 14 confirmed at Monroeviile, 12 were from Lyme, and several are 
awaiting confirmation there. The result does great credit to Mr, Julian's eneigy 
and zeaL 

Medina. — ^This was my first sight of the beautiful Church which the Parish- 
ioners, aided by outside funds, have erected. It is of sandstone, of grayisl^tint 
The plan was by Mr. Lloyd, of Detroit, and saying this, I suflicienily certify to 
its gravity, excellence of proportion, elegance, convenience and solidity. The 
Parish was wise enough not to sacrifice any part of the plans to their own con- 
venience but to give them their intended completeness. And they have added 
well executed stained glass windows, a well toned organ, and an elaborate windov 
in the front. The young people contributed these last. Success is largely doe 
to the perseverance of the Rector's wife; and all the congregation share oar 
hearty congratulations. 

NoRWALK. — St. Paul's Church is greatly improved by tasteful decorations, and 
a very rich and valuable chancel window of stained glass has been placed in the 
•chancel in memory of the late lamented Rev. Dr. Watson, who for many years 
was the rector.

THE FUTURE. 

The future of the Diocese is in the hands of God. I am content to know 
that His unerring wisdom and abounding love are directing it. And yet He 
requires the exercise of a prudent foresight from one whom God has placed in 
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the responsible position of a ^hop. There have been occasions during the 
last two or three years when it seemed to me that my strength was diminishing. 
I am aware that ill health, especiaUy during the last two years, has curtailed my 
Tisitations. and made my absence from the Diocese longer than was desirable. 
The kindest and most loving consideration has met me on every side, both from 
Clergy and Laity. The only audible complaint has been from my own heart. I 
have arranged my visitation work in such a manner that the inconvenience to 
the Diocese has been reduced, to a minimum. During this last year, including 
three visitations alre^idy appointed, I shall have visited 52 out of the 63 really 
living churches — in some cases two or three being associated in one Parish and 
visited as such —and 6 out of the 8 which are counted Mission Stations, leaving 
altogether only 13 Parishes for my autumn work, which is not an unusual num- 
ber ; and of these, I am properly waiting until five of their Vestries shall choose 
Rectors, so that no actual work in this direction has been neglected, even in a 
year so much broken. At the same time I am conscious that many Brethren 
would have been gratified could I have entered with them more largely into the 
Missionary work of visiting the feebler Parishes. Taught by experience, I doubt 
whether I should have entered jnto all their plans had I possessed the strength 
of youth. I have tried it. I know that the Bishop is the most unsuccessful of 
«11 agents for the permanent establishment of a Parish in new ground. His 
visit, accompanied by Presbyters, has official prtstige, and his official words 
have weight out of due proportion. Wlien they are taken away the little band, 
lately so enthusiastic, are inclined to say. "This is not the Church which we 
agreed to support ; " and then, if the Missionary is to succeed, he must b^n 
again from the beginning, under depressing influences, and lay again the very 
first stones. Nevertheless,* there are many of my dear Brethren who are quite 
ready to run the risk, and who believe that if the Bishop were continually peri- 
patetic the Diocese would put on more signs of harvest. My opinion is that we 
are reaching the period which each Eastern Diocese has reached in its turn, 
when the chief Missionary work of the Diocese is to be done by stron^rer Par- 
ishes in the neighborhood of weaker ; particularly when the concentrated and 
intelligent action of city church life is to extend itself by chapels, which shall be 
gradually nurtured into independent existence. More and more the Bishop of 
Ohio will find his principal duty to be similar to that of Eastern Brethren — to 
watch over and press forward the life of permanent Parishes, and to encourage 
the Church institutions of the Diocese. 

However, there may be some Brethren who think that these opinions are th^ 
result of age rather than of experience. I recognize the fact that I am (67) 
seven years older than Bishop Mcllvaine was when I was called to assist him. I 
feel at present competent to my work, especially if my Brethren assist and en- 
courage me to husband my strength as they have done during this last year. At 
the same time, doubtless, I am not so impartial a judge as is the Diocese itself. 
I might be tempted to impose upon your favorable estimates too long. In that 
fear I now put the subject entirely in the hands of the Convention. 

CONCLUSION. 

Dearly Beloved in the Lord : — The subject to which I thus invite your 
attention is one of first importance and grave solemnity. I have spoken of it to 
no one, not even in the strictest confidence, determining to present it for the 
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first time when I can do so to your collective wisdom. You are assembled in 
solemn council. The promise of the Holy Ghost to ji[uide us is emphaticaDy 
yours. Under these impressions. Brethren of the Clergy and Laity, I do not 
ask for an Assistant Bishop, but at whatever time, now or in the future, you shall 
deem it for the best interests of the Diocese to elect an Assistant, I shall cheei^ 
fully welcome him. I purposely refrain from expressing any opinion as to the 
necessity or the wisdom of electing one. 

A Division of the Diocese may have occurred to some of you, but that would 
not meet the case. Nor is the Diocese too large for the executive care of one 
earnest, vigorous, active man, strong in the Lord, and in the power of his might; 
a man of physical strength and intellectual gifts and especially one who so on- 
derstands the Gospel that he makes "Christ and Him Crucified" the motive 
power in everything that he puts his hands unto. A division of the Diocese is 
not needed for efficiency in the work. Further, a division of the Diocese would 
imperil its prestige and power. We have already sufficient examples in the 
Church of the results of a fanatical desire for small Dioceses, one object of 
which, scarcely concealed, is to destroy the equality of Bishops, to create 
Provinces, and to introduce a higher Executive, as Metropolitans and Arch- 
bishops. But, whenever it shall be desirable.* an Assistant Bishop will furnish 
the co-operation necessary. 

I do not wish you. my Brethren, at any time hereafter, to wait for me to pro- 
pose it. It is to be understood that I shall at no time regard such a proposition 
with disfavor, provided that it shall be made amongst the solemnities of an 
assembled Convention. But lam willing to continue in the full charge of this 
blessed work, which, fur a quarter of a century has been my joy and crown, if 
such is the preference of the Diocese, until the will of our Lord towards me Is 
made more clear. 

I commend you, Brethren, to Him, and to the word of His Grace.

In relation to the resolution requesting the Committee on Canons to determine 
whether there is anv conflict or not between the Constitution and the Canons 
relative to the qualincation for lay membership in the Convention, and asking 
the Committee to recommend such amendments as may in their judgment be 
advisable, and in relation to a proposed amendment of Canon a, TiUe 1., the 
Committee respectfully recommend the adoption of the proposed amendent. to- 
wit : The striking off from said Canon the following words : ' ' And that the 
semi-annu£d dues to the Convention fund of the Diocese are either fully paid, or 
application has been made for relief in accordance with the Canon." 

On motion the report was accepted and the amend- 
ment adopted. 

Dr. Tappan, on behalf of the Committee on Canons, 
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reported the following resolution, which was approved, 
and lies over for final action of next Convention: 

Resolved, That Article 2 of the Constitution be amended by substituting 
"second Tuesday of June " for " third Wednesday of May." 

The Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D. D.,of the Church 
Mission to Deaf Mutes, was introduced by the Chair, 
and briefly addressed Convention. 

Dr. Tappan, in behalf of the Committee on Canons, 
reported favorably on the action of the last Convention 
approving certain amendments to the Constitution of the 
Theological Seminary and Kenyon College, found on 
pages 60-61 of the Journal of 1884, and the said amend- 
ments, with the exception of the amendment of Article 
v., were adopted. [See Appendix.] 

Rev. Mr. Chittenden and Rev. Mr. Coxe asked and 
obtained leave of absence. 

On motion of W. J. Boardman it was unanimously 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of th^ Diocese be allowed two per cent, on the 
gross amount of his receipts. 

On motion of Dr. Tappan, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted, congratulating the Rev. Dr. 
Bronson on the approaching fiftieth anniversary of his 
ordination : 

Resolved, That this Convention extends to the Rev. Dr. Bronson its hearty 
congratulations upon the approaching semi-centenial anniversary of his ordina- 
tion ; that it rejoices in the continuous and very valuable work which during 
fifty years of labor in Ohio he has been enabled to do for Christ and his Church ; 
and that it earnestly hopes that his useful life may be prolonged, and that his 
dedining years may be full of the blessings of the Gospel of i>eace. 

Rev. Dr. Bronson briefly responded to the sentiments 
of the resolution. 

Rev. Mr. Nicholas moved the following resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted, the motion being put 
by the Secretary : 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Convention be tendered to the Rev. Mr. 
Kemp and the different committees for their courtesies, to the ladies of the par- 
ish who have provided such bountiful and luxurious lunches, and to the mem- 
bers of St. John's church generally for their kind and generous hospitality. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Convention be tendered to Bishop and Mrs. 
Bedell for their very delightful reception, and that we congratulate them on the 
measure of renewed health and strength that the loving Father has vouchsafed 
them. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be adopted by a rising vote. 

The Treasurer was directed to pay the usual fee to the 
sexton of St. John's Church. 
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On motion of Dr. Tappan, the Bishop was requested 
to appoint a new Managing Committee for the Ohio 
Branch of the Church Temperance Society. 

Rev. Dr. Bates, on behalf of Mr. Delano, moved the 
following preamble and resolution, which were adopted : 

Whereas, This Convention has listened with much interest to that part of 
the Bishop's Address in favor of the Standard of the Cross, and heartily ap- 
proves of the same'; therefore 

JResolvedt That the Rectors of parishes in this Diocese be requested to bring 
this important matter to the attention of the Vestries — and to solicit earnestly 
the subscriptions of individual vestrymen, and that all vestrymen be requested 
to seek to extend the subscription list of the Standard of the Cross,

Report of Rev. A. W. Mann, General Missionary to 
Deaf Mutes. 

1 beg to report having held services for deaf mutes only, and participated in 
combined services, at the following places within the Diocese, during the Con- 
ventional year just closed : Cleveland, Grace Church ; Sandusky, Grace 
Church ; Mansfield, Grace Church ; Norwalk, St. Paul's Church ; Youngstown, 
St John's Church ; Gallon, Grace Church ; Kenton, St. Paul's Church. 

The work which I have also performed at Columbus. Southern Ohio, is re- 
lated to this Diocese, in that many of the pupils of the State School are from 
Northern Ohio. Several were baptised and confirmed whose homes are in this 
Diocese. 

The congregations at both classes of services have been arge. As usual, 
many of the deaf mutes attending came long distances. It should be under- 
stood how disadvantageously they are situated with respect to spiritual priv- 
ileges, not being able to participate in the oral worship of their hearing brethren, 
and the Church, with all her systematic endeavors, is able at present only to 
give them occasional services, weeks or months apart. Her force of mission- 
aries versed in sign language is very small. Loss of sight does not deprive one 
of spiritual advantages as much as the loss of hearing does. The blind, griev- 
iously situated otherwise, can participate in worship and instruction on an 
equality with their seeing brethren. They need no special ministry. 

In the summer of X884, the Rev. Dr. Gallandet accompanied me. We held 
several services, one a combined service at St. John's Church, Cleveland, 
assisted by Rev. Dr. Bates. After the appointments for Ohio were filled we 
went together to Minnesota to attend a National Conference of principals of 
deaf mute schools, at Faribault. 

The baptisms during the year number eleven ; three at Grace Church, Cleve- 
land ; five at St. Paul's Church, Kenton, (two children of deaf mute parents be- 
ing baptized by the Bishop) and three at Trinity Church, Columbus, O., whose 
homes are in this Diocese. 



*Of this number over one-half, at least 150 communicants, are either too poor 
or too indifferent to pay their dues to the Convention fund. 
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Four have been confirmed in this Diocese: two at Gfaoe Cbarch, devdaiid: 
two at St. Paul's Church, Kenton ; three, by Bishop Penick. at Trinity Chmcfa^ 
Columbus. 

I have solemnized marriage three times in this Diocese. 

The number of deaf mute communicants in this Diocese is thirty-tfarBe, tweotj- 
one of whom belong to Grace Church, Cleveland. 

Besides the work done in this Diocese I have ministered in twelve ocber Dio^ 
ceses. conducting services in the principal cities and at State schools for deaf 
routes. I reach at least three thousand deaf mute people. 

I have been at work ten years ; 381 have been baptiaed — deaf mutes and tbeif 
children- -241 deaf mutes are communicants. I have held services in 189 diflfemt 
parishes, all the way from New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington 
to Sioux Falls, Dakota, and Topeka, Kansas. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

I am again indebted to the generosity of the Railway officials for special facili- 
ties for travel, without which, as many know, it would be impossible to pursoe 
the work to its present extent 

The New York and Bishop White Prayer Book Societies have again favored 
me with frcc supplies of Prayer Books, which have been, as I believe, judidonsly 
distributed. 

Many kind favors have l)ecn received at the hands of the brethren of the 
clergy. They have assisted in finding out deaf mutes and giving notices. They 
have also kindly read my addresses for me at combined services.

Read service nine times ; administered Holy Communion five times ; preached 
seven times ; baptized one child ; officiated at two funerals ; assisted in service 
thirteen times.

The undersigned respectfully reports that during the year now closing he has 
been chiefly occupied with the duties belonging to his office as the Organizing 
Secretary for the Diocese of Oxford of the Church of England Temperance 
Society. 

This society is now firmly established throughout England and Wales, num- 
berinjj at this lime over 650,000 members. In the Diocese of Oxford there are 
nearly 300 parochial branches, and the work is of a deeply interesting and en- 
couraging character.

preaching and leeiurinj^ in various parishes, occasionally taking other clerical 
duty when not eiij^ageil in behalf of the Society.

WIDOWS AND ORPHANS SOCIETY. 

CIRCULAR TO THE CLERGY OF OHIO, 

[From the Standard of Uu Cross.^ 

L 

The plan of the Railroad employes for mutual succor, and for the care of 
their widows and children, should certainly stimulate the employes of the Church 
system to similar judicious efforts. Ministers are so much accustomed to live 
vrj faith in spiritual things, that they sometimes neglect the plainest dictates of 
prudence in worldly things. We have a right to trust in the Providence, as well 
as in the Grace, of our Father, reconciled in Jesus Christ. But unless our faith 
works^ we shaU find grace diminishing, and unless our trust as to worldly affairs 
manifests itself by prudence, economy, and judicious foresight, we shall find 
that Providence will rebuke our improvidence. 

In respect to the case of our families after our death, we have a right to expect 
a certain degree of commiseration from our Parishes. We may fairly anticipate 
that tiiey will bury us, without layine that expense on the fatherless : (although 
this has been shown to be uncertainD and. that if our family have any relations, 
means will be provided by which our children will reach the family home. Be- 
yond these items, experience shows that the Clergv have no right to depend on 
Parishional aid , after death shall have closed their ministry, hfor is this conduct 
either unkind, or unjust, in our Parishioners. We are sometimes tempted to 
think the contrary. But we are professional men; living as others do. on our 
salaries. We are not objects of charity; and are expected like other workmen, 
to make as good a provision as possible for our families, out of our wages. 
I am not now to speak of the meagemess, and the meanness, of some clerical 
wages. Assuming that our wages are fair, and in proportion to our desert, cal- 
culated on general principles, I suggest to my Brethren of the Qergy, that' we 
should learn wisdom from the experience of our employees. We should not lay 
upon Divine Providence a biurden which our own foresight can remove. We 
should prevent as far as possible, our families from becoming objects of 
charity. 

Every clergyman in Ohio should be a member of the "Corporation for the 
Relief of the Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the State of Ohia " It was founded forty years ago, and 
on the principle that has been urged. The Clergy as a body of employees, were 
to hdp themselves. And in proportion to our numbers, (it is confined to our 
two Dioceses,) it has done as well as any of the Railroad organizations which I 
have heard of. So far as I have learned, at no time have more than one-half our 
clergy been members. In thirty-eight years, the payments of fees have been less 
than $8,000; but the annuities paid out have been $26,000. And the assets of 
the Corporation at the last Annual Report, (May, 1884,) were $35,668. All this 
has been accomplished, whilst the payments of the clergy have never exceeded 
each $^ per annum. It is largely owing to the financial skill, and patient labor, 
of its founder, Rev. Dr. Muenscher. The clergy have a right to depend on the 
qrmpathy of their people, whilst they are living and working in their midst; nor 
is it ever withheld. Therefore, an important element of this scheme, is a de- 
pendence on the annual collections in our Churches in behalf of this society. 
Consequently, in addition to the $5 subscription, and a premium note for $«), 
which draws no interest, every subscriber agrees to bring the subject before his 
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congregation, once a year, and to ask a gift from them. It is difficoh to realiK 
that last year only twenty-one Ctiurcbes in our Diocese contributed, and only 
$306 (an average of $14). Only fourteen Churches in Southern Ohlo» and $390 
(an average of 128). Twenty-six annuitants last year received $9,475. 

The admirable Annual Report of the Secretary, Rev. Dr. Branson, ought to 
be pondered by our Clergy. We need only united action of the employees of 
the Church, to render this benevolent association a perfect success. 

In^ additional article I suggest a plan, to which, if approved, I shaU devote 
the offertories at visitation during this year. G. T. Bedell. 

II. 

The facts which have now been stated show, that, besides united mapathy of 
the Clergy, only one other condition is necessary, in order to assured success of 
the "Corporation for the Relief of Widows and Children of Deceased CleigyiDeB 
in Ohio.'^ 

We need a i^uarantee that the Capital Fund shall always meet the annual de- 
mands on it. This guarantee is now given by premium notes of $50 eadL 
Every member gives such a note. It bears no interest. But. if ar any time, the 
Fund cannot pay all annual drafts upon it, in behalf of beneficiaries, these pre- 
mium notes are liable to an assessment. This plan has, so far. fully answered 
its purpose, and manifested the wisdom which devised it. At the same time, it 
has been felt to be a disadvantage. In some cases it has prevented Clerg}ineB 
from joining the Society. Although experience has proved it to be unlikely that 
an assessment will be called for. yet the possibility excites a disa/nveable sense 
of responsibility. It is at least possible, that an assessment might occur at a 
very inconvenient moment. 

Good policy indicates that we should find a substitute for these premioiD 
notes. After consulting with friends who have the cause very much at heart, it 
is thought that no such substitute, is. at present, to be found for the premium 
notes of those members of the Society who retain their beneficiary rights in it» 
after leaving the State. Nor do I feel at liberty to suggest a policy for our 
Brethren in the Diocese of Southern Ohio. 

But for members from our own Diocese, after considerable thought. 1 suggest 
that we shall raise a Guarantee Fund, which under certain conditions shall re- 
lieve us of our premium notes. This Fund must of course reach an amount 
equal to the premium notes given by all the members from this Diocese ; and 
must be increased iis the membership increases. As soon as it equals all our 
outstanding notes, these notes can be sjifely relinquished by the Society, for it 
will then have a more certain guarantee and one entirely under its own manage- 
ment. Nor can I doubt that the Society will meet our wishes at its next anuual 
meeting. 

But, 1 have a further suggestion ; and one which will surely address itself to 
the hearts of all our members from this Diocese. I propose that the annual in- 
terest un this Fund, after it shall have paid the assessments that would have 
been required on our premium notes, shall be divided pro rata among our bene- 
ficiaries. At first this pro rata addition will be trifling, but as the Fund grows, 
it will more and more become of appreciable value. 

In few words, let me show that my plan is practicable : There are twenty- 
four members from our Diocese. Our premium notes now amount to $i.2oa 
I propose that we shall appeal to our Parishes to give us this sum, at the 
Bishop's Annual Visitations. In ten years, the Parishes, at Visitations, have 

?iven for the "Disabled Clergy Fund "..$5,000; an average of $500 per >-ear. 
f my brethren of the Clergy will explain the matter clearly to their people, and 
prepare their minds for this application, I can have no doubt that the Holy 
Ghost the Comforter will so touch the hearts of our congregations with compas- 
sion for the destitute objects of our tenderest care, that we shall raise the sob 
in one year. 

If every Clergyman in the Diocese were a member, the fund would need to be 
$3,000; an amount easily reached by suitable efforts. 

We have reason to feel encouraged. Interest has at least been awakened 
for our valuable Association. The Secretary writes me, that, whereas, last year, 
only thirty-eight churches in both Dioceses contributed, this year fifty Churches 
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made collections for us. Last year the amount collected was only $644, in 
twelve months. This year the amount has been $772 in nine months. 

I leave this proposition for the prayerful consideration of my Brethren of the 
Qagy. By Divine permission I shall devote the visitation offerings this year to 
this object If. finally, the plan shall not be regarded as judicious, at least so 
much will be added to the general funds of the Society.

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LETTER OF BISHOP BEDELL ON DIVORCE. 

TO A CLERGYMAN OF ANOTHER CHURCH ASKING ADVICE 

AS TO A CASE OF DIVORCE. 

Cleveland, Ohio, March, 1885. 

Rev. and Dear Brother :^The subject of your letter is of grave impor- 
tance and I question the expediency of trusting it entirely to individual utter- 
ances. A wholesome public opinion on the subject is greatly needed, especially 
in the West ; but I have thought that such a public opinion would need be based 
on the authoritative utterances of large bodies. I suppose that your Church has 
some laws defining the subject. I will give you the law of our own Church, 
which may (>erhaps serve to help you in the matter in hand. 

ist. In the marriage service the Minister is directed to warn the parties that 
if any one is married otherwise than God's word doth allow, the marriage is not 
legal. 

and. (Here was quoted the Canon). 

3rd. The Scriptural rule referred to is found in St. Mark, loth chapter, 2 to 
za verses. 

The case supposed is one of difficulty because our sympathies are immediately 
enlisted, but desertion is not ? Scriptural ground of divorce unless there has also 
been adultery. The person deserted was at liberty to marry so soon as, but not 
until, the husband had committed adultery by marrying again, or by an equiva- 
lent act. 

You ask if ignorance of the Scriptural requirement may justify the marriage 
of divorced persons. You remember the old legal principle — ignorantiam non 
excusat lex — "the law does not excuse ignorance." A civil court does not 
inquire, did you know the law, but what is the law ; the subjects of the Divine 
government are at least equally bound to be familiar with the law of God. 

I am greatly in hopes that our churches will unite in a definite protest against 
the relaxation of the marriage law by the present age, will affirm the definite law 
as Christ has given it, will agree not to celebrate marriage between divorced 
parties, except the innocent party in a divorce for adultery, and will refuse the 
Holy Communion to such guilty persons, except to a repentant person in articulo

DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 

Appeal by the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Brethren Beloved in the Lord : — I write to you in great anxiety and in 
much heaviness of heart. The Treasurer of our Diocesan Missions reports to 
me that on the first day of January twelve hundred and fifty dollars ($1,250) will 
be due to our faithful Missionaries in the Diocese, and that he has not one cent 
in the Treasury I 

My anxiety is not for fear that our church people will neglect to meet this im- 
mediate otuigation. But I am anxious and oppressed because this con- 
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ditioa of oar Traasory shows indiffiereoce to the misiaaAry woKk of our ova 
Diocese, and proves that there is no general systematic «^*-<«'j far the miimub 
of our chnrch in Ohio. This fiauilt, I am sorry to si.y, is to be famid atber 
among oar more wealthy pnrishrs. than among the ksi able. Our pr^rp lp are 
leady to give when specially appealed to, bat have not ycc fenmod the biond- 
ness of "laying by in store " Cor the Lonf s work, and giving f i^iM Mi^yfaiw«iy ^ 
proportion as the Lord has prospered them, after tfaoopit aad pimyer. To thk 
end it will be necessary that in each parish the grand objects of Chriatifluicfaaiily 
— especially the great missiooary departments. Foreign, Domestic and Dio- 
eesan — shall be systematically presented, on fixed days, and at rm^^^ intcrvaiL 
But It will be equallv necessary that oar people shall prepare th^wi— 1 » ^ i^ ^^gg^ 
the obligations, of which they will be thos fore-notified. 

After due deliberation, oar Diocesan Convention, as far as it can, has met the 
^ase, by requesting that evenr parish shall make a quarterly qffJEySwg far Pin- 
c£san Missions, oa or before the second Sundays of December, March, Jnae and 
September. In your parish you ooay. therefofe. expect th^ uOierTngs will be 
made for D-ocesan Missions at tixfd intervals, and mav prepare yoar gifts ac- 
cordingly. 

Oar prof^ress as a church in Ohio has been very slow ; not at all what it owfat 
to be ; yet it has been greater than we deserve, considering the parsimcmy of ov 
efforts. In every quarter we now hear of a desire for the introdaction or dei^ 
opment of our church : a church so calm, grave, distinct in its teaching ; HftMiiy 
itself aloof from the excitements of the hour, but furnishing at all times, and 10 
jjl, a suble system of j^ovemment and -a. warm-hearted form of congregatknal 
worship. Yet we are unable to meet the applications. We cannot even supply 
a^l our existing misaiooary sutions for want of funds to supply a living salaxy to 
our faithful Laborers. Indeed, more than one growing parish is without sernoei, 
^ad tnore than one completely furnished church is shut, because our Missionny 
Cotnmittee cannot suAciently supplement the salary which such a parish an 



give. 

I must to-day tell you, what I would much rather hold still longer locked in 
my bosom, thai twenty-three parishes are vacant. Some of thcsn have seen no 
minister of our church, except at the Bishop's visitation, for more than a year. 
Seventeen of them possess excellent church buildings, and in three casa good 
parsonages. 

Sow, the explanation is certriinly, in a measure, that population is moving 
from countr>' towns to great centres. But this is not a sufficient explanatioo ; 
for. if a true'spir.t were abroad, those members of our church who have left their 
country honrs for Cleveland, Toledo. Sandusky. Sieubcnville, Akron and other 
cities would never rest content until their former neighbors were enjoying a share 
of religious privileges. 

Nor is there any want of wealth among our people. E>i-en in these stringent 
times our people are not suffering in any direction as much as in their chanties. 
Nor are our people illiberal. But thev are indiflftfrent to the progress of their own 
church. No other denomination in Ohio c.r.iDii.s so little *' esprit de corps'' as 
does the ProiesUnt lipiscopal Church. 

L'nder th*»e circumstances 1 appeal to you. and your pastor joins me most 
heartily, not only tlut you will give liberally in the present emergency— that 1 
am sure you will do— but that you will set apart a proportion of your income, or 
your salar\', or your wages, to be given every year systematically for pushing the 
interests of our church in Ohio. 

No effort will Ijc spared. And then, by the grace of God — thoroughly united 

for the cause of .Apostolic Truth and Apostolic Order, for the Ga«ipel of Christ in 

the Church of Christ— we shall go on our way in hopefulness, and ikith rejoicing.

If yoQ 
approve of my suggestions, I will beg of you to say so to your superintendent, 
and to read, or ask him to read, my letter to the children next Sunday ; if pos- 
sible, urging the subject upon them yourself.

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THE BISHOP TO THE SUNDAY SCHOLARS. 

To tki Sunday School Scholars of the Diocese : 

Cleveland, Ohio, April 14, 1885. 

My Dear Children : — Yesterday our Missionary Committee decided that 
we should have a General Missionary for our Diocese of Ohio ; and to-day I tell 
]roa about it, because we have no time to lose. 

Our two neighbors. Southern Ohio and Pittsburgh, each has a General Mis- 
skMiaiv, and finds now that it could not do without him. He is the General ; 
the other Missionaries are equally officers in the army of our Lord ; and they are 
all to work together. But he is not to stand behind, as some generals do, and 
let the others do the fighting. He is to go in front, and often alone, into the 
hardest places. 

The parishes are to support the Missionary officers, as they do now ; but I 
want the cadets in our army, that is, our Sunday scholars, to support the 



The Sunday scholars do this in the Diocese of Pittsburgh. I am sure that we 
do as well in Ohio. Indeed, our Sunday scholars last year gave to Missions, 
in Lent, all that we need for the salary of our General Missionary ; and so I am 
sore that, if by the help of the Lord you should determine to try, you will raise 
the necessary sum in the way that I shall explain to you. 

He is to be your own Missionary, and, among his other duties, he is to visit 
the Sunday schoob and to tell you about the work done, and to be done, in onr 
own Diocese. 

I suppose that at the day schools you learn how large Ohio is, and how many 
counties there are in our part of the State. There are forty-nine counties ; and 
fan nineteen counties there is neither an Episcopal church, nor Sunday school, nor 
minister ; and in some counties where there are congr^^tions the people are 
asleep. We must send somebody to wake them up. Now, that is what I want 

G>u to do. I want you to send to the Treasurer two offerings each year for your 
issionarv, raising half his salary each time. The first we will call the Asoen- 
sk>n Offering, the other, the Advent Offering. Then, on Trinitv Sunday, and on 
Christmas da^, let your offerings be presented to the Lord, in the Church. The 
Ascension ofleiing will be presented on Trinity Simday, the Advent offering on 
Christmas day. 
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The reason I have chosen these days is, that on Asoenson Daj 
Lord bode His church " good bye" for a time ; and in Advent we are watdinf 
for Him to come back. So, between the two, whilst we are w atdiia ^ for Hib 

we send our General Missionary to make all the desolate places of this '^^ 

ready for the return of our Lord. 

We will not have as much time as usual this year for our Asoens 
We have only six weeks before Trinity Sunday, so that we must work the 
But " where there's a will there's a way." and I know that oar Sandaj schooli 
will help their Bishop in this thing. 

A Treasurer will be appointed before Ascension day, and you shall bear of iL 

I want each of our caudets to give something towards the salary of oar Genenl 
every Sunday in the year, but to make especially large offerings at two seasons 
— Ascension and Advent. Now, I wish that every Sunday school which mtends 
to help to support our General Missionary shall say so to me by a letter, eidaer 
through their Rector or their SupenntendenL I will puUish the list in the 
Standard of the Cross, and you can all know how many companies of cadets 
there are who intend to woric thus for our Lord in our own dear Chordi.

REPORT OF NORTH-WEST CONVOCATION. 

My Dear Bishop : — In compliance with Section v., Canon 4, Title III., I 
send you the following report of the North- West Convocation of the Diocese 
of Ohio. 

During the year ending June, 1885, there have been five meetings of the Con- 
ocation held as follows : Trinity Church, Toledo, May 2x. 1884; Grace and 
Calvary Churches, Sandusky, September i6 and 17, 1884 ; Christ Church, Lima, 
December 9 and 10, 1884 ; Trinity Church, Bellefontaine, May 5 and 6, 1885. 
We have had an average attendance at these meetings of ten clerical members 
and one or two lay delegates. Nearly all the members of the Convocation dur- 
ing the past year have been actively engaged in Diocesan Missionary work in the 
way of supplymg several weak parishes with occasional Sunday services. Funds 
have been collected at the different meetings of the Convocation to the amount 
of $345. which have been used in defraying the expenses of the Convocation, in 
assisting Grace Mission station at Clyde in the fund being raised for the erection 
of a suitable church building, and also in assisting Christ parish, Lima, to meet 
their obligations to their Rector. The meetings of the Convocation have grown 
in interest, not only to those who attended them, but also by the blessing of God 
they have been greatly blessed, we believe, to those parishes where they have 
been held. At the last meeting, held at Bellefontaine. the Convocation decided 
by unanimous vote to ask each parish and mission station to make at least one 
collection a year for Convocation Missions. This was done in order that the 
Convocation might have a fund with which to push their mission work into those 
places where the people are asking for the «:prvices of the church.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE PKOTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF OHIO. 

ARTICLE I. 

Tan Church* as a constituent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in tbo- 
United Slates of America, accedes to and adopts the Constitution of thai 
Church, and acknowledges its authority accordingly. 

ARTICLE a. 

There shall be a Convention of the Church in this Diocese on the third 
Wednesday in May* in each ^rear, unless otherwise ordered by a previous Con- 
vention. But in case an epidemic disease shall prevail at the place appointed, 
or other like cause shall render it obviously eypedient, the Bishop, or in case of 
a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee, shall appoint some other 
place and send special notice of the same to every minister and vestry in the 
Diocese at least three weeks before the time of meeting. The Bishop, with such 
clergyman and delegates as shall at any time be duly assembled in Convention,. 
slnlT constitute a quorum ; provided that in case of vacancy in the Episcopate, 
or of the absence of the Bishop, such clergymen and lav delegates as shall duly 
aMcmUe constitute a quorum ; but, in the absence of the Bishop, if he be withhi 
the bounds of the Diocese, unless he shall have signified his desire to the oon- 
tnry. such quorum shall adjourn to the next day, when, if the absence of the 
Biiriiop oontmue, the business of the Convention shall proceed. 

ARTICLE 3. 

Any parish may be suspended from the right of representation in the Conven- 
tion, or its connection with the Diocese wholly dissolved, by a vote of two-thirds 
of each order, whenever the same shall be deemed conducive to the interests of 
the Church. 

ARTICLE 4. 

The Convention shall be composed of clergymen and laymen. The Bishop- 
and every minister of this Diocese canonically resident and in charge of a con- 
gregation in union with this Convention , or employed as a missionary under the 
ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, or regularly engaged as an instructor in 
any incorporated seminary of learning, shall be meml^rs of this Convention^ 
provided that they can show that they have been at least six months in the Dio- 
cese, as above required ; provided also that no clergyman who has been a mem- 
ber of this Convention shall lose his seat therein by reason of age or of bodily 
infirmities disqualifying him for his previous position. Every regularly organized- 
Parish in canonical union with this Church shall send to the Convention one or 
more lay delegates, not exceeding three; every such Parish having, under one 
Vestry, in addition to its principju Church, a Chapel, recognized as such by the 
Convention, shall be entitled to send one additional lay delegate for every such 
Chapel; and every Mission Station in the Diocese, recogniMd as such by the 
Convention, shall be entitled to send one delegate to the Convention. No per- 
son under ecclesiastical censure or process shadl be entitled to a seat in the Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE 5. 

The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when he may judge 
it important to the good of the Church, or when applied to for that purpose by

TITLE I. 

THE DIOCESE. 



CANON I. 

OF THE LIST OF MINISTERS. 

} i. Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this Diocese, 
the Bishop shall cause to be prepared a list of the Ministers canonically resident 
in the Diocese, annexing the names of their respective cures, or parishes, or 
stations as missionaries, or of the institutions of learning duly incorporated in 
which they are engaged ; and in regard to such as are not engaged in parishes, 
or missions, or institutions of learning as above, their places of residence only, 
specifying, at the same time, who of any class are Deacons ; but no clergymen, 
while suspended from the ministry, shall have a place on such list ; and such list 
shall be laid before the Convention immediately after it shall have been called to 
order, and the names of the clerical members called therefrom. The same 
shall be appended to the Journal, and sent to the Secretary of the General Con- 
vention. 

} ii. When the right of any clergyman to a seat in the Convention is dis- 
puted, it shall be determined according to the provisions of the fourth article of 
the Constitution, by the Convention itself, whether his name be inserted in the 
list aforesaid, or be omitted. 

CANON 2. 

OF ATTENDANCE ON CONVENTION. 

It shall be the duty of all Clergymen entitled to seats in the Convention to 
attend the same, and of each Parish in union with the Convedtfon to send one or 
more Lay Delegates to the Convention, not exceeding three, elected by the 
Vestry from among the male communicants of the parish to be represented ; 
which Delegates shall exhibit to the Convention a certificate, signed bythe rec- 
tor or clergyman in charge, or an officer of the parish, as follows : " This is to 

certify that at a regular meeting of the Vestry of Parish, held on the — day 

of . 18 — , A. B., who is a communicant of good standin^^ in said Church, 

was appointed a Lay Delegate to represent the same in the Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Ohio, to be held on the — day 
of , in the year of our Lord ." 

CANON 3. 

OF THE SECRETARY. i 

It shall be the dutv of the Secretary to take minutes and record all proceed- 
ings of the Convention ; to attest its public acts, preserve its records, notify the 
parishes of the times and places of all stated and special Conventions, giving 
thirty days' notice, and faithfully to deliver to his successor all books and papers 
rdative and belonging to the Convention which may be in his charge. In 
giving notice of the meeting of the Annual Convention, he shall send a form 
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of a parochiAl report, and of a certificate by which the appointment of L«y Del* 
egates is to be certified. If the parish be vacant, this notice shall be aent to the 
l^ior Warden. 

CANON 4. 

OF THE TREASUSBS. 

It shall be the duty o. the Treasurer of the Diocese to reodire and disbone aD 
moneys collected under the authority of the Convention of whidi the coDedicm 
and distribution shall not otherwise be regulated, and semi-annually to ix>dAr 
the Wardens of each parish of the amount of its dues, and when to be paid, 
giving twenty days' notice. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con* 
vention, and examined bv a committee of the same. In case of a vacanc* the 
Standing Committee shall appoint a treasurer for the nnezpired term. 

CANON 5. 

OF THE REGISTRAR. 

It shall be the duty of the Registrar to gather and preserve all soch Joimali, 
files, papers, reports, catalogues and other documents as may be useful for refei^ 
ence.or furnish materials for the historv of the Church in the Diocese of Ohio, 
and to hold the same under such regulations and restrictions as the Convention 
may from time to time prescribe. 

CANON 6. 

OF THE TRUSTEES. 

I L A Board of five Trtistees of the Diocese, to hold their office tft ynan, 
shall be elected bj tho Convention, who, in addition to the duties specified in the 
Omstitution, shall have «he care of funds, such as those derived fiom extinct 
parishes, those for disabled clei^i^y, and for the support of the Episcopate^ and 
all such as may by gift or devise for any special puipose become the property of 
the Diocese. 

I ii. At the first election of Trustees of the Diocese under this Canon, the 
whole number shall be chosen ; but the term of one (to be designated by the 
Board) shall expire each year, so that eveiy year after the first, one Thistee shell 
be elected, and vacancies, if any, be filled for unexpired terms. 

I iii. It shall be the duty of the Trustees, not only to care for the piop er iy at 
in Article 7 of the Constitution, but to take all legal steps needed to establish a 
title to the property of extinct parishes ; to give such bonds as the Convention 
may require, and every year to make to the Convention a full report of the con- 
dition of their trusts. 

§ iv. The Board of Trustees of the Diocese shall be convened by the Bishop 
of the Diocese, who shall preside in the meetings of the Board ; but in his a»> 
sence the Board shall provide its convener and presiding officer. 

CANON 7. 

OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 

The officers of the Standing Committee rcqmred by Title Itl.i Canon 3, S6^ 
tion L, of the Digest of the General Convention shall be appointed at their first 
meeting. Any three of the Committee, the whole being summoned, provided 
one be a Presbyter, shall be a quorum for the transaction of business, wnen con- 
vened at the request of the Bishop. At all other meetings, a majority of the 
members shall be necessary to a quorum. It shall be the duty of the Secretair 
of the Committee to keep a faithful record of the proceedings in a book provi* 
ded for that purpose ; to preserve the originals of all papers or letters addressed 
to the Committee ; to attest their acts, and to deliver to his successor all books 
and papers, which in virtue of his office have been committed to hinL The 
minutes of the Committee, and all other papers in their hands relative to tha 
Church, shall be subject to examination by the Bishop, or by the Conventioo* 
A report of the acts of the Committee shall be made annually to the Comves- 
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Uoa, Vacancies occarring in the Comoiittee abaU be sttppHed bgyoU «f the 
mnaining mtmbem. 

CANON 8. 

OF DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

The Convention shall elect, at the regular Annual Meeting next preceding the 
r^;tilar meeting of the General Convention, four cleigymen who shall be presby- 
ters entitled to seats in the Diocesan Convention, and residents in the Diocese, 
and four laymen residents in the Diocese, who shall be in good standing as 
communicants in the same, to act as Deputies from this Diocese to the General 
Convention. The same course shall also be lawful at any other Convention of 
the Diocese, should a call for a special meeting of the General Convention, or 
other circumstances, render a special election of Deputies necessary or desirEd>le. 
Deputies duly elected shall continue in office imtil their successors are chosen« 
And it shall be the duty of the Deputies-elect to*signify to the Bishop, on some 
day at least three weeks before the meeting of the General Convention, whether 
they will attend or not to the duties of their office. In default of which signifi- 
cation, or in case of the declining of any to attend the General Convention, the 
Standing Committee, on notification from the Bishop, shall proceed to appoint 
as many Qerical and Lay Deputies as may be necessary to constitute a full rep- 
resentation of the Diocese ; and the person or persons so delegated, being fur- 
nished with the certificate of the Secretarv of the Standing Conunlttee, shaJl 
have all the rights of Deputies elected by the Convention. In case of a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, the notification on the part of the Deputies-elect, above re- 
quired, shall be made to the President of the Standing Committee. 

CANON 9. 

OP THE DIOCESAN PUND. 

§L At each Annual Convention an assessment shall be made upon the several 
parishes and mission stations in the Diocese, according to the several abilities of 
the parishes and mission stations, of an amount sufficient to satisfy the pecuni- 
ary obligations of the Convention, embracing the salaries of the Bishop, and 
the Assistant Bishop, if there be one, and all contingent expenses. 

§ ii. It shall be the duty of the vestry of each parish, and the committee of 
each mission station, to provide for the collection and payment of such sums as 
shall be assessed by the Convention, as aforesaid ; and they shall transmit the 
same in semi-annual instalments to the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

§ iii. It shall be the duty of each corporation in union with the Convention, 
and each organized mission, to render, at such time and in such manner as the 
lame may be required by the Convention, or the Bishop of the Diocese, a true 
and faithftil account of the real estate and other property owned or held by said 
parish, or organized mission, with its fairly estimated value, and also the state- 
ment of any liens or encumbrances on the same, or any part thereof, and the 
amoimt of mterest paid in consequence of such lien or encumbrance. And fur- 
ther, it shall be the duty of each parish, or organized mission, faithfully and 
truly to declare the full amount of the current expenditure of the parish, or or- 
ganized mission, and of all money expended for the same, in any way accruing, 
including salaries and all other expenses. 

§ iv. The Committee on Finance are hereby empowered, and it shall be their 
duty, to base their assessments on some fixed and uniform plan ; and the assess- 
ments shall be payable, one-half August ist, and the other half February zst. 

§ V. All applications for modification or remission of arrearages to the Dio- 
cesan Fund shall be in writing, directed "To the Finance Committee," and shall 
contain a statement of the number of collections taken in the aggrieved parish 
during the preceding year for Diocesan purposes, and the r^ults, with the 
grounds upon which rehcf is asked, and the reasons for the failure to make the 
regular collections, in case they have been omitted. 

§ vi. The contingent expenses of the Diocese shall include : — i. The travel- 
ling expenses of the Bishop in the discharge of his official duties. 3^ The 
postages of the Bishop. 3. The quota assessed on the churches in the 
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br the General Conventioa for contingent expenses. ^ Publishing the Joonnb 
of the Convention, and such other documents as may be ordered by the Conven- 
tion. « 5. The salary of the secretary. 6. The traveling expenses of the cler- 
ical delegates to the General Convention. 7. The traveling expe ns es os pes- 
bvters attending ecclesisstical trials. 8. The traveling expenses of mmtmng 
^aplains. 



TITLE II. 
THE PARISH. 

CANON I. 

OF NEW PARISHES. 

§ i. In order to the formation of a new Parish, the written consent of the 
ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese must first be obtained. Should such con- 
sent be refused, an apphcation for permission to form such Parish may be made 
to the next Convention. 

§ ii. For the organization of a Parish, the following article of association 
must be signed by at least twenty persons who intend to be supporters of the 
Parish : " We the undersigned do associate ourselves together for the purpose 
of maintaining the worship of God and the preaching of the Gospel, according 
to the doctrine, discipline and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 

the United States, under the name of the Parish of Church, in the town of 

, and county of , and State of Ohio ; and do promise conformity to the 

Constitution and Canons of the General Convention and of the Diocese of 
Ohio.' n 

§ iii. After twenty persons shall have signed the article of association, a 
meeting of the same may be called on ten days' notice. At this meeting war- 
dens and vestrymen shall be elected, a name of the Parish adopted, and such 
other steps taken as are necessary to the incorporation of the Parish under the 
laws of the State. The minutes of the meeting shall be recorded in a book to be 
kept as a record of the proceedings of the vestry and parish meetings, in which 
shall be recorded the article of association. 

§ iv. A certified copy of the article of association, and of the minutes of the 
meeting for organizing the Parish, shall be sent to the Bishop without delay, 
together with notice that the Parish will apply for admission into union with the 
Convention. At a subsequent Convention this application shall be made, and 
for this purpose a certified copy of the aforesaid papers shall be presented. 

§ v. Any parish in this Diocese which shall deem its right encroached upon, 
or its prosperity or usefulness endangered by the proposed location in its vicinity 
of a Church or Chapel of another Parish, may present the matter of the threatened 
intrusion to the Bishop of the Diocese, and ask his fatherly mterp>osition in its 
behalf. In such case the Bishop may call for, and appoint the time and place of 
a conference of delegates from the Parishes in interest. But, if such conference, 
with the godly advice of the Bishop, shall not result in an amicable adjustment 
of the difference between the parties thereto, the Bishop, or either party in the 
conflict, may lay the matter at issue before the Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese ; and fhc decision of the Standing Committee, with the approval of the 
Bishop, shall be final 

CANON 2. 

OF THE VESTRY 

§ i. In every parish of this Diocese, on Easter-Monday, after prayer, an- 
nually, there shall be an election of the vestry consisting of not less than five 
nor more than ten members, who shall continue in office until successors are 
chosen. Two of these vestrymen shall be designated on the ballots as wardens 
^^ne as senior warden, the other as junior warden. The rector of the parish, 
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If prcKDt, ihall preside at puish or vestry meetings. Iq his absence the leidar 
warden shall preside ; it boih aie absent the junior warden shall preside. 

■ I ii. TIk vesuy shall elect a secretaiy, whose duty it shall be to take' and' 
lecDid the minuiei o( their proceedings, attest the public acts of the mtzf, 
prcsetre all records aad papers belongioe to the paiiahp not otherwise provided- 
far, perfQira such other duties as sImU be tqial^ asilgDed him, and uithlitlly 
deliTer to his successor all books and documents in his possession bdonglng to 
Ibe parish. 

S hi. A treasurer shall also be elected, to recelTe, disburse and account Ibr (ba 
fiuds of the parish. 

g iv. Id electing a vestry no persons shall be entitled t<

It shall be the duty of the vestry to take charge of the property of (he 
church, to regulate all its temporal concerns, to elect and call aminister and pro- 
vide for his mainieaanee, to provide for paying all lawful assessments on the 
parish, to keep cider in the church during the celebration of divine worship, and, 

for the furtherance of the Gospel ; it being understood, always, that the spiritual 
concerns of the church are under the exclusive direction of the minlstei, in sub- 
ordination to the ecclesias Ileal uuthoriiy and laws of the Diocese. 

g vii. It shall be the duly of the wardens, especially, lo provide the elemenls 
Ibr the Lord*s Supjwr, to pollpct the alms nl the administration oF the same, to 
keep and disburse such alms in ca^c the church is destitute of a minister, and, 
whUe the church isilesiituieota minister, to provide For the celebration oF pub- 
lic worship, and the inslruclion of the Congregation, by occasional clerical ser- 
vices, or by lay rending, as the circumstances may permit.

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Jii. Whenever the Bishop or the Standing Committee think St adfiMfale to 
upon the Conventioa to declare anj PiEaish extinct— before a foie b tdbe^ 
tha question, with all the evidence tenoing to prove and disprove the *«'-*"^ 
-«f the &cts upon which such declaration, under the law, must be founded, aiill 
ba referred to the comminee on canons, and a report made bj that oomaitMb 
OB a day subsequent to the day of reference, recommending what actioa shocdd. 
In the opinion of the committee, be taken fay the Convention, aooompaaied br a 
written or oral statement of the evidence placed before the committee: And tf 
two-thirds of the members present vote in iavor of dedaring the parish or p0> 
ishes named in the report extinct, such parish or parishes shall btoome and be 
extinct, and title to aU the property theieof shall at onoe vest in the Trastees of 
thaDiooeie. 

CANON 5. 

OF PAROCHIAL REGISTERS AND REPORTS. 

§ i. Every cleiigTman of the Diocese shall keep a record of all the baptiflMk 
oonfirmations, marriages and funerals solemnized by him, or in his parisobf anr 
other minister of this church ; specifying the names, places, and times of fafatn 
of the persons baptized, together with the names of parents and sponscui or 
witnesses ; the names of those confirmed, and by whom ; the names of the pu<- 
ties married, and of persons buried ; and also the time of such rite, r e spec U vely, 
This register shall be kept by the minister, in a book kept for that purpose; and 
belonging to the vestry of the church which he serves, which book shall be 
called the Parish Register, and shall be considered as a part of the records of the 
parish. 

§ ii. In addition to the register above named, the minister of each pariA 
shall keep a list of the communicants and of families within his cure, specifyiDg 
the time when the former became communicants of the church under his charge; 
and whether by removal from the communion of some other church, or other- 
wise. 

§ ill. Every minister of the Diocese shall, on or before the day of every An- 
nual Convention, present or send to the Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop, to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the condition of the parish, aoooid- 
ing to such form as shall be furnished by the ecclesiastical authority of the Dk)* 
cese, and for the parochial year ending on the previous Easter Monday. 



TITLE III. 

THE WORK. 



CANON I. 

OF OBLIGATION TO WORK. 

§ i. The Church of Christ being essentially a missionary institution, and every 
part thereof pledged by the Christian profession to the support of the mission- 
ary work ; and the education of youHg men for the ministry being absolutely 
necessary to tlie furtiieiance of the Gospel in the same work, it is solemnly uiged 
upon every member of the church that he consider his Christian profession as 
involving direct obligation to promote these objects. 

§ ii. It shall be the duty of every minister of this Diocese to instruct the 
people of bis charge in relation to these objects. And it is recommended to 
every member of the church to lay by him, on the first day of the week, in store 
for these and other religious and charitable purposes, as God has profiperedUm, 
according to the apostolic direction : I Cor. zvi. i. 
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CANON a. 

OF THB MISSIONARY COMVITTEE. 

§ L There shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting of the Conven« 
tion a committee to be called the Missionary Committee of the Diocese, which 
shall consist of one deigyman and one layman from each Convocational district, 
and one clergyman and two laymen from the Diocese at lai]^, to whom, together 
with the Bishop of the Diocese, and the Assistant Bishop, if there be one, who 
are ex officio members of the Committee, shall be entrusted the general care and 
management of the missionary interests of the church in the Diocese. 

§ ii In the election of the Missionary Committee, the nomination of repre- 
sentatives of a Convocation, if any be made, shall have precedence of all oUier 
nominations. 

§ iii. This committee shall be charged with the appointment of mission sta- 
tions and missionaries; but no mission station nor missionary shall be appointed 
without the consent of the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, given in 
writing. 

§ iv. The Missionary Committee shall meet annually, at the place, and on the 
day, of the meeting of the Annual Convention ; and at such other time and 
place as the President may appoint, or as may be found convenient on their own 
adjournment. Three members, if one of them is a clergyman, shall constitute 
a ouonim. Ex officio members shall not be counted in a quorum. 

§ V. The Missionary Committee shall appoint a secretary and treasurer, who, 
If not already members of this body, shall thereby become ex officio members. 
Vacancies during the recess of the Convention may be supplied by the Com- 
mittee. 

I vi. The Bishop of the Diocese, or, in his absence, the Assistant Bishop, if 
there be one, is President of the Missionary Committee. In his absence a chair- 
man pro tempore shall be appointed from among the clerical members. 

I vii. All moneys received for the purposes of the Diocesan Missionary Com- 
mittee shall be appropriated under its direction, in accordance with this Canon ; 
but it shall be the privilege of contributors to the missionary cause to designate 
the particular object to vmich their contribution shall be applied. 

CANON 3. 

OP MISSION STATIONS. 

^ !. A Mission Station, when adopted by the ecclesiastical authority and 
Missionary Committee, shaill be duly organized by the appointment of a mis- 
sionary, who, with the consent and by the authority of the Committee, shall 
appoint two persons, who shall constitute a Committee of the Mission, charged 
with its temporal interests. Prior to the appointment of a missionary, how- 
ever, the Bishop, in consultation with the Missionary Committee, may, should 
he deem it expedient, appoint a Committee of a Mission, thus securing a pre- 
liminary organization ; the persons so appointed to serve until a missionary shall 
be appoint^ and the organization completed, or until the appointment is re- 
vokcKi by the Bishop. 

§ ii. The plan of organization shall be in accordance with the following form 
of application to the Bishop : 

**Rt. Rev, and Dear Sir: — We, the undersigned, residents of , County of 

, Diocese of Ohio, being desirous of obtaining the services of the Protestant 

Episcopal Church, and being ready, according to our ability, to sustain the same, 
do hereby request you to inquire into our estate, and provide for us as you may 
deem proper and expedient. We do hereby declare ourselves, individually and 
ooUecuvdy, ready to do what in us lies to establish and sustain the regular wor- 
ship of the said church, and promote its influence in our neighborhood ; and we 
promise conformity to its doctrines, discipline, liturgy, rites and usages. We put 
ourselves under your charge, and will reverently obey your authority. We prom- 
ise conformity to the Constitution and Canons of the General Convention, and 
«f the Diocese of Ohio, and the rules and regulations of its Convention. In 
accordance with these obligations and rules, we now ask the privilege of bdag 
ocganized as a missioiif under the name of — w" 
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{ iii. Any property of a Mission Station may be vested in the Board of Tins- 
tees of the Diocese, until the station shall be duly incorporated as a pan%h, and 
admitted to union with the Convention, when the said property shall be transferred 
to the parish corporation. 

{ iv. An Organized Parish may, under such provisions as the Missionary 
Committee shall determine, receive a missionary appointed by the said Commit- 
tee. A Parish may place one or more of its parochial missions under the care 
of the Missionary Committee, with the consent of the Committee. 

2 v. It shall be the duty of every Mission Station, and of every Organized 
Parish which is aided by the Missionary Committee, to pledge and to pay an 
annual sum, satisfactory to the Committee, into its treasury m quarterly pay- 
ments. 

2 vi. At every Missionary Station, on Easter Monday, there shall be held a 
meeting of the members of the Station, who shall appoint a Delegate to the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, who shall be entitled to a seat in the said Q>nvention, the 
certificate of whose election shall be signed by the missionary in charge, or by 
the clerk of the meeting. 

CANON 4. 

OF CONVOCATIONS. 

2 i. The Diocese shall be divided by the Bishop into Convocational Districts, 
not more than five in number ; and the clergy within the several districts, with 
laymen appointed from time to time by the rectors and missionaries, from thdr 
parishes or mission stations shall meet quarterly, at such time and place as each 
Convocation may determine, and also at other times at the call of the Bishop. 

i ii. The officers of Convocation shall be Dean, Secretary and Treasurer. 
Each Convocation shall elect its own Dean, who shall be qualified for office 
when his appointment is approved by the Bishop. 

2 iii. The Dean shall preside in the absence of the Bishop, and shall super- 
intend so much of the work of Convocation as the Bishop may commit to his 
chare^e. 

2 IV. The objects of Convocation shall be three-fold : zst. It shall be rec- 
ognized as a centre of spiritual life, and its sessions shall be specially character- 
ized by services for public, worship and religious conferences, ad. To devise 
plans for the extension of the Church within the limits of the Convocation. 3d. 
To accumulate and appropriate funds for the erection of churches and rectones, 
and for the distribution of Bibles, Prayer Books and Tracts. 

^ V. Each Convocation shall be authorized to nominate one clergyman and 
one layman to the Convention, from within its district, to be balloted for as 
members of the Missionary Committee. 

2 vi. Each Convocation shall make an annual report of its doings to the 
Bishop, through its Secretary, to be presented to the Convention. 

2 vii. The offerings at meetings of Convocation shall be at its disposal for 
furthering the work contumplated by section iv. of this canon ; and the amount 
shall be reported and credited to the Diocesan Missionary Fund. 

CANON 5. 

OF THE EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 

§ i. There shall be elected by ballot, at each annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese, a Committee consisting of the Bishop, and Assistant Bishop, when there is 
one, of the Diocese, ex officio, and four other members, two clerical and two lay, 
who shall be called the Education Committee, to whom shall be committed the 
appointment and regulation of beneficiaries, the collection and appropriation of 
funds therefor, and all other business belonging thereto ; which Committee shall 
be authorized to act with any similar Committee appointed by the Convention of 
any other Diocese in Ohio, under such regulations as the Joint Committee shaJl 
enact, not inconsistent with this canon. 

§ ii. It shall be the privilege of contributors to the Education cause to desig- 
nate the particular object to which their contributions shall be applied ; other- 
wise all contributions shall be at the disposal of the Committee. 

\ iii. At every annual meeting of the Committee a report of the transactions 
of the year shall be submitted, which shall be laid before the Convention, and 
printed in the Journal in whole or in part. 
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CANON 6. 
OF LAY READERS. 

No one shall be considered as authorized to officiate as a Lay Reader in this 
Diocese, except in case of particular emergency, without a writtbi license firom 
the Bishop, or in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, from the Standine Com- 
mittee; and hay Readers shall in all cases conform to the provisions of Section 
iL» Canon 3, Title I., of the Digest of the General Convention. 



TITLE IV. 

DISCIPLINE. 



canon I. 

OF THE TRIAL OF A PRESBYTER OR DEACON. 

i i Whenever any Presbyter or Deacon of the Diocese shall be thought to be 
gimty of any misconduct, for which, according to Title IL, Canon 2, § z, 2, of 
toe Digest of Canons of the General Convention, he is liable to be tried, applica- 
tion shall be made in writing, with the name of everyone engaged in the applica- 
tion subscribed, to the Standing Committee, and, if it appear to them that the 
evidence is sufficient to demand a trial, they shall forthwith present the deigy- 
man to the Bishop, accordingly ; the presentment shall be made in writing, and 
signed by a majority of the Standing Committee, and specifying, with as much 
accuracy as possible, the offense or offenses, with particulars of time, place and 
circumstances ; and every clergyman of this Diocese may, for himself, request of 
the Standing Committee the inquiry provided for in this section, in which case it 
shall be instituted, and shall proceed according to the provisions of this canon. 

§ii. There shall be elected triennially, by ballot,* by the Convention, from 
presbyters entitled to seats, not members of the Standing Committee, five, who 
shall be a court for the trial of lYesbyters or Deacons. No ballot shall have 
more than three names thereon, and the five having the largest number of votes 
shall be the court. Vacancies may be filled by the Standing Committee, subject 
to the approval of the next Convention, by a vote of three-fourths of the members 
present. 

§ iii. Said members of said court, chosen as aforesaid, shall, for each and 
every trial or case that may Ix; brought before them, appoint some person learned 
in the law, and who is a communicant of this church and a citizen of Ohio, their 
legal adviser, who shall sit with them on any such trial or case, and shall advise 
said court upon ail questions of law, b<:>th civil and ecclesiastical, and as to all 
rules and forms of procedure; may preside at the request of the court, or tbe 
court may at iis option elect one of its members president thereof; and before 
entering upon the trial of anv minister who shall have been duly presented for 
trial under this canon, or pending any such trial, and with the approval, in all 
cases, of the Bishop of the Diocese, said court shall be, and they are hereby 
antliorized as, a court of conciliation, to adjust and dispose of the matter so 
presented, amicably, and without any public trial, in case, in their JudgmeDt, it 
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shaU be advisable so todo, ami with the apprond of the Bishop as albraaid. And 
in case of such amicable aciyustmeot, a certificate thoeof, signed bj the neridnt 
of the court, and approved by the Bishop, shall be sent to the StaactiAg Caat^ 
Bittee. 

fiv. A written notice of the time and place of the finl meedoff of IboooBt, 
with aoopy of the presentment, shall be served, at least thirty dajFS beftm laoh 
meeting, on the aooised; and also notice of fhr tlmn mil nlsnii nf immliiif m\ ilm 
Standing Committee, who, by their preddent, or one of their number whom tiMjr 
may appoint for the purpose, shall prosecute the case, and present sodi onl or 
documentary eWdence to substantiate the accusation, as they may be aUo to 
obtain. 

§ v. If. at the time of the first meeting of the court, the whole nnmber be 
not present, then those present may adjourn from time to time; aiid if it AtU 
appear improbable that the whole number will attend within a reasonable ri-y^ 
those who do attend, being not fewer than three, shall proceed to trial, and • 
majority shall decide all questions, but a majority of the whole court shall be 
required to render final judgment 

I vi. If a clergyman shall, before the court meets, confess the truth of the 
facts of which he is accused, the Bishop may immediately proceed to pass sen- 
tence; othenA'ise he shall be considered as pleading not guiltv. 

§ vii. In case a clergyman presented and notified as above directed shal 
not appear before the court appointed for his trial, the court may proceed 
as if he were present; unless they shall see fit to adjourn till another day. And tf 
the accused shall nt*i;lect or refuse to appear before the court, after due present- 
ment and notii'ication. and no sufficient reason for such n^lect or refiisal be 
given, the court shall report him to the Bishop for contumacy, and sentence of 
suspension from the ministry shall pass i^ainst him accordingly ; but the sen- 
tence may be reversed by the Bishop, if, within three calendar months, the 
accused shall tender himself ready, and accordingly appear and receive bit 
trial ; but if he sliall not so tender himself, the Bishop, in view of the acts 
alleged in the presentment, shall proceed, if he think proi>er, to pronounce 
sentence of dec^rndation from the ministry. 

§ viii. At their first meeting, the court shall choose a secretary, who shall 
be from their ovm. numl)er, or othen^ise, as they determine; and before pro- 
ceeding to trial, they sh<ill adopt and deckire the rules by which the trial shall 
be conducted ; provided, however, that both panics may employ and be rep» 
resented in sucn trial by counsel, not exceeding two for each, who shall be 
communicants of this church, and citizens of Ohio. 

§ ix. When the court proceed to tn '. I'cy shall hear such evidence as may 
be produced ; which evidence shall be reduced to writing by the secretary, and 
signed by the wiines^^ respectively ; and some officer, authorized by law to 
administer oaths, may, nt the desire of either pirty, be requested to adminis* 
ter an oath or affirmation to the witnesses ; and the examination of witnesses 
and all the proceedings of the trial shall be in public if desired by the accused. 

§ X. Any presbyiei who sliall, without sufficient excuse, refuse or neglect to 
act as Trier or Church Advocitc, or any cleric<il or lay communicant who shall, 
without sufficient excuse, refuse or neglect to testify as a witness, when dulyap* 
pointed or summoned, under the canon, shall be regarded and may be de^ 
with as any other violator of the laws of the church. 

g xi. Application being made to the Bishop by either party, setting forth, 
satisfactorily, that any material witness cannot be procured upon the tnal, the 
Bishop may appoint some clergyman or layman to act as a commissioner to 
take the testimony of such witness; and the party applying as above shall 
give to the other party at least five days' notice of the time and place of taking 
the testimony; or such longer notice as the Bishop may. in writing, direct 
And both parties may attend and examine the witness, and the questions and 
answers shall all be reduced to writing and signed by the witness, and shall be 
certified by the commissioner, and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to 
the court, and received by them as evidence. A witness exanuned before such 
commissioner may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 
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I ziL The court after coosidertng the evidence, shall declare, in a writiaff 
iHgasd by them, or a majority of them, their decision on the thaxges contained 
io the j»esentment, distinctly stating whether they find the accused guilty or 
not guilty of such charges, respectively; which decision, together with the evi- 
dence and an attested record of all the proceedings, shall be delivered to the 
Bishop, accompanied with an opinion of the court as to what sentence should be 
pronounced ; whereupon the E^op shaU pronounce such sentence as shall ap- 
pear to him to be proper; provided the same do not exceed in severity the sen- 
tSDce recommended by the court, and such sentence ^all be finaL But the 
Bishop, if satisfied that justice require it, may grant a new trial to the accused; 
in wluch case the proceedings shall be conducted as before provided. 

fziii. If the Bidiop of the Diocese be connected by consanguinity or affin- 
ity with the party accused, he may request some other Bishop to express his 
judgment on the decision of the court, to which judgment the Bishop of the 
Uiocese shall conform in passing sentence or granting a new trial. And if the 
Diocese be vacant, the members of the Standing Committee shaU request the 
aesvioes of such Bishop as they may find most convenient, for the performance 
of an such acts as are, by this canon, required to be done by the Euhop cf the 
Diocese. 

CANON a. 

OF CONTROVERSIES BETWEEN MINISTERS AND THEIR PARISHES. 

All differences between ministers and their congregations shall be determined 
aooording to the provisions of Canon 4, Title II. of the General Convention. 

CANON 3. 

OF THE LAITY. 

f L Any communicant who shall absent himself from the communion for 
one year, without reasons satisfactory to the Rector, may be suspended from 
the oommimion, and due notice shall be sent to the person so suspended and to 
the Bishop. But if a person be repelled under the rubric in the communion of- 
fice, the minister shall notify him and the Bishop, in writing, stating the cause 
and the evidence. 

I ii. When a person so repelled shall appeal under Title II., Canon za, sec- 
tion xi., of the Digest of the General Convention, the Bishop may examine 
the case himself, or appoint a commission, as he may deem best, to examine 
the case and report to him. His decision shall be final. 

§ iii. Upon the application of any communicant not under ecclesiastical cen- •» 
sure, to the minister of his parish, or in case there be no minister, to the senior, 
or, in his absence, to the junior warden, for that purpose, it shall be the duty of 
such minister or warden to give such applicant a certificate of good standing as 
a communicant. And no communicant of one parish shall be admitted to rec- 
ord as a comn^unicant in any other, without producing satisfactory testimonials 
of being a communicant in good standing, to the minister of the parish with 
which he or she may wish to unite. But in case such minister or warden shall, 
in consequence of the applicant being under censure, refuse to give such certifi- 
cate, he shall give to the applicant the reasons for his refusal in writing. 

CANON 4. 

OF THE SUSPENSION OF A PARISH. 

I i. Among the causes for which a parish may be dealt with under Article 3 
of the Constitution are the following : 

z. Employing a clergyman under ecclesiastical censure or process. 

a. Permitting its church edifice to be used for purposes incompatible with 
its consecration. 

9. A failure to pay reaspnable assessments. 

4. Failing to report its true financial condition when called for, and 

c For anv persistent course inconsistent with the doctrine, discipline or 
dup of this churchu 
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§ iL No parish shall be disfranchised under Artide 3 of the Coosdhitian nntfl 
the alleged delinquency shall have been caxeAiUy invesogated by a committee of 
laymen, after due notice to the parish. The action 01 the Convenliao shall 
be upon the report of such committee. 

CANON s. 

OP ALTERATIONS IN THE CANONS. 

I L No proposition to alter or add to the Canons of the Diocese shall be 
considered by the Convention, except at a stated meeting, and filer one day's 
notice thereof given in open Convention; nor (unless by unanimous consent) 
imtil it shall have been reported on by a committee of at least two deigymen 
and two lajrmen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be adopted during the 
same Convention, if two-thirds of the members shall not concur therein. 

I iL Every proposition to amend a Canon shall contain the section or seo- 
tions amended entire, and the amended section or canon shall be repealed. 

§ iii All canons or parts of canons, not embraced in the foregoixig Digest, 
are hereby repealed. 

OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

No minister of tUs church shall solemnize marriage in any case where there Is 
a divorced wife or husband of either party still living, but this Canon shall not 
be held to apply to the innocent party in a divorce for the cause of adultery, or 
to parties once divorced seeking to be united again.-— CVumis /?, Title IL, Digtd

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY AND KEN YON COLLEGE 



ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

Whxsbas John McCorlcIe and Charles Hammond, a committee appointed on behalf of th« 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Ohio, have, by their 
Petition to the General Assembly, represented that a Seminary for Theological £daca- 
tion has been established by said Convention within this State, and in order to the 
more convenient management of the concerns of said Seminary, and to the permanency 
of its establishment in this Sute, have prayed that the Seminary may be incorporated; 
therefore, 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
the Right Reverend Philander Chase, now Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Ohio, Roger Searle, Intrepid Morse, Ezra B. Kellogg, 
Samuel Johnston, Bezaleel Wells, William K. Bond, John Johnston, and Charl^ 
Hammond, the present Trustees of the said Seminary, and their successors ap« 
pointed in conformity with the provisions of the Constitution of said Seminary, 
as now established, be and they are hereby constituted a body corporate and 
politic, in fact and in name, by the name of the "Theological Seminary of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church m the Diocese of Ohio ; " and by that name shall 
have succession, and be capable in law of suing and being sued, defending and 
being defended, in all courts and places, and in all manner of actions, causes 
and complaints whatsoever; and may have a common seal, and change the 
same at tneir discretion ; and by that name and style shall be capable in law and 
equity of taking and holding by device and otherwise, or of purchasing, holding 
and enjoying to them and £eir successors, any real estate in fee-simple or oth- 
envise, any goods, chattels and personal estate, and of selling, leasing, mort- 
gaging, or otherwise disposing of said real and personal estate, or any part 
thereof, as they may think proper : Provided, that the clear annual income of 
such real and personal estate, exclusive of any lands or tenements that may be 
occupied by the said Seminary for its accommodation, or that of its officers or 
professors, shall not exceed the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 

Sec. a. That the present Trustees of said Seminary and their successors in 
office, under the Constitution thereof, as now established, or as the same may 
be hereafter altered or amended, shall have the care and management of said 
Seminary, and of its estate and property, and shall have power from time to 
time, to sell or otherwise dispose ot its estate and property, and to apply the 
avails thereof and all other funds of said Seminary, for its benefit and advan- 
tage, as they shall deem it expedient; and shall also have power, in conformity 
with the provisions of the Constitution of said Seminary, to make by-laws and 
ordinances for the appointment of professors and other officers of said Seminary, 
for regulating the duties and conduct of the professors, officers and students 
therein, for conducting its business concerns, and generally for the good govern- 
ment of the same: Provided, the same be not inconsistent with the Constitution 
and Laws of the United States, or of this State. 

Sec. 3. That this act be, and is hereby declared, a public act, and that 
the same be construed in all courts and other places, benignly and fiavorably 
for every beneficial purpose therein intended.

after be given, or is otherwise possessed for the use and benefit of the same ; and 
to appoint a President and Professors, and all necessary officers for the purpoies 
df government and instruction in said College and Halls. 

Sec. 3. The President and Professors of said College shall constitute a 
Faculty, with the power of conferring Degrees in the Arts and Sciences, and of 
performing all sucn other acts as pertain to the Faculties of Colleges for the en- 
couragement and reH-ard of learning ; and the name and style by which the said 
Degrees shall be conferred shall l^ that of "The President and Professors of 
Kenyon College in the State of Ohio." 

Sec. 3. The President and Professors of said Theological Seminary shall 
also constitute a Faculty, with the power of conferring Degrees in llieology. 
and of doing all such other acts as appertain to such Faculties for the encoor^ 
agement of theological learning, and the name and style by which said D^rees 
shall be conferred shall be that of " The President and Professors oi the Theo- 
logical Seminary of the Diocese of Ohio."

ARTICLE I. 

The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Ohk> 
do hereby establish a Seminary, for the education of Ministers of the Gospel ia 
said Church, and also a College, for general instruction in Literature and the Arts, 

*As amecded by the Conventions of 1873, 1881 and 1885. 
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with the necessary Preparatorv Schools; such Seminary and College to be founded 
vpon donations inade and to be made in the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Irdand, and in America for that purpose. Said Seminary to be known by 
the name of the Theological bemioary of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Ohio, in accordance with the original act of incorporation, of Dec- 
ember 29th, 1824 ; said CoU^e, for instruction in Literature and the Arts, to be 
known as Kenyon College, m accordance with the act supplemental to said 
original act of incorporation, passed March i6, 1839. 

ARTICLE II. 

The said Institutions shall be established by the Convention of the Diocese, at 
such place within the same as shall be consistent with the deed of donation, exe- 
cated by the Bishop of Ohio in England, on the 27th day of November, z823» 
and when once established shall forever after remain in the same place. 

ARTICLE III. 

The direction and mananagement of said Institutions shall be vested in a Board 
of Trustees, which shall consist of the Bishopof the Diocese, for the time being, in 
which the Seminary may be situated ; the Assistant Bishop of said Diocese, if 
there be one ; the Bishop or Bishops of any other Diocese or Dioceses which 
ma^ be taken from and embrace territory now within the limits of the State of 
Ohio; the Bishops of the Dioceses of Pittsburgh, West Virginia, Kentucky, In- 
disma and Michigan ; the President of Kenyon College ; and eight other trustees — 
to-wit, the eight who have already been elected by the Board for terms of ten 
Tears, and their successors who shall be chosen for terms of ten years respectively 
by the remaining members of the Board whenever a vacancy shall occur, the 
votes of three-fourths of the trustees voting being necessary to such choice. 
And the Board of Trustees may, in its discretion, declare the office of any trus- 
tee so chosen tor ten years vacant whenever, having been duly notified, he shall 
luive failed to attend a meeting of the Board for two consecutive years, and his 
place shall be filled by the remaining members of the Board, as hereinbefore 
provided for filling vacancies. 

ARTICLE IV. 

There shall be also six additional members of said Board, to-wit, three clerical 
and three lay trustees, to be chosen by the Convention of the Diocese, as follows: 
At the first election occurring under this amended Constitution, one-third of 
said clerical and lay trustees, so to be elected, shall be designated to hold their 
offices for the term of one year, one-third for the term of two years, and the 
remaining third for the term of three y&irs ; and subject to this provision, the 
term of office of said trustees shall be for three years, or for a shorter period in 
case of an election to fill vacancies occurring before the expiration of a mil term. 
In case the Diocese of Ohio shall hereafter be divided, then, as to said last men- 
tioned six trustees and their successors, all vacancies that shall occur thereafter 
shall be so filled as to divide said last mentioned six trustees, as nearly as may 
be, equally between and among all the Dioceses into which the present Diocese 
of Ohio may be so divided, in the order of seniority. But if said Dioceses shall 
hicrease to four, or more, then each of said Dioceses shall be entitled to a repre- 
lentation of two trustees in said Board, which shall be ipso facto enlarged to 
that extent for such purpose. Said trustees shall be elected by the Conventions 
of said Dioceses by ballot, or in case the Convention of any such Diocese shall 
at any time adjourn without filling a vacancy which it may have the right to fill 
as aforesaid, then, and in all such cases, vacancies may be filled by the Conven- 
tion of the Diocese in which said Seminary may be situated. 

ARTICLE V. 
Pour additional trustees may be appointed by the joint vote of the Alumni of 
the Theological Seminary of the Diocese of Ohio and the Graduates of Kenyon 
College, who shall be Graduates of three years' standing respectively, to-wit: two 
derical and two lay trustees to be selected from said Alumni and Graduates 
respectively ; said four trustees to be elected by ballot. The vote to be given 
under such rules and regulations to secure a fair expression of the will of said 
Alumni and Graduates, and as to time, place and otherwise, as the Presidents of 
the Board of Trusteesand of Kenyon College for the time being shall prescribe. A 
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majority of the votes cast shall be necessary to a choice, and in the dection of 
said trustees, in the first instance, the ballot shall spedfy one as elected for one 
year ; one for two years ; one for three years ; and one for four years ; or for a 
shorter period in case of filling \'acancies occurring before the expiration of a 
hill term. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Every elected trustee under Articles III. and IV. of this Constitution shall be a 
citizen of Ohio, and a member of the Protestant Episcopal Church ; and if such 
trustee shall, during the term for which he was elected, cease to be a kcmaMdt 
resident of the State, his office shall be thereby vacated, and his place shall be 
filled as in other cases ; and no officer of any institution under the control of said 
Board of Trustees, except the President of Kenyon College, shall be eligible to 
said Board. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Two additional trustees, one clerical and one lay, may be appi tinted by the 
Diocesan Conventions of each of the Dioceses of Pittsburgh, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Indiana and Michigan, for such terms as said several Conventions 
may determine. Thirteen trustees shall constitute a quorum of the Board. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Bishop of the Diocese in which the Seminary may be situated, shall be 
President of the Board, and if present shall preside, and in the absence of all 
the Bishops, a President pro tern, shall be appointed by ballot, whose office shall 
expire on the final adjournment of the meeting of the Board at which the ap- 
pointment was made. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The direction and management of said Institutions, during the recess of the 
Board, shall be under the charge and superintendence of an Executive Com- 
mittee, composed of the Bishop of the Diocese of Ohio, the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese of Southern Oliio, the President of Kenyon College, and other trustees ap- 
pointed by the Board, with such limitations and restrictions as may be fixed by 
the Board. The Bishop of the Diocese of Ohio, or in his absence, the Bishop 
of the Diocese of Southern Ohio, or in the absence of both, the President of 
Kenyon College shall be Chairman of the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE X. 

The Board of Trustees shcill have power to constitute Professorships and Fac- 
ulties, and to appoint and remove the Professors, and to prescribe courses of 
study, and to make all rules and regulations and statutes which may be neces- 
sary for the government of the institutions, or either of them, and to secure their 
prosperity ; provided, that all such rules, regulations or other proceedings, shall 
forever be in conformity to the doctrine, discipline, constitution and canons of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church m the United States of America, and in re- 
spect to the Seminary, to the course of study prescribed or to be prescribed by 
the Bishops of the said Church, and subject to the provisions of the Xlth and 
Xllth Articles of this Constitution. 

ARTICLE XI. 

If at any time the General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America shall, by resolution entered in their journals, 
declare any rule, regulation, statute or other proceedings of the Board of Trus- 
tees hereby constituted, to be contrary to the doctrine, discipline, constitution and 
canons of the Church, or to the course of study prescribed by the Bishops, such 
rule, regulation, statute or other proceedings shall thenceforth cease to have 
effect, and shall be considered as abrogated and annulled. 

ARTICLE XIL 

The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal C^hurch in the United States <rf 
America shall, individually, and any two or more of them, be visitants of the 
Seminary, to take care that the course of discipline and instruction be cooJbrm*

And it shall be lawful for any one of the 
Bishops aforoaid, at any time, to institute, in his owm name and ehaiacter of 
Bishop, any proper legal process to enforce and secure the administration of the

' ARTICLE XIII. 

The Board of Thistees having heretofore established a College with the nec- 
essary preparatory schools, as heretofore in the ist article hereof recognized, 
and subject to the Xlth and Xllth Articles of this Constitution, and with a 
Pkesident and Faculty, and with povrer to make all needful by-laws, and to 
appoint and remove all I^fessors and other officers necessary to the govern- 
ment and prosperity of said College, it is hereby declared that the College and 
preparatory schools mentioned in the first article herein are a continuation of 
the same; and it is hereby provided, that the President of said College be ap- 
pointed on the nomination of the Bishop who may be President of the Boanl, 
and in case he shall not so nominate within two months after being requested so 
to do by the Board of Trustees, then they shall proceed to elect a President 
without such nomination; provided that his Episcopal supervision and authority 
be understood as embracing the spiritual interests of the Colle^^e and its pre- 
paratory schools, and that the present property of the said Semmaiy, whatever 
use the trustees may permit tne College to make of any part thereof^ shall 

• always remain exclusively the property of the Seminsuy. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

This Constitution may be amended by the concurrent vote of the majority of 
the Bishops who may be members of the Board, a majority of the Board of 
T^mstees, and a majority of the Convention of the Diocese in which the Semi- 
nary may be situated; provided that no alteration or amendment whatever ba 
made in this Constitution whereby the fimds of the Seminary, raised in England, 
be appropriated to any other use than the education and theological instruction 
of students for the ministry in the Protestant Episcopal Church. This proviso^ 
however, does not preclude the lawfulness and constitutionally of establishing 
A CoU^g^ and making provision, as far as practicable, for the admission of other 
'Stndentflk at their own ezpenscb to the benefit of a CoUogo education.

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RULES OF ORDER. 



Rule I. The order of proceedings shall be as follows : 

FIRST DAY. 

(i.) The Convention shall meet in the evening for the purpose of Divine 
Service and the Convention Sermon. 

(2.) The Secretary of the preceding Convention, if present — if not, some 
other person appointed by the chair — shall call the names of Clergy entitled to 
seats (Const. Art. IV.), and enter on the minutes the names of those present. 

(3.) The Secretary shall call the names of the parishes entiUed to representa- 
tion ; and, as called, the certificates of the Lay Delegates of the parishes repre- 
sented shall be laid on his table. 

(4.) The President will appoint a Committee on Credentials, consisting of 
one clergyman and two laymen, to receive, examine and report upon the creden- 
tials of Lay Delegates (Title I., Canon 2). In case alternate delegates claim 
the right to seats in the Convention, the fact must be made known to the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, who shall report thereon ; and the persons reported by 
that Committee as entitled to seats (not exceeding three from each parish), 
whether regulars or alternates, shall, if the Convention approve such report, be 
entered upon the roll of the Secretary as properly accredited delegates. 

SECOND DAY. 

(5. ) After Divine Service, including the Lord's Supper, the President shall 
take the chair, and call the Convention to order, when the Order of Proceedings 
shall be as follows : 

(6.) The Secretary shall call the names of the Lay Delegates, as the same 
shall have been reported by the Committee and adopted by the Convention, and 
enter the names of those present on the minutes ; after which the President shall 
declare the Convention organized for business. 

(7.) The Committee on Credentials shall next report on the application (if 
any) of new Parishes for admission to the Convention (Title II., Canon x, § 4, 
of the Digest) ; and when received the Secretary shall call and enter on the min- 
utes the names of the Lay Delegates representing said Parishes. 

(8.) The election by ballot of a Secretary, who shall have power to appoint 
an Assistant. 

(9.) Appointment by the President of five Standing Committees : 

I. A Committee on Unfinished Business, consisting of one clergyman 
and one layman. 

II. A Committee on Finance, to consist of seven laymen, to whom 
shall be referred the Treasurer's report, the assessment of the Parishes, 
and all matters of a financial nature not specifically referred to any other 
committee. 

III. A Committee on Canons, to consist of two clei^men and two 
laymen, to whom all matters pertaining to the Constitution and Canons, 
and all matters of law, shall be referred. 

IV. A Committee on Missions, to consist of four clergymen and four 
laymen, to whom shall be referred the reports of the Missionary and Edu- 
cation Committees of the Diocese, and all other matters pertaining to 
these subjects. 
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V. A Committee on the Next Convention, to consist of two der^*. 
men and two laymen, representing different sections of the Diocese, to 
whom all propositions respecting the place of hiding the next Conven- 
tion shall be referred without debate.

Rule II. — When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards standi unless to address the Chair. 

Rule III. — No member shall absent himself from the service of the House, 
unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

Rule IV. — Whenever any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the Convention, he shall rise from his seat, and, with due respect, 
address himself in an audible voice to the President, confining himself strictly 
to the point in debate. 
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Rule V. — No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, with- 
out leave of the House. 

Rule VI. — While the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and not hold any private discourse. 

Rule VII. — Every member present shall vote when a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention ; and, on a vote by orders, the name of the Presiding 
Officer shall be called last. 

Rule VIII. — When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be 
made, unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone it indefinitely, to postpone it 
to a certain time, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it ; and motions for any 
of these shall have precedence in the order herein named. 

Rule IX. — A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 

Rule X. — A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and, if unqualified, 
shall be decided without debate. 

Rule XI. — No motion shall be considered as before the House unless it be 
seconded, and reduced to writing when required. 

Rule XII. — ^A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment 
of the Convention, and shall not be again considered during the same session ; 
but, a question being decided, may be reconsidered, with the consent of two- 
thirds of the members present, on a motion to that purpose by one of the ma- 
jority on the first decision. 

Rule XIII. — All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

Rule XIV. — The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
entered on the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requir- 
ing any action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accom- 
panied by a resolution or resolutions for its consideration. 

Rule XV. — All questions of order shall be decided by the President, in the 
first instance ; but any member mav appeal from such decision, and on such ap- 
peal no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Convention. 

Rule XVI. — Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church not entitled to 
«eats, and candidates for Holy Orders iu this Diocese, shall be admitted to the 
sittings of the Convention, and their names entered on the journal, on reporting 
themselves to the Secretary, but without the right of taking any part in the 
proceedings. 

Rule XVII. — Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the minutes 
of the last day's proceedings shall be read, corrected if necessary, and approved. 

Rule XVIII. — The Rules of Order may be suspended on a vote of two-thirds 
of all the members present. 

Rule XIX. — The above shall be the Rules of Order of all future Conven- 
tions, unless altered or rescinded, and shall be published in the Journal of each 
Convention.

FIRST DAY.

The Convention Sermon was delivered by appoint- 
ment of the Bishop, and, as usual, in the order of longest 
continuous residence, by Rev. B. T. Noakes, Rector 
of Emanuel Church, Cleveland, on the subject of 
Inspiration, from the text St. Luke iv. 4, ^^ It is written'* 

The offerings of the congregation were devoted equally 
to the Society for the Relief of the Widows and Children 
of Deceased Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the State of Ohio, and to the Disabled Clergy 
Fund. 

At the close of Divine Service the Bishop called the 
Convention to order. The Secretary of last Convention 
called the roll of the Clergy entitled to seats, and entered 
on the journal the names of those present. [See pp. 3-4.} 
He then read the list of Parishes, Mission Stations and 
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Chapels entitled to representation, and the credentials of 
their Lay Delegates were laid on his table.

Convention again assembled, when the Rt. Rev., the 
Bishop of the Diocese, read his annual Episcopal Address : 

ANNUAL EPISCOPAL ADDRESS. 

Reverend Brethren of the Clergy, 

AND Brethren of the Laity : 

OUR annual gathering in quietness and peace calls for renewed thanksgiving^ 
to the Father of all mercies. Personally, I have great cause for grati- 
tude, in that I have been able to meet every call of duty, and have been absent 
from the Diocese only for one fortnight during the year ; on that occasion 
called to meet a Commission of the Bishops in Philadelphia, and to fulfill a 
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filial obligation to the memory of my father's friend, and mine, the late Rev. 
Dr. Tyng. With these two exceptions, and that of one Sunday spent in the 
service of Southern Ohio, my whole time during the past year has been deroted 
to the Diocese. I have visited all the Parishes with the exception of Fremont, 
Rockport, Dennison and Wooster ; those visitations being delayed at the request 
of the Rector, or because of the anticipated coming of a Rector. The 
Churches at Cross Creek and Peninsula, and the Quarry Chapel were visited 
in connection with the Parishes of w^hich they are really a part. 
So that, by God's blessing, I am permitted to say that I have made a thor- 
ough visitation of the Diocese ; preaching everywhere ; confirming whenever 
desired— several times, in private, persons who were ill ; and administered the 
Lord's Supper where occasion served. 

We have other cause for gratitude. At several points our Church is renewii^ 
her strength ; reviving the things which were ready to perish, or demonstrating 
her capability for meeting exigencies. 

I speak with great satisfaction of the Chapel which St. John's Church, Youngs- 
town, has built in a district of their growing city called Springdale, among a 
community chiefly of operatives. It has been consecrated, and is filled by an 
appreciative congregation. Another similar work is carried to good success at 
Calvary Chapel in Toledo, under the guidance and patronage of Trinity Church. 
St. John's Church in Cleveland is undertaking a similar work in the outskirts of 
that rapidly growing city. Harcourt Parish, Gambier, has added to its 
Chapels the care of our ancient Church at Mill Creek, and thoroughly reawak- 
ened its dormant life. St. Mary's Church in Cleveland is making a brave effort 
to release itself of the encumbrances which have weighed it down for years. 
All Saints' Church, Cleveland, under the encouragement of the Convocation, 
is about to change its location for the better, and enlarge its accommodations, 
fitting itself for the important work which the Providence of God is opening 
around it in a rapidly increasing population. 

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 

We have not been free from anxieties arising from disorders in the political 
world, and distrust in the relations of labor and capital ; but they have not yet 
seriously affected the interests of the Church. We do not anticipate an oil day. 
Doubtless, Divine Providence will bring such a solution to these communal 
difficulties as will advance the cause of the Gospel and the prosperity of His 
kingdom. For as no true and lasting solution can be found except in the pre- 
valence of the Golden Rule, we may fairly anticipate that society will in the end 
fall back upon the only wholesome law — the charity of the Gospel. Employers 
and the employed will find it to their interest, as it is undoubtedly right, to share 
more equally in the profits of mutual labor than is now the habit. But as 
Christianity has not yet produced a millennium, we shall not speak as if we had 
entered on Utopia. Unless we are to set at naught the whole experience of the 
race, a distinction between capital and labor will inevitably continue. As capital 
will always be the issue of successful labor, so it will always, in its turn, provide 
for and promote labor ; nor will any wise man depreciate the value of either, for 
it can only be at the expense of both. Whilst I do not pretend to be wise 
enough to suggest a remedy for the acknowledged evils which oppress many of 
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our fellow-laborers, I will venture to affirm that they do not arise from accumula- 
tions of capital ; but from the increased application of mechanical ingenuity. 
One man now often does the work of twenty ; indeed, sometimes the work 
which required fifty hands under the old r^me. And a remedy|is likely to be 
found in the cheapening of goods, which results from labor, and in a consequent 
increased demand. It would certainly be desirable, as it would be fair, that each 
laborer should receive a fair percentage of the profits for which he works. But 
as yet no practicable method has been suggested by which this end can bereached. 
If reached in any general degree, it is to feared that the tendency would be to 
diminish the production and incentive power of capital Meanwhile, this col- 
lision, and the public discussion which has accompanied it, has a tendency to con- 
centrate men's thoughts on " day labor," as it is called, as if it were the only 
labor worthy of the name. The work of the professional man passes out of 
sight ; and among the professions, that which is the most laborious, the most 
responsible, the noblest of them all, the Ministry of the Word, falls into depre- 
ciation. I have never known a year in which it has been more difficult to sustain 
our Ministry, outside of those Parishes where principle and interest coincide in 
maintaining Pastoral services. The past year has therefore proved to be one 
of peculiar difficulties to the Missionary Committee, the General Missionary, and 
the Bishop ; and, notwithstanding all our efforts, several important mission fields 
remain vacant But this is not the whole explanation of the difficulty. 

MISSIONS IN THE DIOCESE. 

We are led to consider a critical question, as to the construction and main- 
tenance of Diocesan missionary fields. It has been thought that one of the 
principal necessities for establishing a successful mission, was the organization 
of a vestry ; and this, on the ground that such a demonstration of interest in the 
establishment of the Church by influential men in any community would induce 
other influential persons to unite in the effort ; and, that such an organization 
would represent the needs of the missions, and become a ready organ of com- 
munication with the authorities of the Diocese. The theory is excellent. But 
practically it has been found that such an organization is premature ; the mem- 
bers of it are frequently not sufficiently, nor disinterestedly attached to our 
Church. After a brief interval the authority is exercised only by one or two ; 
there is no g^n over to existing ordinance, which provides for a committee of 
the mission to be the organ of communication ; and too often, under the name 
of vestry, impediments are thrown in the way of the action of the missionary 
authorities. This difficulty was foreseen and wisely provided against by the 
Canon to which I have referred. It encourages the appointment of a commit- 
tee for each mission, to be merely an organ of communication, leaving the 
authority where it should reside, with the Bishop and Missionary Committee, 
during the continuance of its existence as a mission. 

The Convention can have little idea of the complications and perplexities 
which arise from the cause now alluded to : €. g., a. mission field, consisting of 
three organized Parishes, asks for a missionary. But each Parish really wishes 
— not that a suitable clergyman should be sent to them by competent authority — 
but that each of the three should call such a pastor as one or two leading minds in 
each desire. The Bishop invites a competent clergyman to visit the three churches. 
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A. is satisfied. B. is discontented with the tone of his Toice. C. ooosideTs him 
too old or too yoimg, or too short or too talL A. will paj its quota. B. will pay 
only one-half of its promise if this candidate is to be the missionaiy. C. is not 
sore it can raise anjthini; onder the cimunstanoes. And the safaurj. wfakfa, all 
told, woold be only enough to prerent stanration, is thus cot down to a point 
which no Diocese that has a care for its repatatioo woold offer to any clergy- 
man. As the result of experience, in behalf of the Missionary Committee, I rec- 
ommend certain changes in the mode of acting under our exodlent Canon 3 of 
Title III, Of Mission Stations. An expression of opinion from the Convention is 
asked on these points. 

It is recommended that in acting under this Canon, the Missionary Commit- 
tee shall distinguish between stations which recdve aid from them as follows : 

For Parishes which pay eight hundred doUars or more in annual salary, the 
appropriation from the Missionary Committee shall be called Pastoral aid. In 
this case the vestry shall be privil^ed to call, with the appropriation of the 
Missionary Committee and the Bishop. 

For Parishes, or congregations, which pay any sum in salary less than eight 
hundred dollars per annum, the appropriation of the Missionary Committee 
shall be called Missionary aid. 

The Missionary Committee shall determine how many of such churches shall 
be united in one Mission ; the Bishop shall determine how many services shall 
be rendered to each. The Bishop and Missionary Committee shall determine 
what proportion of the whole salary shall be paid by each station, and appcnnt- 
ment to such Mission shall rest with those Diocesan authorities. 

It is hardly necessary to enact a law as to the mode of paying the salaries of 
missionaries, inasmuch as the subject is already within the purview of the Mis- 
sionary Committee ; but it would strengthen the hands of the committee if the 
Convention would express itself favorably as to the following suggestion, and 
it would be fair that if there be any reasonable objection to it, such objection 
should be heard and considered. There is irregularity in the payment of 
salaries by stations which are partly dependent on the Missionary Committee. 
It was intended that the Missionary Committee should prevent it, by requiring 
the whole salary to be paid through its treasury. Practically this rule was 
found to be quite inconvenient, and in many cases the clergy preferred weekly 
or monthly payments to the quarterly payments which are the rule of the com- 
mittee. But the same end may be accomplished by requiring from the treasurer 
of each station, or the missionary, a certificate in writing that all salary due 
from the station has been paid in full to date, before the treasurer of the Mis- 
sionary Committee shall be authorized to pay the quarterly stipend due by the 
committee. Any case of peculiar hardship can be considered, and acted upon, 
by the committee. But it should be deemed a sufficient indication that the 
station is no longer worthy of the support of the Church, so soon as it fails in its 
promise of pecuniary support to its minister. 

The Convention can have no idea of the piteous condition in which many of 
its most worthy laborers in Mission Stations, and in Parishes as well, pursue 
their thankless tasks, because of the dishonest neglect of solemn engagements on 
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the part of their parishioners. As a member of the Missionary Committee, I 
am unwilling to share a responsibility so unnessary and unwholesome.

The Convocational system has been perfected in its organization during the 
past year by the nomination on the part of the several Convocations, and by my 
appointment of Deans as follows :

Central Convocation, the Rev. Fleming James, D. D., Dean. 

N. E. Convocation, the Rev. F. B. Avery, Dean. 
While all the meetings of Convocation have been improving to the members, 
and instructive, as well as encouraging, to the Parishes where they have been 
held, the meetings of the N. W. Convocation deserve special mention. 
Their wholesome influence has been largely owing to the patient oversight of 
Dean Atwill, and the spirit of brotherhood which he has fostered among the 
members. These Convocational meetings are occasions of spiritual profiting, 
as well as of social enjoyment. They are looked forward to with hope, and 
shared in with delight. A sufficient number of the Brethren are alwa3rs present to 
give zest to the exercises, and by an exhibition of their own interest, to secure 
the sympathy of the community. As the wholesome results of Convocation 
must continue to depend largely on the efforts of the Deans, I commend the 
subject to their earnest attention. The reports of the Secretaries of the several 
Convocations presented to me under the Canon, are added in an appendix to 
this address. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL LENTEN OFFERING. 

Again it is my privilege to mention with great satisfaction the energy, skill 
and enthusiastic interest shown by Mr. Schuyler Davis in inaugurating the com- 
bined Sunday School offering for General Missions in the Diocese, and pressing 
it to an issue. The gratifying result has been an offering for Missions on Easter 
Day by our Sunday Schools in this Diocese of $1,400. 

I congratulate our Sunday scholars and their teachers on the very satisfactory 
result of this their Lenten self-denial and their Lenten self-consecration to the 
service of our dear Lord Christ.

deserve special commemoration, notonly because of the distinguished guests who 
contributed to their success, but because of the influence which they exerted. 
The Bishopof Huron was listened to in Qeveland, as elsewhere, with rapt atteotioa 
and delighted interest Rev. Dr. Langford presented the cause of Missions 
with the freshness and vigor of one who was making his earliest appeals as Gcn> 
eral Secretary of the Board of Missions. The cause of Temperance was also 
ably represented ; but appeals in that behalf do not seem to reach the source of 
the evil when addressed to an audience already practicing the virtue whidi is 
commended. We might hope for some result, proportioned to our good inten- 
tions, if we could but bring the saloon-keepers, and those who frequent saloons, 
up to our meetings at St Paul's Church or Trinity, or. better still, if we could 
take the moral and social influences of Trinity Church and Sl Paul's Church 
Temperance down to the saloons, and convince those poor victims of intemper- 
ance, who gather there, by the sight of contrasts, what blessings self-control, 
moderation, economy, and Christian principle bring in their train. But most of 
our Temperance appeals, because of the places where they are made, and the 
audiences who listen to them, are outcries against the stars.

The Visitation at Smithville possessed a curious interest. It was held in one of 
the two little chapels which our Missionary at East Liverpool has erected at the 
cost of two hundred and fifty dollars each. It is on a low piece of ground, but 
useful for our purpose. It was crowded on every foot of space Mrithin, whilst a 
crowd pressed around the door. There was of course no Vestry room, and the 
urchins, pushing themselves close to my robe box, looked on with unmixed sur- 
priser whilst I was gradually transformed into a full robed Bishop. Some ex- 
pxessions escaped them which are not to be found in our Liturgy ; but I have no 
reason to think that our care for decency and order in the practice of Common 
Prayer made any other than a happy impression. A more orderly or more at- 
tentive congregation could not easily be found, and when in the midst of the 
crowd, six of their numbers kneeled on the bare floor to receive the Bishop's 
Benediction in confirmation, the hush, and evident sympathy of the multitude, 
were almost oppressive. 

COUNCIL OF BISHOPS. 

I cannot pass over in silence this meeting which ten of the Bishops held in the 
study of our invalid Brother, the Rt Rev. Dr. Stevens. Besides the important 
subjects which called us together, our prayers were offered in his behalf. They 
have been graciously heard, and he has been restored to the oversight of his 
Diocese. The Convention will, I am sure, unite with my offering of gratitude to 
the Father of Mercies for this goodness, and in my warm congratulations to our 
Rt Rev. Brother in this restoration. 

THE NEW YORK MISSION. 

The sermon of Rev. Mr. Aitken, to which I have alluded as preached on 
November 30, deserves commemoration, for it was an event. It was the first of 
a series continuing for a week, preached at Trinity Church, New York, at the 
bead of Wall street, the busiest street in this new world, at twelve o'clock in the 
day. Precisely at the hour I entered the church, expecting to see a scattered 
congregation. On the contrary, every seat was filled, so far as I could see, and 
I should have been obliged to stand if it had not been for the courtesy of the 
sexton, who brought me a chair from the vestry and placed it in the aisle. The 
sermon was preceded only by a collect, and concluded with a Benediction when 
the clock struck one. At least a thousand busy men thus listened to the Gospel 
every day in that week. 

It shows the adaptability of our Church system to all emergencies ; and if 
I may be permitted to argue from it, it shows the unnecessity of any " Book 
Annexed." All that is wanting in the use of the Prayer Book is a Rector who 
has common sense, and a conscience to avoid unnecessary relaxations, and a 
Bishop whose discretion in overseership is equaled by his tact. It was a fitting 
close to a week which, beginning with a meeting of the Clergy under the Presi- 
dency of Assistant Bishop Potter, he concluded by an extempore prayer.

SUNDAY NEWSPAPERS. 

The members of the Convention are probably aware of the result of the sev- 
eral conferences which I have here recorded as having been held with clerical 
brethren in Cleveland of our own Church, and ofother Churches, on the subject 
of Sunday observance. We came to the conclusion that the chief cause, of what 
appeared to us to be a gradual deterioration in Sabbath observance, was the 
circulation and use of secular newspapers published on the Lord's Day. We 
were careful not to take action until we had consulted with the editors and heard 
their side of the case. Finally, it was decided to issue an address to Christians 
in Cleveland on this topic. As it expresses my deliberate judgment, and I wish 
to put that judgment on record, I include that paper in this address. I con- 
sider it not the least valuable portion of my labor in the Diocese during the past 
year. I should have been glad of the unanimous assent of my brethren of the 
Cleveland Clergy to the utterances of that address. No doubt all assent to 
principles asserted. It is not easy, by any form of words, to express the appli- 
cation of principles in such a manner as to meet every phase of thought. 
While, therefore, I record my judgment on this subject after mature considera- 
tion, I will not ask, or expect, my Brethren to unite in every expression ; but I 
will, and now do, earnestly invite every one of them who has a charge of souls 
to preach to his people on this subject, and, by example as well as precept, to 
prevent the reading of secular newspapers on the Lord's Day. 
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ADDRESS OF PASTORS OF CLEVELAND TO THE CHURCHES. 

To THE Christians of Cleveland— 

Brethren Beloved in the Lord: Your pastors are painfully impressed by the 
desecration of the Lord's Day, in the community of which we form a part. Not 
only is the law of Grod hereby disobeyed, but the law of the land, respecting the 
obsisrvance of the first day of the week, is disregarded. So open and disastrous 
has this disobedience been in one respect, that public attention has, at last, been 
awakened to it, and a remedy attempted by civil authority. But in other re- 
spects the law forbidding unnecessary labor on that day is a dead letter. As 
citizens we shall be ready to unite with you in all wise and considerate measures 
to maintain the integrity of this law. But, to-day, we address you, as citizens 
of the kingdom of Christ, and under that peculiar responsibility which our office 
gives, we are to commend a definite policy in respect to the Lord's Day to 
those who, in common with ourselves, are consecrated to the service of Christ. 

After matured reflection and earnest prayer for the guidance of the Holy 
Ghost, we feel persuaded that we have traced the present exaggeration of the 
evil to its primary sources-— mental unrest, worldliness and spiritual apathy ; and 
we are convinced that one of the foremost causes of these, and one of the most 
conspicuous, is the reading of secular newspapers on the Lord's Day. We are 
strengthened in this opinion by the concurrence of many influential church 
assemblies. Our words have already received emphasis from the utterance of 
conferences, synods, and meetings of the Qergy in many parts of our country. 
In these, great and good men, who are equally concerned with ourselves for the 
int^^tv and maintenance of our common faith, have spoken as we now do. 
With the greater assurance, then, we press our views, and appeal to your 
Christian judgment. 

" The Sabbath was made for man, not man for the Sabbath." Consequently, 
rest and quietness of spirit and a religious observance of one day in seven are 
required by our Lord, not because of the pleasure which such obedience brings 
to Him. but because of the refreshment, reinvigoration and blessing which it 
secures to man. both in body and soul, and in all relations, family, social, com- 
munal and spiritual. The prerequisite to all other divinely appointed uses of 
the Lord's Day is rest and change of employment. To be free from bodily 
labors and the mental excitements appropriate to the six days is absolutely 
necessary for repose and spiritual refreshment on the First Day. Even if bodily 
latsor be suspended, whilst mental labor in the same direction is continued, no 
sufficient repose nor refreshment is secured. Whatever tends to carry a Chris- 
tian's soul along the same secular current in which it has been hurrying through 
the week, is destructive of his use and enjoyment of the day of rest. 

Therefore, we wish to have you guard yourselves against the great spiritual 
loss which we think is coming to many from reading secular newspapers on the 
Lord's Day. It is not our present purpose to discuss the propriety of the pub- 
lication of such news. We regard it as a work neither of necessity nor mercy, 
and therefore, a violation both of the Law of God and of the Statute Law of this 
State. But each one to his own master standeth or falleth. We are too prone 
to ask with Peter concerning our neighbor, *' Lord, what shall this man do?" 
and while waiting for our neighbor's improvement, to defer our own. Let us 
take heed that in this matter we ourselves faithfully follow Christ. 

Let us see that our own hands are clean, and decide what is our duty concern- 
ing the encouragement and use of Sunday newspapers. As your Pastors, our 
judgment is that the reading of Sunday papers so surely interferes vdth the due 
discharge of religious duties, and the best reception of spiritual blessings, that 
the safe and wise course is, to altogether refrain from such reading. Neces- 
sarily we must consider what is the degree of our responsibility for the methods 
by which the Sunday paper is scattered broadcast, the special trains and mes- 
sengers by which it is borne through the country with noise and clatter on 
Sunday morning, disturbing the restfulness and destroying the peace of the 
Lord's Day, the multitude of boys employed to sell and distribute it, thereby 
exposing them to unnecessary temptations. Have we no share, also, in the 
responsibility for so much of the work on such newspapers as is continued on 
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the Lord's Day ? But our present chief concern is the question of our own doty 
as citizens of the Kingdom of the Lord Jesus Christ 

We urge, therefore, that no one who is named by the name of Christ shall 
read or encourage any secular Sunday newspaper, nor allow it to enter hb 
house. 

And so we "commend you to God and the word of His gxaoe."

Preached and 
confirmed 3 (one of them from Huron).

May 16, Sunday, a. m. — Trinity Church, Toledo. Preached and confirmed 39. 

May 19, Sunday, p. m. — St. John's Church, Toledo. Preached and con- 
firmed 17. 

May 17, Monday, p. p. m. — Grace Church. Defiance ; met the North West 
Convocation. Preached and confirmed twenty-three. 

May 18, Tuesday, a. m. — Administered the Holy Communion at Grace Church, 
Defiance, during the meeting of Convocation. 

May 19, Wednesday, a. m. — Christ Church, Lima ; preached, confirmed two. 

May 20. Thursday, a. m.— St. Paul's Church, Kenton ; preached, confirmed 
twelve, (four presentCKi on behalf of Rev. Mr. Mann). Burial of Father Benton. 

May 20, Thursday, p. p. m. — ^Trinity Church, Tiffin; preached, confirmed 
twelve. 

May 21, Friday, p. m.— St Paul's Church, Bdlevue ; preached, confirmed two. 

May 21, Friday, p. p. m. — Grace Church, Qyde ; preached, confirmed five. 
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May 23, Sunday, p.m. — Grace Church, Toledo ; preached, confirmed twenty- 
eight Administered the Holy Communion. 

May 23, Sunday, p. p. m.— Calvary Church, Toledo ; preached, confirmed 
thirteen. 

May 29, Saturday noon.— St. Paul's Church, Mt. Vernon ; officiated at the fun- 
end of the wife of the Rector, Rev. A. B. Putnam. The Visitation which was to 
have taken place on the next day, was necessarily postponed. 

May 31, Monday. — Rogation Day. Attended the ceremonies of the day de> 
voted to the decoration of the graves of soldiers who died in the war for the 
preservation of the Union. Offered prayer under the old oaks in the park at 
Gheimbier. The Hon. Columbus Delajio made an address. Subsequently I pro- 
nounced the Benediction at the close of the Ritual of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, at the ^rave of Colonel Andrews, once President of Kenyon CoUe^& 

June 3, Festival of the Ascension. — Church of the Holy Spirit, Gambier, the 
Pastor, Rev. Dr. James, preached. 

June 6, Z> after Ascension. —St. Paul's Church, Mt. Vernon; confirmed twelve, 
preached and administered the Holy Cbmmunion. 

Bellbfontaine. — The long struggle of this devoted Parish against difficulties 
which often seemed insuperable, has been concluded by the entrance on its Pas- 
torship of the Rev. Mr. Daugherty. Bellefontaine has put on new life under 
its new Missionary, and bids fair now to equal the sanguine hopes which haft 
been so long delayed. 

Marion. — ^The difficulties which have prevented the progress of this impor- 
tant Parish, have been happily closed by the election of the Rev. F. M. Munson 
to the charge, and by his acceptance. He has entered on his labors at a crisis 
in the afiairs of the town ; for Marion is becoming a centre of railroad enter, 
prises, and seems to be destined to hold a leading position among the central 
cities of our state. 

Geneva. — The delay in the progress of our church at this town is not easilj 
accounted for. Perhaps I shall not be much in error in the suggestion that the 
Mission would succeed better, were it more thoroughly under the control of the 
Missionary Committee. I approve of the suggestion made by the remaining 
Trustee, that he would place the property of the Mission in the hands of the 
Trustees of the Diocese. 

Lima. — A short time ago we were almost in despair as to the continuance of 
the existence of our church at Lima. To-day this town is the centre of attrac- 
tion for all workers in oil. and population is increasing there at an almost faba- 
ulous rate. The wells answer to almost every attempt to bore for oil. The 
night is illumined by oil burning to waste, in every direction. And. naturally, 
amidst the immigration, which is pou^ng in as rapidly as the oil, many mem- 
bers of our church are added to the population. So that now there is only 
wanting, on the part of some Missionary, enterprise for Christ, emulous of this 
commercial zeal. There can be no doubt that souls would yield to the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, as freely as the earth is yielding its treasures to those who 
work for them. 

Kenton is next neighbor to Lima. As yet it is not disturbed by the fever for 
development of oil. But our church is calmly progressing under the labor of oar 
faithful Missionary. The people are preparing to build a church. They will 
need, and will deserve, the aid of more able brethren when they shall make this 
efifort. It seems singular that so large a body of deaf mutes should have settled 
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Dear Kenton. Our Missionary to the deaf mutes, Rev. Mr. Mann, has one of 
his most populous fields at this place, and among the twelve whom I confirmed, 
four were deaf mutes. Our Liturgical worship is a main attraction to them. 
They can unite in the Common Prayer, and some of the most skilful in lip read- 
ing can gather much instruction from a minister who utters his sermon with de- 
liberate distinction. 

Clyde. — Our Uttle Church in this town is progressing wonderfully. The 
services of Visitation were held in it, although neither a sash nor a pew were in 
their place. The Mayor of the town worked with all his zeal to bring order out 
of the confusion of elements and succeeded marvelously. We shall soon rejoice 
in a completed sanctuary there to the Glory of our Triune Jehovah. 

VISITATION PAPERS. 

Circumstances being favorable, I decided to issue Visitation Papers this year 
of more than usually definite character. They were addressed both to the 
Rector and to the Vestry of Parishes to be visited. They have been replied to with 
general accuracy and commendable completeness. They will furnish to future 
historians of the Diocese a ground-work for comparative statistics. They show, 
on the whole, an encouraging condition of spiritual and temporal affairs. 

A few of the Rectors and a few of the Vestries have not comprehended the im- 
portance of accurate and full replies to my questions. I hope that these will fill 
up the blanks that are wanting in their reports. 

It is not advisable to read the details of such a Visitation. But I make a few 
generalizations : 

Of 41 Parishes reporting, 27 report the "spiritual condition" encouraging. 
The average attendance of men in proportion to women at Divine Service, 
throughout the Diocese, is one-third. The number of children reported in 41 
Parishes as attending Divine Service is 1,288. If the same proportion is main- 
tained in the Parishes which have not reported, the whole number of children 
attending Divine Service will be about 2,000. 

I judge from the reports that the majority of children who attend the Sunday 
Schools are able to " say the Creed, the Lord's Prayer and the Ten Command- 
ments." A great variety appears in the system adopted for offerings in the vari- 
ous Churches. I can come to no profitable conclusion on the subject without 
further investigation ; but, so far as reported, it is evident that the most pros- 
perous Churches, and those whose contributions for charitable purposes are the 
most free in proportion to their means, are those which are supported by pew 
rents. I regret to find that the majority of our Sunday Schools are compelled to 
pay their own expenses, instead of being supported, as they ought to be, by the 
congregations to which they belong. 

The saddest return to my inquiries relates to the practice of Family Prayer 
among our Church people. Only seventeen Rectors out of sixty appear to be 
at all aware of the habit of tbeu- people in this respect If I should judge 
entirely from the reports, I should be obliged to say that there is not a family in 
any of our Churches in Cleveland that practices Family Prayer. Happily I 
know that such a report would be incorrect ; for I know of more than one, both 
in Trinity and St Paul's, and I feel sure that there are many throughout the 
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city. It is hoped that all our Rectors, in their Pastoral visiting, will so impress 
the importance of this subject, that on a future occasion they may be able to 
present a more satisfactory view of family religion in our chief city. 

The report from Parishes in places where there is less of the hurry of com- 
mercial life, is much more satisfactory. As for example, in Haixxiort Parish, 
Gambier, the Pastor reports twenty-five families in the habit of Family Prayers. 
In East Liverpool, Wellsville, Mansfield and Grace Church, Tqledo, the repoft 
is equally encouraging. 

I happen to have heard of a family in Trinity Church, Qeveland, where the 
father being frequently called away before the family could assemble in the 
morning, the son, a Sunday scholar, takes his father's place and leads the 
family in devotion. It would be pleasing if, by accurate inquiries on this subject, 
our Rectors could furnish more of such profitable details. 

The Vestries of forty Churches out of sixty have replied to my queries. 
Of Church properties, they report besides churches, twenty parsonages, several 
chapels and Sunday School buildings. Twenty -eight of the forty report "no 
incumbrance," and of the others, the incumbrances are generally of small 
amount. In these forty Churches the salaries average $i,ioo ; but it is proper 
to say that outside of our cities the salaries do not average more than $700. 
The contributors are stated as about two thousand four hundred ; which ex- 
hibits the fact that on the average, those who support the ministry in Ohio con- 
tribute individually less than twenty dollars per annum. I am happy to say 
that among these forty Churches, twenty-five report no arrearage of salary, 
and of the rest only two cases are of any serious amount. 

The most unsatisfactory series of replies relates to our Diocesan paper. Two 
Vestries in Cleveland, St. Paul's and Trinity, have complied with the recommen- 
dation of the last Convention, every member but five being subscribers. In Grace 
Church, Galion, Christ Church, Oberlin, St. Stephen's Church, East Liverpool, 
and Grace Church, Willoughby, the recommendation of the Convention has 
been fairly complied with by rectors. In the remaining Parishes reporting, un- 
reasonable indifference, in this respect, is shown to the interests of the Diocese, 
as well as to the recommendation of the late Convention. 

I was curious to know what proportion of the Clergy of our Diocese were 
educated within our Church ; and what proportion came to us from other ortho- 
dox Churches. The Clergy have kindly yielded to my wishes by replying to mf 
query, so far, that it appears that out of thirty-nine answering the inquiry, 
twelve came to us from other Christian bodies, a proportion of nearly one-third, 
which is probably the proportion throughout the Diocese. 

THE ENVELOPE SYSTEM. 

I recall an observation already made, viz : that the most prosperous Churches, 
and those which have contributed most largely to the Lord's Missionary woric, 
and to charities, are those which are supported by j>ew rents. Among the 
singular fascinations of the day, one of the most unreasonable — except in 
Churches occupied strictly by the poorer classes — is the use of what is called the 
"envelope system." I am quite aware that I subject myself at once to prejudice, 
and that many of my Brethren will hardly Usten with patience whilst I give the 
reasons of this opinion. Yet I beg you to hearken for the sake of my cause. 
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In Churches occupied by the poor who can contribute only their mites, and 
naturally desire to do it with system and delicacy, the plan is an admirable one. 
But in Churches which substitute it for pew rents, not because they adopt the 
idea of free sittings, it is merely a labor-saving machine for the Vestry, com- 
pelling the Rector to share in, indeed, to assume a large part of, a task which 
belongs to them, and from which, if it be disagreeable, he should certainly be ex- 
empt. I wonder that any Rector, except of a free Church, can patiently stand in the 
Chancel whilst the plates go round for his weekly salary ; and I long to shut my 
ears whilst he is reading for the instruction of his people and these are applying 
to his distressing case, " he that giveth to the poor, lendeth unto the Lx>rd." 

But the worst result is, that the people at last begin to believe that what they 
thus pay for their religious education, and for the wholesome, genial influences 
that come from a Pastor's care — what they owe to the Minister whom they have 
called, as truly as they owe any debt in bank — is a charity, a gift for which 
they deserve credit, and which they may rightly place upon the Communion 
Table and stand up and sing a Doxology, under the idea that this payment of 
salary is reckoned to their credit in heaven. Still worse, giving thus of what they 
owe as if it were a charity, they diminish their other gifts. Really charitable 
offerings become less and less. If you want to know why your people are 
becoming careless as to the cause of Missions, and as to other grand objects of 
Christian benevolence, here is the explanation. It is not reasonable to expect 
that a congregation which regards its minister as the chief object of charity 
should contribute to any other object with the devotion which is due to it. 

I have risked by reputation for wisdom in thus setting my face and lifting my 
voice against a craze. But I beg you at least to reflect upon it. I am quite 
willing to leave my testimony to the decision of experience. 

DEATH OF MR. J. H. DEVEREUX. 

The Providence of God has graciously spared our whole body of Qergy 
through the year, but we are called to mourn the departure of several active and 
prominent Lajrmen. Among them our recollection turns instinctively to J. H. 
Devereux. Few Laymen have held so conspicuous a place in our Church 
councils as he. Remarkable for calm judgments, tact and shrewd common 
sense, his opinion expressed on any subject carried great weight. His liberality 
was a constant stimulus to acts of devotion for the interests of the Church. His 
influence, as an important instrument in the development of the railway system 
of this North West, was felt not only along the irons, but in the moral and 
religious development of the men with whom he was brought in contact ; there- 
fore, naturally, it added to his power in all that he did or proposed for the wel- 
fare of the Church. He gave anxious and prayerful thought to the problem of 
the observance of the Lord's Day on the line of which be was president, and 
diminished Sunday labor on it as far as possible. It is largely owing to his 
influence that a successful Railroad Mission was established at Galion, on the 
line of the C. C. C. & I. road. The original vestry were chiefly engineers of 
locomotives and other employees of the railroad, who, under his wise pianage- 
ment were enabled to lay off for Sunday at that station, where also they had 
their homes and where their families were gathered. Nor has any mission in 
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We have an org^anized Mission at Wellington. We had stations at Columbia 
and Grafton. I recommend that in the same way these cases be referred to the 
Qeveland Convocation, to be reported on to the Bishop before the meeting of 
the next Convention. 

The Church which we owned at Canfield has not waited for the .slow action of 
our Canon, but declared itself extinct, sold its property without authority, and 
transmitted the proceeds to the Trustees of the Diocese, as I believe. I have in 
trust a legacy, amounting now to one hundred and fifty dollars, from a former 
member of that Parish, given with the hope that the Church would at some time 
be reopened. Youngstown is already extending its borders to the neighborhood 
of Canfield ; and it is a question whether our property there was not worth 
much more than it was sold for ; and whether we could not use it to a much 
greater profit in our Mission work, than would be represented by the cash paid 
down. It would seem to me just that the Trustees should inquire whether the 
sale was lawful, inasmuch as it was not authorized by the Convention ; and if 
not legal, whether the parties who bought were aware of the fai^lt in title. 
If they were not in a condition to be so aware, of course the Convention would 
not press any claim, however just. 

THE woman's auxiliary. 

It is with the greatest satisfaction I lay before the Convention the annual re- 
port of our Woman's Auxiliary. I cannot too emphatically applaud their zeal- 
ous industry, and well applied labor and charity. Unfortunately, the year of 
the Auxiliary coincides with that of our General Missionary work, and not with 
our Conventional term. Consequently we have no report of later date than Sep- 
tember I. of last year. But the work of the Auxiliary has been quite as commend- 
able and effective during the last nine months as at any time before. May a rich 
blessing from the Father of Mercies continue to foster their efforts. 

Secretary's Report. 

Rt. Rev. and Dear Sir :— I am glad to report that the Woman's Auxiliary 
of the Diocese is growing steadily stronger, year by year. The Society is the 
center of missionary enthusiasm in very many Parishes, and its work is being 
blessed in ways that are most encouraging. More than one missionary in the 
far West has written, that but for the Woman's Auxiliarv, he would have been 
obliged to abandon his post.

its rubrics. Apart from all minor considerations, my objection to alterations is 
fundamental. 

The Common Prayer Book is not our individual property. We share 
it in common with the Church of England and her descendants. Nor should 
we presume to amend the work of the Reformers without consultation with 
all those Churches who share in this common inheritance. Let it be con- 
sidered that, if any material changes be introduced into our Liturgy, it will 
no longer be the "Book of Common Prayer and Administration of the 
Sacraments," which English speaking Protestant Episcopalians throughout 
the world have rejoiced in since the days of Edward VI., for three hundred 
years. The changed Book will be specifically the American Liturgy, and will 
be in use nowhere except within the narrow bounds of our limited confederacy. 
Are we prepared for such a descensus f 

Another objection of similar character should have due weight. Our orders 
were perpetuated by the Church of England on the impUed condition of our 
maintenance of the Liturgy as used in the English Church. I need hardly 
remind this Convention that so strong was this feeling that the slight alterations 
made in our Liturgy to conform it to the Scotch Rite, became a subject of dis- 
cussion and added to the difficulty in the way of the subsequent transmission of 
English orders. And I am in a position to affirm that this feeling has not 
entirely passed away. For my conferences in the summer of 1884 with the 
authorities of the Church of England, under appointment by the House of 
Bishops, in respect to a Common Liturgy for our Foreign Missions in China 
and Japan, revealed the existence of a grave unwillingness to vary in the slightest 
degree from the old standard. 

It is a question of serious importance, whether as a Church, so intimately 
bound to the Church of England, we are at liberty to alter our Common Liturgy 
in any material degree without violating an implied compact. 

May it not fairly be argued that these considerations forbid us to move further 
in the matter of alterations until at least we shall have taken counsel with our 
brethren of the Church of England ? 

CONCLUSION. 

Thus has closed a busy year. In the review I 6nd cause again for devout 
thanks to our Heavenly Father for His sustaining Providence and Grace ; and, 
in the prospect of constantly enlarging work, while relying with all confidence 
on your co-operation, I commend yourselves and our beloved Diocese to the 
gracious watchfulness and help of the Saviour, whose we are and whom we 
serve. We should feel weak indeed were it not for the promised spiritual aid of 
the sympathiring Comforter, whose coming at Pentecost the Holy Church 
throughout the world will celebrate at Whitsuntide. And I rejoice that we shall 
begin our new year of work on Sunday next, \\ith devotion strengthened by 
realiring the presence and effectual power in our ministrations of God the Holy 
Ghost. G. T. Bedell.

THIRD DAY. 

Thursday. June 10, 1886, 9 a. m. 

Morning prayer was said by Rev. J. W. Cracraft and 
Rev. Geo. S. May. 

The roll was called and the minutes read and approved. 

The Secretary, Mr. S. N. Sanford, then presented his 
annual abstract of the proceedings of the Standing Com- 
mittee for the conventional year, which was received and 
approved : 

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE. 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Ohio begs leave to report : That 
on the nth day of June, 1885, the newly elected committee, consisting of Rev. 

E. R. Atwill, D. D., Rev. R. L. Ganter, D. D., Rev. A. B. Nicholas, W. J. Board- 
man, J. H. Devereux and S. N. Sanford, assembled after due notice, and organ- 
ized by the unanimous election of Rev. Dr. Atwill as president and S. N. 
Sanford as secretary. 

June II, 1885. The Standing Committee recommended Mr. George F. 
Smythe to the Bishop for ordination to the Diaconate, and signed bis testi- 
monials. 

June 24, 1885. The Standing Commitee, at the request of the trustees of 
the Theological Seminary and Kenyon College, gave consent to the use of 
Rosse Chapel, Gambler, as an ordinary hall, for rhetorical exercises and as a 
gymnasium. 

October 16, 1885. The Standing Committee recommended to the Bishop, to 
be received as candidates for Holy Orders, Mr. Charles Warren Hollister and 
Mr. William Lucas, late of the Methodist ministry, and signed their testimonials. 

January 31, 1886. The Standing Committee recommended to the Bishop, 
to be received as a candidate for Holy Orders, Mr. Henry C. Johnson, late a 
Congregationalist minister. 

February 4, 1886. The Standing Committee recommended the Rev. George 

F. Smythe to the Bishop for ordination to the Priesthood before the expiration 
of the full canonical period of his Diaconate. 

March 20, 1886. The Standing Committee gave consent to the shortening of 
the period of candidateship to six months in the case of Mr. William Lucas, and 
in the case of Mr. C. W. Hollister. 

March 20, 1886. The Standing Committee met in the parlors of St. Paul's 
Church, Cleveland, at 2 p. m., on the call of the Bishop, to attend and partici- 
pate in the obsequies of our esteemed and beloved associate, J. H. Devereux. 

The President, Rev. Dr. Atwill, offered the following Preamble and Resolu- 
tions, which were unanimously adopted : — 

Whereas, our colleague on this Committee, J. H. Devereux, Esq., has been 
taken from us by death, we, although persuaded of the wisdom and goodness of 
God, even in providences that wound our hearts, are moved to give expression to 
our sorrow ; therefore, 
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Resolved,TYi2X while this Convention does not restrict the liberty of its Deputies 
to vote upon the proposed alterations of and additions to the Book of Common 
Prayer, as, after reflection and discussion may seem to them best, it is the sense 
of the Diocese of Ohio that final action upon the report of the Joint Committee 
should be postponed, that it may express the mature thought of the Church. 

3. The Committee report further that knowing of no proposition before the 

Church in regard to endorsing or using in public worship the Revised Version Of 

the Holy Scriptures, they have not deemed it necessary to bring that matter 

before the Convention.

The Committee of last Convention on the subject of 
Reforms in Divorce Laws was presented by Mr. Delano, 
and read by Rev. Dr. James, and was accepted ; and the 
appended resolutions were adopted : 
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so numerous as to awaken much concern." Taking the ratio of divorces to 
marriages in seven States having easy divorce laws, we have the following statis- 
tics for 1876 : 

Massachusetts, i : 21.4; Ohio, i : 18 ; Vermont, i : 14; Rhode Island, i : IZ.9; 
Connecticut, i : 10.76 ; New Hampshire, about the same as Connecticut ; 
Maine, worst of all. 

The last two are so given in the account. Returning to Ohio, the ratios in 
three counties are specially noticeable : in Cuyahoga it was i to 9.9; in Ashta- 
bula I to 8.5 ; and in Lake i to 7. If these ratios are barely maintained for a 
generation, divorce will break up one family in every dozen, throughout the 
States which offer these inducements to immortality. 

THE EDUCATING POWER OF EASY DIVORCE LAWS. 

But we may not hope that these ratios will remain the maximum. Passion 
and selfishness grow by indulgence. These foes of stable marriage will grow by 
license beyond the bounds of their present license. They will demand more 
license still. The Reformation opened the door, by making wilful desertion a 
ground for divorce ; this created a demand for additional means of escaping 
n-ora marriage ; so legislation went on opening one door after another until the 
present license was reached. Is the pressure going to cease now ? There are 
some hopeful signs ; enough to prove what can be done by an aroused public 
conscience ; but so few and feeble as to show what evil threatens the family, un- 
less that conscience be more thoroughly and permanently aroused. 

Moreover, that conscience is in danger of being debauched by such legislation. 
The great mass of men, even of Christians, in this age which draws so much of 
its morality from Scripture, have no higher standard of obligation than the law. 
and public sentiment. The rising generation forms its ideal of marriage from 
them. The young, in looking forward to this Eden of youthful imagination, 
when its ardor might be turned to good account in forming a high ideal of pure, 
fldl-sacnficing, life-long devotion, in a union for the noblest ends, come to regard 
as a pastime of passion this sacred partnership, a pastime to be terminated 
when selfishness tires of counterfeiting love, or lust craves a new stimulant of 
sensuality. We are rearing our children in the fond hope of committing their 
happiness to these supporters whose love is to succeed ours. We picture for 
them homes like our own. We may live to see our daughters sent back to us 
with their helpless children, and the noble ambition of our sons wrecked hy the 
legalized debauchery of their wives. This may be the last prospect of our old 
age ere we part with them forever. We cannot afford to have the generation 
which is to mould the destiny of our sons and daughters educated out of true 
marriage by easy divorce laws. 

Just at the beginning of the century French infidelity was corrupting morals 
badly in this country, as Dorchester shows, and unchastity was prevalent ; run- 
away wives were often advertised ; more runaway husbands, perhaps, were not. 
Doubtless many of these separations were not permanent like divorce ; and at 
least they were not sanctioned by Uiw and public sentiment. Their educating 
power was not like that of easy divorce laws. Moreover, as French infidelity 
was then the chief assignable cause of the corruption, so easy divorce is now. The 
earlier depraving influence having been removed, we shoiUd have preserved the 
advance gained prior to the divorce license, had it not been for that license. It 
should be carefully noted that, as far as statistics are attainable, they show a 
continuous and alarming growth of divorces, and, at the same time, of unchas- 
tity and illegitimacy, ever since the license began. This is the significant fact. 
It evidences the corrupting and educating power of easy divorce laws. 

HARDSHIPS OF MARRIAGE NO GROUND FOR DIVORCE. 

The marriage obligation is one of mutual love and care, without limit. Take the 
wife, who generally has the harder duty and burden ; if her husband's temper be 
bad, or his disposition indolent, who else is to improve him ? and, if he will not 
be improved, who else is to care for him ? Of course it is hard ; but what con- 
dition in life does not impose hard duties? If contracts are to be annulled as 
soon as they grow burdensome, there will soon bean end of society. Some con- 
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3. Only an insi^ificant number of petitions for divorce are rejected. Why? 
That raises significant questions. 

4. The stricter marriage laws of one State are evaded by a citizen bringing 
suit in a State which offers easier terms of divorce. 

The evil of easy divorce laws is badly aggravated in these ways ; all these 
evils may and ought to be corrected, even if the laws themselves cannot be im- 
proved. The want of uniformity of the various States in their divorce laws is 
one serious cause of the evil. Indeed, your committee consider it so great an 
evil that they recommend that immediate attention be given to it. If an amend- 
ment could be added to the Constitution of the United States, transferring to 
Congress the control of divorce, one uniform law would pervade the land. It 
might be accomplished by adding a single clause to Section viii. of Article I. A 
move in this direction, if deemed advisable, might be made by a memorial from 
this Convention to the General Convention, which meets next October, requesting 
them to take the proper action. The same memorial might ask them to provide 
generally for the collection of statistical and other information on the subject of 
divorce legislation ; and for such other action as will help to educate public 
sentiment in favor of making the law of the land in regard to marriage and 
divorce conform to the law of God. 

The committee, therefore, venture to propose the following resolutions for 
adoption by this Convention : 

Resolved, Th^l, in the opinion of this Convention, the welfare of Society demands 
a uniform system of law for the United States, regulating marriage and divorce ; 
and, therefore, we favor an amendment of the National Constitution, authorizing 
the Congress to adopt such a system. 

Resolved further. That our Deputies to the next General Convention be 
instructed to present, for the consideration of that body, the subject of this 
report and the action of this Convention thereon. 

In view of the delays necessarily occurring in an effort to procure an amend- 
ment to the National Constitution, we deem it advisable for this Convention to 
take steps tending to improve the marriage and divorce laws of Ohio ; and we 
respectfully suggest this subject for the consideration of this Convention, and 
leave to them the adoption of such measures as will promote immediate improve- 
ment of those laws.

REPORT OF CHURCH TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 

At a meeting of the Committee, held at Trinity Chapel, Cleveland, on the twelfth 
day of May, 1885, it was resolved that an invitation be extended to the Lord 
Bishop of Huron, and Dean Carmichael of Montreal, to visit Cleveland and 
speak on the subject of temperance. 

Through the efforts of our Bishop, the Lord Bishop of Huron delivered an able 
address at St. Paul's Church, on the twenty-ninth of October, and was followed 
by the Rev. Dr. Bates, Rector of the Church. 

In accordance with a resolution of the last Convention, the Bishop appointed 
the following as the Committee for the year, viz : Rev. E. R. Atwill, D. D., 
Chairman ; Rev. A. B. Nicholas, Rev. F. B. Avery, Rev. R. M. Edwards, 
Messrs. W. H. Ingham, H. C. Ranney, James R. Dunn, W. R. Corlett and Rev. 
E. L. Kemp, Secretary. 

Having obtained the consent of the Committee, on the twenty-eighth of April, 
I subscribed for one hundred copies of Temperance, the organ of the Church 
Temperance Society, for distribution among the Clergy of the Diocese.

Rev. A. B. Nicholas presented the following report 

of the standing Committee on Missions : 

report of committee on missions. 

Your Committee on Missions beg leave to report that they have heard with 
satisfaction the progress of interest in Diocesan Missions, in the somewhat 
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increased offerings, the supplying of several Parishes with earnest rectors, and 
the revival of all our Convocations ; but we hope to progress still further this 
coming year. The Secretary's report of a net increase of appropriations of five 
hundred dollars, with a dozen points still to be supplied, urge upon us all to be 
up and doing, not to relax our efforts, no masterly inactivity, but to strive to 
come up to this work more regularly on the quarterly collections. If the Diocese 
wishes these empty Parishes to be supplied, let them provide the means. We 
feel also that we should do some aggressive work, not merely "holding the 
fort," as we have been doing year by year, but daring to go out and make a 
sortie and occupy some new ground. But to do this we need the sinews of war, 
a full treasury, and not only money but your most earnest prayers for the divine 
blessing on our work. We thank most heartily those who have worked and 
given in this matter, and we know that the Master has not forgotten your work 
and labor of love. With the different valuable suggestions in the Bishop's 
Address we most heartily concur. We believe it would greatly facilitate the 
action of the Missionary Committee and enable us to keep the Parishes sup- 
plied with good ministers, if instead of the old Parish organization, with its 
cumbersome vestry, often composed of persons that care little about the Church, 
they would adopt the simpler Mission Station form and have two earnest. God- 
fearing churchmen to administer their affairs. Much time and much vexation 
of spirit might thus be saved. 

The wise suggestion in the Address relating to Canon 3, Title III, on Mission 
Stations, we would refer to the Committee on Canons. 

We would recommend that a certificate in writing may be required from the 
treasurer of each station or missionary thereof, stating that all salary due from the 
station has been piaid in full to date, before the treasurer of the Missionary 
Committee shall be authorized to pay the quarterly stipend due from the com- 
mittee. This will serve as a goad to spur the Parishes to their duty ; keep the 
Committee informed of the financial condition of each Mission Station, and save 
the missionary from being burdened with debt. 

lo the report of the Exlucation Committee we recognize the duty that presses upon 
the Church to keep the ranks of her ministry filled with workmen that need not 
to be ashamed. Never has there been more demanded of the ministry than this 
present age expects. We need priests whose lips should keep knowledge and 
that should be those scribes that bring out of their treasures things new and old. 
We need God-fearing, thoroughly consecrated and Christ-marked men. And so 
we do not want men that cannot succeed in anything else, but the very best, the 
flower of our youths. They may be men of different degrees of talent, but let 
them not be novices or unfit men in this most difficult of all positions. 

The cry then is, for men and money. Let the cry touch the heart of the par- 
ent to consecrate his best and fairest to the work of the gospel. Let the cry 
touch the pocketbook, that we may consecrate a just proportion of our substance 
to educate and send forth these messengers of the Lord of Hosts.

and elsewhere. 

Rev. Wm. C. French, Cleveland — 

Reports that he has been chiefly occupied, during the past year, in his duties 
connected with the Standard of the Cross, As Assistant Minister ot St. Paul's 
Church, Cleveland, he has performed such duties as have been assigned him. 

Rev. A. W. Mann, Cleveland, General Missionary to 
Deaf Mutes — 

Since the presentation of my last report. I have held services at the following 
places : Grace Church, Trinity Church, and All Saints' Church, Cleveland ; 
St. John's Church, Youngstown ; St. Paul's Church, Norwalk ; St. Paul's 
Church , Kenton ; St Paul's Church, Maumee ; Grace Church. Kinsman ; 
St. James' Church, Boardman ; St. Paul's Church, Fremont ; Church of Our 
Saviour, Salem. 

The services held at the State School for Deaf Mutes, located at Columbus, 
might be referred to, as they reach a goodly number of the pupils from scattered 
portions of this Diocese. Recently a class of twenty-four was presented to 
Bishop Penick, at Trinity Church, the Rev. C. H. Babcock, Rector. Several 
belong to this Diocese. On one occasion I baptised 17.

As in the past, I have ministered in thirteen other Dioceses of the Central 
West and Northwest. My entire field embraces 615.000 square miles, contain- 
ing 9.000 deaf mutes of all ages. By traveling every week the year round I am 
enabled to reach three thousand with the Church services in sign language. 

In eleven years 327 deaf mutes and their hearing children have been baptised. 
The list of communicants shows 277 names of deaf mutes. I have officiated in 
2x5 parishes, scattered over twenty-four Dioceses. East and West. Fully 400.000 
miles have been traveled in these ministrations. I have distributed prayer books 
and tracts, as formerly. The former have been kindly furnished by the New 
York and the Bishop White Prayer Book Societies. 

In conclusion, I desire again to thank the brethren of the clergy for the many 
courtesies received at their hands while pursuing my labors, and the railway 
officers for their generous aid, which has made the extension of this work pos- 
sible.

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GENERAL MISSIONARY'S REPORT. 



On the first of last September I entered upon this new work of our Diocesan 
Board. It was thought best that, like the neighboring Dioceses of Southern 
Ohio, Pittsburg and Western Michigan, there should be some one freed from 
parochial cares, who might look after the weaker Parishes and Mission Stations 
and excite renewed interest in Diocesan Missions in the older Chturdies. 

Hence during the past nine months the General Missionary has been kept busy 
encouraging the feeble Parishes, opening up our closed churches, attending Con- 
vocations, Missionary meetings, and presenting the cause in the largest Parishes. 
Under the direction of the Bishop, I have endeavored to work on the following 
lines : First and foremost, caring for the Mission Stations, giving services to 
vacant Parishes to sustain the interest, addressing a larger Church which was 
a large supporter of our Missions, trying to get some assistance fh>m the 
Woman's Auxiliary, and especially working through the four Convocations. 

And I am glad to say that God has blessed the efforts put forth. 

There has been a pretty general visitation of the entire Diocesan field. 
Churches that had no service for months or a year, where Prayer Books and vest- 
ments were mouldy vrith disuse, have had their services renewed by the kind 
assistance of the brethren of Convocation and the visits of the General Mis- 
sionary ; in some the steady services of a settled Clerg3rman have been ob- 
tained ; at least lay service and Sunday school have been started. 

Eight Mission Stations and Parishes have been supplied vdth acceptable and 
earnest Rectors. The Convocations, which were putially abandoned, have all 
been thoroughly organized and well officered, and with the larger freedom under 
the new Canon, have done a noble work in stirring up missionary interest, dis- 
cussing subjects of practical church work, sustaining occasional services at 
neighlx>rine points, and also in the matter of special offerings. 

In regard to the offerings for Diocesan Missions, there has been an increase, 
though not as large as we would like to have reported. But taking into ac- 
count the monetajy depression, there has really been a very Ccur offering for 
Diocesan Missions in comparison with other years — about a thousand dollars 
more. In this is included the Woman's Auxiliary, in cash $iio; $376. 65 gathered 
by the General Missionary, and about $800 contributed by our missionary army 
of Cadets. So that there is about $5,000 given to our Diocesan work. We wish 
we could have reported six or eight thousand. Surely we can thank God and 
take courage. 

And now as to some needs. First — the parishes do not present an undivided 
front to this work. The Treasurer informs me that only fifteen have contributed 

Siarterly out of the whole eighty-nine churches, missions and chapels. Indeed 
e smaller Parishes have done better than the larger ones. How grandly would 
the Church's hosts move on if all would come up to the help of the I ord in one 
embattled line. Then — we believe the work would go on faster, antf many hin- 
drances would be taken out of the way, if some of our weak Parishes would give 
up their old organizations and come in under the new canon as mission stations. 
One Parish is thus applying for a change of org^ization, and we hope more will 
follow in its train. Then — it would be well for the Missionary to encourage an 
independent spirit in his Parish, urging upon his church to relieve the Missionary 
Committee of a certain amount each year. It would also expedite matters greatly 
and save much inconvenience to our Missionaries if quarterly collections were 
taken up regularly in the months of May, August, November and February, so 
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that the stipends could be paid promptly upon the first of the months ensuing. 
Then — we need five new men, at least, to fill our present vacancies, and we need 
a larger endowment for this work, and a steadier interest taken, which will 
give us no ebb tide, but a constantly advancing wave of Church progress into new 
places where the Master is pointing out fields white for the harvest. We need a 
deeper appreciation of the Church, more faith in our Lord, and more prayer to 
Him that He would send forth more laborers into His harvest. The most earnest 
thanks of the General Missionary are due to the Bishop for his loving, fatherly 
counsel and help ; to the brethren, clerical and lay, for their faithful co-operation 
and many courtesies ; and to a kind Providence for his guardian care. Below 
we add a short summary of the work.

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REPORTS OF CONVOCATIONS. 



CENTRAL CONVOCATION. 

This Convocation was re-organized at Gambier, just after the exercises of 
Founders' Day, last November. The attendance was so small that nothing 
further was then attempted. Two interesting meetings have since been held ; 
one in January at Massillon. and another at Medina, in May. The zeal of 
Convocation was revived, and good done in the parishes whose generous hospi- 
tality was enjoyed. 

The churches at Cross Creek, Dennison, Coshocton, Mill Creek, Canton and 
Wooster have for a long time been without settled clerical supply. Lay services 
are held regularly at Dennison and Mill Creek. The Clergy and Convocation, 
aided by the General Missionary, have given semi-monthly services at Wooster, 
for several months. Rev. E. L. Kemp of Massillon, notwithstanding his heavy 
duties there, has supplied St. Paul's, Canton, every Sunday afternoon, and 
visited the people during the week. His ministry has had a happy effect 
Nearly eighty communicants have been enrolled, a subscription of $700 made for 
a rector to-day, and everything is now ready for putting the work on a perma- 
nent basis. It is hoped a rector will soon be settled there. Convocation has 
also given some pecuniary aid to the new church which Rev. C. S. Witherspoon is 
about to build at New Lisbon.

The Gentral Convocation met at Gambier, on the 3d day of November, and 
organized by electing the following officers, viz.: Rev. Fleming James, D. D., 
Dean ; Mr. D. B. Kirk, Treasurer ; Rev. E. L. Kemp, Secretary. 

The second meeting was held at Massillon. on the 25th of January. Arrange- 
ments were made for services at Canton and Wooster. 

It was resolved that each church in the Convocation take an offering towards 
the building of a church at New Lisbon. 

The third meeting was held at Medina, on the 3d day of May. All the 
meetings were well attended and proved very helpful to those present.

NORTH-WEST CONVOCATION. 

During the past Convention year, ending June 8, 1886, there have been four 
meetings of the Convocation held as follows : Christ Church, Huron, July 21 and 
22, 1885 ; Trinity parish, Tiffin, October 13 and 14, 1885 ; Trinity parish, 
Trinity Church, Toledo, January 6 and 7, 1886; and Grace Church, Defiance, 
May 17 and 18, 1886. We have had an average attendance of ten clerical mem- 
bers and two lay delegates from the parishes in which the meetings of the Con- 
vocation have been held. Occasional Sunday services have been given to the 
vacant parish at Lima by some of the members of the Convocation, under the 
especial supervision of the General Missionary of the Diocese. The Convocation 
has also pledged itself for the sum of $100 to the mission station at Bellefontaine 
to assist them in keeping a regular missionary at that point, one-half of which 
has already fallen due and been paid. 

During the past year the sum of $193.79 has been collected at the different 
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meetings of the Convocation, which has been used in meeting the promise made 
to Belldontaine, and in defraying the traveling expenses of the members of the 
Convocation.

THE ENROLMENT. 

I remind the Diocese again of the plan suggested by which all the members of 
our Church shall enroll themselves in a $5 subscription for the missionary work 
of the Church. Mr. A. H. Moss of Sandusky has consented to act as Treasurer 
of this fund. I sincerely hope that every pastor will enter heartily into the scheme, 
and give it success vrithin the limits of his influence ; and that the lay members 
of the Church, both men and women, will manifest cordial sympathy with it. I 
have issued the following letter on the subject : 

It is proposed to celebrate the close of the Triennial period in which our Cen- 
tennial occurs, by raising a fund of one million dollars for domestic and for- 
dgn missions. 

The plan originating among generous Churchmen of Philadelphia, has already 
met with success proportioned to the teal of every Diocese where it has been 
tried. It remains for Ohio to enroll itself. Asking only five dollars from each 
adherent of our Church, success will not depend upon our wealth, but upon de- 
votion and self-sacrifice ; and largely upon the activity of the clergy. 

I suggest that we make of this a Lenten offering to our Lord Christ. I sug- 
gest that we begin and complete it within the months of Lent, and present the 
result to our Lord on Easter Day. I trust that no parish in Ohio will allow 
itself to be either lurepresented or insufficiently represented in this enrolment. 
Every contributor's name is to be recorded ; recorded for the generations to 
come, and, if the gift be accompanied by self-consecration to Christ, also in the 
Lamb's Book of Life. 

Our trusted friend, Mr. A. H. Moss, of Sandusky, has been appointed treas- 
urer of this fund for this Diocese, and has accepted the offer with the labor ind- 
4ent to it. I commend him to your confidence and co-operation, and trust that 
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the plan devised, under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, will be blessed by Him 
with abundant success.

THE VOTING OF WOMEN. 

My opinion having been asked as to the competency of women to vote in the 
election of vestry, I replied as follows, and here I record the opinion : By the 
iminterrupted tradition of this church (so far as I am informed,) women have not 
been entitled to vote at the election of vestries. By the uninterrupted interpre- 
tation of our laws, (so far as I know,) under the highest authorities of our church, 
women have not been entitled to vote at the election of vestries. Such uninter- 
rupted tradition, and interpretation, is itself equivalent to law. 

A careful reading of our canons relating to official persons shows that the 
term laymen is intended to be a distinction of sex. I have never known of any 
case where a woman, a communicant, or a contributor, could not, and did not, 
if she so desired, influence, or create, a vote, in the election of vestrymen. In 
my judgment women have no right to vote in person at the election of wardens 
and vestrymen in this diocese. G. T. Bedell, Bishop,

Trinity Church, Toledo, celebrated the Twentieth Anniversary of its Consecra- 
tion on April 5, of this year. Previous engagements rendered it impossible for 
me to be present. The following note was sent expressing my cordial sentiments 
towards the Parish and Rector, which I desire to place on record : 
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Kev. Dr. Atwill (and the members op Trinitt Parish), Toledo : 

Rtv, and Dear Brother : — It is with deep regret that I find that I cannot be 
present on an occasion so interesting to Trinity Bauish. 

Can it be possible that twenty years have passed since that proud day when 
the grandest Church building at that time in the Diocese was offered by cfhurch- 
men of Toledo to the service of Almighty God and consecrated to His 
worship ? 

Twenty years of grave significance in the history of the Church and the world ; 
during which your Parish has shown itself an important factor in the progress of 
your growing city ! How could Trinity Church fail to impress itself on the 
moral erowth of Toledo, when moving forward (always forward) under such 
leadership. I should write more freely were not three Rectors present to-day 
to whom the Parish owes its steady progress through this period ; and in their 
presence it would hardly be fair to anticipate the pen which will make their 
several administrations historical. The Bishop has the privilege, however, as an 
impartial observer, of noting that the movement of the IHuish has been steadily 
onward, and with so little friction that uninterested lookers-on have not 
measured its rapidity. Contrast its present influence with that of twenty years 
ago, and the reality of which I write will be abundantly manifest. Da]rs of 
danger appear to be rapidly approaching when the education of Christian char- 
acter which Trinity Parish has received will be of inestimable value to Toledo 
and the Diocese. Quiet sobriety, staidness, conservatism, obedience to law, 
jealous reverence for the Creeds and discipline of the Churdi, are not so highly 
prized whilst excitement rules the hour, and individualism is in the ascendant. 
But when these shall have reached their limits, such Chim:hes as Trinity, under 
the guidance of men like Walbridge, Mulcaheyand Atwill, will furnish lalljring 
points for the men who are not given to change. These Churches are our hope 
tor the future, as they are our confidence in the present. 

God's grace in Christ Jesus our Atoning Saviour has been your stay and 
strength during these twenty years of change and perplexity. To that same 
grace I commend you with perfect confidence ; and am sincerdy
